The editorial staff swept the top posi- 
tions at the seventh annual Cycle News 
Christmas Grand Prix, held at Carlsbad 
Raceway in Carlsbad, California, Decem- 
ber 11. Chris Jonnum earned a year's 
worth of bragging rights with a runaway 
win, while defending champion Donn 
Maeda and Kit Palmer rounded out the 
top three. Jeff Hain, editor of Cycle News' 
sister publication, Personal Watercraft 
Illustrated, was fourth, while Paul Car- 
ruthers and Scott Rousseau rounded out 
the top six. Top-placing ad salesman 
Forrest Hayashi nabbed seventh, despite 
a multitude of crashes. Mark Thome 
came next, followed by publisher Mike 
Klinger, ad salesmen Terry Pratt and 
Tom Gonter, and proofreader Mark 
Hoyer (How many other motorcycle 
publications have a proofreader that 
rides?) Photographer Kinney Jones, by 
the way, snápped a picture of the group 
in the first turn, set down his camera, 
put on his helmet, and raced up into 
fourth overall, just behind Palmer. A 
special thanks to Frank and Myra 
Thomason, of Racing Enterprises, for 
having us. 


American Bobby Moore, the recently 
crowed 125cc MX World Champion, 
competed at the Bologna Supercross in 
Italy, but he didn't fare too well. On the 
first night of racing, Moore finished 
eighth and on the second night, the 
champ fell and suffered a possible bro- 
ken leg. 


А two-race Superbikers Champions 
competition was held in conjunction 
with the Bologna Supercross, and all 
participants were required to ride 125cc- 
powered motorcycles on the "big TT 
track." When the dust settled, it was 
former AMA Supercross and National 
Champion Jean-Michel Bayle who won, 
aboard a modified Aprilia Six-Day street 
bike. On the first day, Bayle finished 
ahead of former Italian Supercross 
champ turned road racer Mauro Luc- 
chari, who rode a Husqvarna. Third 
went to Fabrizio Pirovano, on a Yama- 
ha, followed by John Kocinski, on a 
Husky and Alessandro Gramigni, on a 
Honda. On the following day, Bayle 
again won followed by Lucchiari, 
Pirovano, Honda-mounted Loris 
Capirossi and Kocinski. 


Rainbow MX Park the Pala, California, 
facility owned and operated by Bob 
Harvell, is in danger of being shut down 
before it completes its first full year of 
operation.

The Camel Motorcycle Week schedule 
of events at Daytona International 
Speedway will have a new look for 1995. 
The opening weekend will see the run- 
ning of the inaugural North American 
Super Bike Series (NASB) which will be 
held on Sunday, March 5 along with 
600cc Supersport, Open Supersport and 
Harley-Davidson TwinSport. AHRMA 
will take over the facility for two days of 
racing on March 6-7, highlighted by 
Sound of Singles, BEARS and Battle of 
the Twins events in addition to a full 
schedule of vintage racing. The BMW 
Battle of the Legends will now be run in 
a three-race, three-day format. The open- 
ing two rounds will be run as part of the 
AHRMA Classic Days on March 6-7, 
with the final round taking place on Fri- 
day, March 10. On Wednesday, March 8, 
AMA professional road racing gets 
underway with practice sessions and the 
60-minute SuperTeam Challenge. The 
front row of the Daytona 200 will be set 
on Thursday in the Arai Helmets Quali- 
fying. Friday will consist of the second 
round of qualifying, the 750cc Super- 
sport final, the Battle of the Legends final 
and the 33rd running of the International 
Lightweight 100k. The Daytona Super- 
cross by Honda will be held on Satur- 
day, March 11 with the Daytona 200 By 
Arai culminating Camel Motorcycle 
Week on Sunday, March 12. In addition 
to the 200, Sunday will also feature the 
600cc Supersport final and the Harley- 
Davidson TwinSports final. The Daytona 
200 will start at 1:30 p.m. For ticket infor- 
mation call 904/253-RACE. 


The BEARS (British-European-Ameri- 
can Racing Series) race at Daytona 
International Speedway on March 7 will 
be the opening round of the new BEARS 
World Championship Series. The fairly 
simple rules for BEARS racing are as fol- 
lows: neither the engine or the frame can 
be of Japanese origin; engines must be 
one- to three-cylinder four-strokes up to 
1300cc and turbocharging or supercharg- 
ing is not allowed; and four-valve desmo 
engines are prohibited (two-valves are 
permitted). Other rounds of the BEARS 
Series will be run in Italy, Austria, Bel- 
gium, England and Holland, and 
AHRMA will run a BEARS class 
throughout its 1995 racing season. "We

here is a very good possibility that a round of the World Championship Superbike 
Series will be held at Laguna Seca Raceway in Monterey, California, on July 23, 
according to promoter Dan Murphy of First Auto Sports Television (FAST). 

“We don't have an answer yet," Murphy said. "We are waiting on a piece of paper 
being sent from Ed Youngblood (the president of the AMA) to the FIM officially 
requesting the date. That has to be done by Ed. The bottom line is we don't know yet, 
but my feeling is that it has a real good chance of happening. But, again, I'm not real 
familiar with all the European politics involved. As far as Flammini (the promoters of 
the World Superbike Series), the track, Ed Youngblood and myself, we're all in agree- 
ment for the July 23 date." 

According to Murphy, FAST will handle the television packaging, ticket sales, hos- 
pitality and promotion of the U.S. round of the World Superbike Series, along with 
‚ cooperation from SCRAMP (S, Car Racing Association of the Monterey Peninsula). 
| "It's a major undertaking. Our relationship with Laguna Seca is a good one and having 
SCRAMP’s experience will be a benefit.”

Harley VR1000 


A uditions were held at Daytona 


International Speedway on 

December 5-6 for the lead role 
in Harley-Davidson's AMA Super- 
bike road race team - those trying 
out for the ride were two-time 
AMA 250cc Grand Prix National 
Champion Jimmy Filice and 1990 
AMA Superbike Champion Doug 
Chandler. Former Daytona 200 win- 
ner David Sadowski also had an 
outing on the VR1000, two days 
prior to Chandler and Filice. 

At presstime, no decision had 
been made on who would get the 
lead role, though team manager 
Steve Scheibe seemed pleased with 
the performance of all three riders. 

"We had three potential riders - 
Doug Chandler, Jim Filice and 
David Sadowski - here for our test 
session," Scheibe said. "We needed 
to get to know them and they need- 
ed to get to know the team and the

equipment, so they could arrive at a decision and we could arrive at a decision." 


The three riders produced lap times in the 1:54-1:55 range around the famed 3.56- 
mile road course, with Sadowski and Chandler slightly quicker than Filice, who also 
had fewer laps on the VR than the other two. 

"One reason I was interested in testing with the different riders is the feedback we 
were able to get," Scheibe said. "It was a very valuable experience for us. We basically 
had the same machinery we ran all season. We were interested in seeing how far we 
had actually progressed since the 200." 

Filice has raced in the Superbike class before, but is better known for his i 
ways in. the 250cc class: "I've been interested in ing back into Superbike racing,” 
Filice said while waiting for a tire change. “It seems like Superbike racing has grown so 
much and there's so much interest in it, especially since Harley is back in it. Га like 
very much to be a part of the team. I haven't had that much time on the bike, but I 
think I made a good showing." 

Chandler is also looking for work following Cagiva's withdrawal from Grand Prix 
racing: ^The bike's okay," Chandler said from his home in Salinas, California, on 
December 7. “1 think it can be competitive pretty easy. I think with some time it's capa- 
ble of going 53s (1:53) the way it is. I did 55s with not a lot of effort on a production 
tire. I’m not sure if they realize that I’m serious about wanting to race it. I think 
think I'm using it as an option - but there's nothing out there. I think it's (the VR1000) 
got some potential. They've got some ideas that are pretty good. It brakes really well 
and the suspension is fairly decent right off the bat. Overall, it's a pretty good motorcy- 
cle.” 

Whomever gets the nod from Harley will join Chris Carr on the team for the 1995 
AMA Superbike National Championship. 





already have had considerable interest in 
our Daytona BEARS race, and we expect 
entries from the U.S., Europe, Australia 
and even Japan,” AHRMA Executive 
Director Jeff Smith said. “When com- 
bined with the BMW Battle of the Leg- 
ends and our international field of vin- 
tage and SoS/BoT racing, these will be 
the two best days of Bike Week ‘95.” 


In addition to the banning of carbon- 
fiber brakes, the World Championship 
Superbike Series will feature other rule 
changes for 1995, namely the use of lead- 
free fuel only. In addition, the champi- 
onship points-paying system has been 
changed. A win will now be worth 25 
points with second place earning 20, 
third getting 16, fourth 13, fifth 11 and so 
on down to 15th place. In years past, 
winning a round of the World Superbike 
Series earned the winner 20 points with 
second place getting 17 points, third 15 
and so on. The new system rewards the 
race winner two extra points over years 
past. The series will also have two 50- 
minute practice sessions on both Friday 
and Saturday, with the morning sessions 
on both days being untimed. 


According to team owner Rob Muzzy, 
there is a possibility that his team of 
Scott Russell, Anthony Gobert, Pascal 
Picotte and Steve Crevier will compete 





in the NASB superbike race at Daytona 
International Speedway the weekend 
prior to the Daytona 200 in early March. 
"It's not in stone that we won't do it," 
Muzzy said. “If there are benefits, poten- 
tial exposure for our sponsors, we would 
consider it. If we go, we'll go to race and 
not go just to practice. We're not under 
anything that says we can't do the race. 
If there's value, we could end up doing 
it. We'll have to look at all the factors 
and make a decision."

Backing Muzzy 


I would like to reinforce Rob Muzzy's 
comments as reported in Cycle News 
(Issue #48, December 7, 1994). Our cour- 
tesy tour of the Ducati factory took place 
during a Kawasaki-sponsored trip to 
Italy honoring our Gold Level “Ichiban” 
dealers. Several KMC executives were 
present, along with numerous dealer 
participants. The tour was very enjoy- 
able, and we are grateful for the invita- 
tion. 

There was no discussion whatsoever 
of Scott Russell, and the only mention of 
racing was their quiet announcement 
that Ducati had taken the World Super- 
bike Championship the prior weekend. 

It goes without saying that Kawasaki 
values our relationship with Muzzy 
Racing and Scott Russell, but the story 
as originally reported was simply incor- 
rect. Finally, your news item referred to 
me as Kawasaki Vice President, Market- 
ing, a position I held for some 11 years. 
However, my current assignment is Vice 
President, Sales. Our Vice President of 
Marketing is Mr. Barry Beehler.

e know what some of you are 

thinking. Ty Davis - rider of 

the year? But what about 

500cc World Champion 
Michael Doohan? Or Grand National 
Champion Scott Parker? Or Supercross 
Champion Jeremy McGrath? Shouldn't 
one of them have been chosen rider of 
the year? After all, they are all champi- 
ons in their respective fields, and Ty 
Davis didn't even win a single title in 
1994. But it's right about here where the 
arguments for these riders and others 
come to an abrupt end, and the argu- 
ments for Davis take off. 

Davis' list of accomplishments 
throughout the 1994 season rambles on 
like a bad sermon. While it is true that 
Davis didn't win a championship in ‘94, 
he did win numerous Nationals and 
high-profile races, proving his versatility 
as one of this country's best off-road rac- 
ers. 

Perhaps Davis' greatest accomplish- 
ment of the '94 season was fulfilling his 
goal of winning four AMA National 
events in four different categories in.a 
single season. His road to this success 
began in Nevada when he won the Min- 
den ISDE Qualifier, the third round of 
the AMA National Championship Relia- 
bility Enduro Series. He then switched 
gears and won the Wells-to-Wendover 
National Hare & Hound, also in Nevada, 
where he put an end to Danny Hamel's 
15-race win streak. Later in the year, 
Davis headed north to Idaho and won 
the AMA National Championship Hare 
Scrambles round in Silver City and, a 
week later, he captured National win 
number four at the Training Wheels 
AMA National Enduro in Lucerne Val- 
ley, California. No rider has ever won 
four different types of National events in 
one year. 

And Davis' list of accomplishments 
doesn't end here. The Kawasaki Team 
Green rider was also - for the second 
year in a row - the "Top American" at 
the prestigious International Six Day 
Enduro in Tulsa, Oklahoma. In addition, 
he teamed with fellow Team Green rid- 
ers to win the SCORE Baja 1000, Parker 
400 and San Felipe 250 off-road races; he 
won the Virginia City Grand Prix; he 
won two classes at the Adelanto GP; he 
won Casey Folks' Best of the Desert 
Tonopah GP, and he won the grueling 
Tecate 250K Enduro in Mexico. And to 
put icing on the cake, Davis won the 
500cc Pro and Four-Stroke classes at the 
Mammoth Mountain Motocross - and he 
even qualified for the 125cc main event 
(where he finished eighth) at the Ana- 
heim Supercross. Whew! 

Many still associate Davis' name with 
motocross or supercross, the form of the 
sport where his racing roots run deep. 

“It's kind of funny, because my dad 
(Terry Davis, founder of Terrycable, a 
machine shop that makes motorcycle 
cables, suspension components and 
other specialized parts) was completely 
into off-road racing when I was a kid 
and he didn't even want me getting into 
off-road racing," says Davis. "He raced 
in the desert for a long time. I used to go 
to the races with him and Га push my 
trike around the pits while he was out 
racing. When I started riding motorcy- 
cles, I didn't race much. My dad actually 
discouraged me from racing in the desert; 
he wanted me to race motocross. He 
thought that desert racing was too dan-

gerous. So I started racing motocross. 
My first race was when I was 12. I had 
no intentions of making a carcer of it; it 
was just a fun thing to do." 

Davis was born on April 5, 1969, in 
Bakersfield, California, but when he was 
four, his family moved to the clean air 
and kicked-back pace of Hesperia, a 
small community in the Southern Cali- 
fornia high desert, located approximate- 
ly 90 miles northeast of Los Angeles. 
Although he was very athletic, Davis 
wasn't interested in your standard 
School sports while attending Hesperia 
Christian School. Instead, he would 
spend his weekends practicing on his 
motocross bike or going with his dad to 
local desert races. 

Like any young, enthusiastic 
motocrosser, Davis started racing every 
weekend in the 80cc class. Eventually, he 
started getting pretty good at it. 

“I started racing consistently, at Coro- 
na Raceway at night, riding the Golden 
State Series, and doing stuff like that," 
said Davis. "I started getting pretty good 
racing against guys like Eddie Hicks, 
(Mike) Kiedrowski and (Jeff) Matiase- 
vich; but what really started things for 
me was Brett Leef at Honda. They need- 
ed a test rider and he called me up. I 
thought, 'Oh my gosh - Honda.' 
Minibikes were the g back then. So I 
started testing - making $100 a day - and 
began racing, giving it 100%. 

"It was about then when I had my 
first major race - the World Minis. It was 
a big race; І was nervous and I did so 
crappy I couldn't believe it. The factories 
sort of disappeared after that; it was a 
bad deal." 

Davis eventually moved up to the 
125cc class and earned a Honda support 
ride. 

"Remember those Honda support 
rides? They were kind of a big deal back 
then, and I competed at Ponca City, 
Loretta Lynn's and all that stuff, and 
things were coming along quite well." 

So well, in fact, that Davis decided to 
build his own practice supercross track 
on his parents' eight-acre parcel of land - 
a la Jeremy McGrath. Ty laid out a 
supercross track not more than 100 feet 
from their house, a track that weaves in 
and out of the juniper bushes that make 
up much of the area's vegetation. The 
track includes some pretty spectacular 
double, triple and tabletop jumps, and 
whoops and bowl turns, and Davis still 
uses the track to keep his supercross 
skills razor sharp. 

“Mom didn't mind me building a 
track as long as we didn't rip out a single 
juniper plant. What she doesn't know 
won't hurt her," Davis joked. 

Ty currently lives with his father in a 
beautiful, semi-secluded home built by 
Davis Sr. himself. Ty's mother, Jean, and 
younger brother, Cory, now live in Ore- 
gon. Also out back are the family's four 
quarter horses. One of the horses, chris- 
tened Tough, is Ty's. 

"Quarter horses are stockier and 
thicker built than most breeds," says 
Davis, who rides horses about as well as 
he does motorcycles. That became quite 
obvious when he strapped on his cow- 
boy boots, saddled up ol' Tough and 
gave us a demonstration of his equestri-

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an skills. “Му dad trained and worked а 
lot on my horse and I love riding him - 
the horse, that is. After racing I'd like to 
get into horses, team pinning, roping - 
that would be kind of fun. My dad 
wants me to do more with horses." 

Back to motorcycles. Despite racking 
up many top finishes as a Honda sup- 
port rider, Davis was again left looking 
for a new ride at the end of the 1988 sea- 
son. 

^Honda began cutting back and that's 
when Suzuki came and offered me a fac- 
tory ride. I thought, 'A factory bike, a 
box van - cool!’ But that's where I went 
wrong. 

“You see, back then, Hondas were 
fast and real good; the Suzukis were 
slow. I had to ride the hell out of them 
and it was frustrating. But later on we 
got some better bikes and were getting 
ready for the '89 West Coast Supercross 
Series. But one day we were doing some 
jetting testing; just when I was about to 
jump a triple, the engine bogged and 1 
endoed big, time, and hurt my knee. So 
Suzuki put me in the East Coast Series 
because that series started later in the 
year, giving me more time to heal. I 
started out (the E.C. series) okay but had 
some bad finishes. I really didn’t have an 
exciting year. 

" At the end of the season, Suzuki said 
they wanted me for another year, and 
promised to give me all this stuff, but at 
the last moment they bumped me off the

team for somebody else. Instead, they 
gave me nothing." 

So for 1990, Davis decided to race as a 
privateer, which led to one of the most 
famous quotes in supercross history. 

At Anaheim, Davis, who was now 
riding a Honda, won his first-ever super- 
cross. While being interviewed on the 
podium, he was asked who he'd like to 
thank. 

^| said, ‘I'd like to thank American 
Suzuki for letting me keep all those 
(Suzuki) parts so I could sell them and 
buy Hondas.' I really wasn't trying to 
slam Suzuki, I was being sincere, but it 
didn't come out that way. My bridge 
was on fire. A few days later, I got a cer- 
tified letter from Suzuki saying that they 
wanted all my Suzuki parts back, and 
how they were still considering me for 
the team but weren't anymore after what 
I had said. Yeah, right." 

After all was said and done, Davis - 
who in his words was just a “Joe Blow” 
privateer - had the last laugh by going 


on to win-the 1990 Western Regional 
125cc Supercross Championship over the 
likes of runner-up Jeremy McGrath, 
Buddy Antunez, Jeff Emig, Mike Craig 
and Steve Lamson - to name just a few. 

"Do you realize I'm the last person to 
beat Jeremy McGrath in a supercross 
series? I wanted to win real bad. I had a 
bad taste in my mouth when it came to 
the factories. I had to beat them." 

Despite winning the 1990 series, 
Davis was still left without a factory ride 
when the gate dropped for the start of 
the 1991 season. 

^No one picked me up, but it wasn't 
surprising," said Davis. "| didn't domi- 
nate the series when I won. I was consis- 
tent, but the factories like riders who 
dominate. That year was hard; it was a 
struggle. I was also injured here and 
there. 

“I had no place to go - there were no 
Honda of Troys or teams like that back 
then, just the factory teams. That's when 
I started riding for Terry Good and On 
The Line, but that didn't work out at all. 
Then ATK came along and wanted me to 
do the Four-Stroke Nationals. They'd 
pay me $2000 to show up and $2000 to 
win. That was great. I won every moto 
for ATK and things were working out 


pretty good.

"Then Ken (Wilkes, of АТК) asked 
me to race the Baja 500. We led most of 
the race until the last 20 minutes. Every- 
thing was great until we had a mix-up 
and missed our pits, ran out of gas, then 
the air filter plugged up. I had to stop to 
clean it and sure enough here comes 
Larry (Roeseler). We ended up third, but 
Ken was so impressed he gave us our 
win bonus money anyway. That was 
1991. 

"Ken wanted me again for 1992, but I 
wanted to ride for Kawasaki. 4 was 
going to sign with Kawasaki until Ken 
offered me $50,000 to race for him. 
Needless to say I went with ATK. Unfor- 
tunately, that was the worst year of my 
racing career." 

Injuries and bike*problems hampered 
Davis that year, affecting not only his 
performance on the track, but also 
putting a strain on Ty and Ken’s busi- 
ness relationship. 

“One time we were testing a new 
shock in the desert. I was moving along 
on the bike when I hit a lip of a road. No 
big deal, right? The next thing I knew I 
was flying through the air and I knocked 
myself dingy. І didn’t know where I 
was. It turned out that the shock shaft 
came out of the body when I hit the 
road. I messed up my hip and my eye. 
Later, on April 1, at the Glen Helen GP, I 
dislocated my collarbone. When I called 
Ken, he thought it was an April Fool’s 
joke. Unfortunately, it wasn’t. Ken start- 
ed getting a little mad after that. Then I 
teinjured my knee at Mammoth. Then 
ATK wouldn't рау me, and I had to get a 
lawyer. We soon settled." 

Davis did join Kawasaki at the end of 
1992, but only as a support rider. 
Although he was getting good support 
from Team Green, much of his racing 
effort came out of his own pocket. 

“1 was barely making it from month 
to month. It really sucked, and I was 
beginning to have my doubts about this 
off-road stuff - like maybe not doing it 
any more. One of my first races was a 
hare scrambles and 1 just wasn't in shape 
for those long, three-hour races. I mean, 
at the end of the race, I was beat, 
thrashed, sick, and Larry (Roeseler), the 
'old guy, would be hangin' out, talking 
with everyone and having a good time 
afterwards. We'd be driving home and 
Larry would be just laughing at me, 
while I’d be passed out in the passen- 
ger's seat. I got tired of being sick and 
feeling like an idiot, so I started riding 
more, trained more and got in shape. 
That was probably the hardest thing 
about getting used to off-road racing - 
the conditioning."

Davis improved his endurance and 
woods-riding technique by laying out a 
two-mile cross country course in his 
backyard - right through the juniper 
bushes. He even propped up a big log 
against a fence, so he could practice 
dragging his bike under the log. The trail 
also includes many portions of his 
supercross track. 

“It’s a full-on workout," he says of 
the trail. 

He also has the luxury of being able 


to ride into the local mountains - right - 


out of his garage: "The trails out of my 
house are just awesome. You can ride 
forever." 

Davis also lives close to his longtime 
hero, Larry Roeseler. 

“1 first met Larry when I was a little 
kid. He came over to my house to see 
my dad or something, and I was like, 
"Wow.' He was so nice and cool. That 
was the days he was riding Huskys and 
was numberone in the desert. I've 
always looked up to him; he always has 
a positive attitude." 

Little did young Ty know that one 
day he would be groomed to fill the 
boots of his hero. Roeseler has said that 
he is cutting back his motorcycle racing 
effort, and stepping down as Team 
Green's number-one rider. 

"Kawasaki is looking for someone to 
replace Larry, to carry the torch, and I 
might be that guy. I'm the only guy out 
there who has the versatility like Larry 
has, who can ride the different terrain. 
Basically, I’ve got the ball now and I've 
got to run with it. 

“1 really didn't know Larry when I 
joined the team, but last year he reall 
helped me out quite a bit. We push ea 
other in certain areas. This year we rode 
together a lot during the off-season, but 
did our own thing during the year. In 
1995, I'll be the number-two guy on the 
team next to Danny Hamel." 

Many top motocrossers other than 
Davis have recently turned to off-road 
racing, including such riders as Guy 
Cooper, Fred Andrews and Rodney 
Smith. Some career off-roaders have said 
they resent the fact that some of these 


riders have come in and have taken over 
the off-road spotlight, but Davis hasn't 
experienced too many cold shoulders. 

"Basically, everyone has been real good to 
me, and a lot of people have helped me out. I 
enjoy being a part of the off-road scene; they 
are a lot more down to earth." 

Davis says that winning the 125cc 
Supercross Championship was perhaps 
the highlight of his career. This becomes 
evident when you look at his garage 
wall, and see an enlarged photocopy of 
the 1990 West Coast Supercross Series 
point standings, where his name stands 
on top of the list. Right under the words 
Ty Davis sits the name Jeremy 
McGrath. 

"That (winning the title) meant a lot 
to me. It wasn't given to me. I was just a 
full-on privateer guy beating the facto- 
ries. I did it all on my own, organized 
everything. Just a Joe Schmoe deter- 


mined to win. I wish I had that 250cc one 
(SX title), but..." 

As far as 1994, it was easy for Davis 
to pick out his most satisfying accom- 
plishment. 

"Being Top American at the Six 
Days. Even more so than last year (in 
Holland). All of our best riders and the 
world's best were there (Tulsa), we all 
had the same conditions, and the terrain 
had a lot of variety. There were tight 
trails, trees, a little bit of everything. AII 
these great riders and I beat them all 
(Americans)." . 

As far as being named as the Cycle 
News rider of the year? "That means as 
much to me as winning the supercross 
championship. That's an accomplish- 
ment over the whole year, not just one 
category. I mean, there are a lot of great 





guys out there, and here I am, just a little 
guy trying to survive." 

Davis recently signed a one-year con- 
tract with Kawasaki Team Green and 
will be teaming up with four-time 
National Hare & Hound Champion 
Danny Hamel at all the SCORE off-road 
events - such as the Baja 1000. However, 
unlike 1994, Davis will be seeking a 
National Championship title for "95. 

“I talked Kawasaki into letting me go 
for the National Enduro title in '95. The 
first two rounds are out here in my neck 
of the woods. If things go well there, I'll 
ride the whole series and go for the title. 
It's important for me to get a champi- 
onship, so right now it's my intention to 
do the whole enduro seriés. 

“TIl still do some motocross stuff. 
Those supercross guys have an attitude. 
They think they're so hot. It's fun to go 
out and wax them." єх

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By Donn Maeda * Photos by Dave Hoenig and Maeda 


he first championship took 10 

years, but the second, third and 

fourth came in succession. Then 

came the two-year hiatus. A crash 
and subsequent knee injury foiled: the 
first year, and a remarkable comeback of 
another racer ruined the second. But then 
came the third year... 

In dirt track racing circles, 1995 will 
go down in history as the year of Scott 
Parker. Already the sport's winningest 
rider, Parker rebounded from a pair of 
"off" seasons and silenced his doubters 
as he romped away with a record-setting 
fifth Grand National Championship title. 
Never before in the 40-year history of 
Grand National racing had a rider won 
five titles, and Parker's triumph will 
most likely go on unchallenged for 
many, many years to come. 

Though he won an impressive eight 
Nationals - bringing his win total to a 
whopping 60 - Parker didn't win his 
most recent title in runaway fashion. A 
string of late-season mishaps kept things 
interesting until the very end. Parker's 
teammate and longtime rival Chris Carr 
nabbed the series point lead right from 
the start - but Parker slowly but surely 
closed in. Parker claimed the lead at the 
two-thirds mark, but he failed to qualify 
for the Castle Rock TT. Naturally, Carr 
went on to win and Parker found himself 
well behind his rival. But Carr suffered a 
freak non-finish at the Sacramento Mile, 
and Parker suddenly found himself in 
the driver's seat. Could it be that easy? It 
appeared so, but in an even stranger 
twist of fate, Parker's bike failed him at 
the following week's Pomona Half Mile. 

Entering the Del Mar Mile season 
finale, Parker trailed Carr by a scant five 
points. In order to win the title, Parker 
needed to win while hoping that Carr 
finished worse than second. Few doubt- 
ed that Parker could pull off the win, and 
most agreed that the fate of the '94 Grand 
National Championship rested on the 
shoulders of Carr. 

From the flash of the green light, the 
race was Parker's. Just like he had so 
many times in the past, Parker rose to the 
occasion and elevated his level of riding 
to a notch above the others', winning the 
inaugural Del Mar Mile in runaway fash- 
ion. But what about Carr? He struggled 
to come to terms with the new track and 
finished a disappointing fifth. 

The championship was Parker's, and 

33-year-old from Michigan became 
t five-time Grand National Cham- 
pion in history. 


How does your fifth Grand National 
Championship compare to your first, 
second, third and fourth? 

I think the first championship will 
always be the hardest to beat. I had been 
shooting for it, and when I finally got it 
and broke the ice, it was a great feeling. 
Right from the beginning of my career, the 
first championship is something that I was 
shooting for. And then there's the fifth 
one. I really, really wanted to win that one, 
but at the same time I had the content feel- 
ing from the four I had already won. If I 
had never won another race in my life, I 
would have been satisfied. The fifth title 
was exciting, especially with the mishaps 
at the end of the season. The title race went 
up and down, up and down. That was an 
awesome way to win the championship - 
it wasn't just wrapped up all around one 
guy - it went down to the wire. 


After becoming an Expert, it took you 10 
years to win your first Grand National 
Championship. There were two years 
between your fourth and fifth titles - 
how do those 10 years compare to these 
more recent two? 

Like I said, if I never won another 
championship I was happy. You know 





what I'm saying? I'm not saying I didn't 
wanna put another three hundred and 
ten percent into winning the fifth one - I 
just wasn't gonna let it agonize me. That 
first one was like - I gotta win it, I gotta 
win it. My fifth one was important, but 
not as "do or die" as the first. 


Okay, so you tried extra hard to win 
your first title, and pretty hard to get 
your second, third and fourth 
championships. Had it become easy? Did 
you slack off? ' 

You mean, is that why I didn’t win 
my fifth title in 1992? Well, the reason I 
didn't win that one is pretty obvious. I 
got hurt and missed two races. That's 
why I didn't win that one. And I was still 
only a few points shy. 

And then there's last year - the year 
Ricky Graham won everything. Well, I 
was right there in the thick of things at 
the beginning of the year. But wham, 
wham, wham - I lost a point here and 
there, but then my bike broke in Lima 
and I lost a bunch. You never wanna lose 
20 points like that, I think Ricky won and 
Chris got second. Then the next week at 
Hagerstown I knew I had to do good to 
gain some points back. I pushed it a little 
too hard and busted my ass. So there I 
was - I fell off and Ricky won again and 
Chris got third - and I’m down 40 points. 
I guess looking back now I can admit that 
Ilost some of my incentive right there. 


So when you found yourself 
mathematically eliminated from the title 
chase, that's when the wind left your 
sails? 

No, I think it even started happening 
before that. I guess maybe it's because I 
had pushed so hard in ‘92 trying to get my 
fifth title and ended up losing by only two 
points. When I started getting behind in 





Well, the obvious reason is that he goes 
fast, real fast. But what keeps the 
friendly rider from Swartz Creek, 
Michigan, on top? We asked a number 
of former Grand National Champions 
what they thought the "key" to 
Parker's success was. 


Dick Mann (:63, '71) - "I'm sure there's 
a key, but I doubt that you can 
attribute it to only one thing. Certainly 
if you only had one thing going for 
you, couldn't win so many races and 
championships. Scotty has a lot of 
drive, the right attitude and a 
tremendous amount of talent." 


Gary Nixon (‘67, ‘68)- "He's always 
trying. when I first saw him, he could 
only ride a cushion and couldn't ride a ` 
groove. Now he can ride anything. He's 
adaptable. Sometimes I see him in 
practice and he ain't worth.a crap, but in 
the race he can win. He never gives up.” 


Mert Lawwill (69) - "Dedication! If 
anybody really knew what his edge 
was, they'd all be doing it. He has 
natural ability running out of his ears, 
he concentrates hard, and keeps doing 
what he does well. We were on the 
factory at the same time at one point 
(1977), апа even then, it was obvious 
that he was going to be a future star, а 
real threat to everyone.” 


Gene Romero ('70) - “It’s a 

combination of things. You have to 

have the talent, good equipment, and a 
: good mechanic. But you still have to 


That's what's made Parker so 





have determination and the-will to win. 


What's the key to Parker's success? 


successful. He is willing to sacrifice to 
go that extra bit. You can be the best 
rider and have crappy equipment, or 
be à crappy rider wa the best 
equipment, but Scotty has the best of 
both worlds." 


Gary Scott (/75) - “It is so incredible 
that Scott was won 60 races and five 
titles. As a racer, I can only say that he 
is incredibly determined and 
consistent. I saw him when he was 
young, still developing. He had a lot of 
talent, but he took it beyond that. I've 
seen talent misused and thrown away, 
but he keeps it in his back pocket." 


Jay Springsteen (76, “77, '78) - “His 





determination, Bill Werner, ice racing 
and Michigan water! I don't know, 
how’s that? He's a good rider, his 
equipment is real good, and his 
communication between he and Bill is 
good. I'm not trying to take nothing 
away from him, he rides the crap out of 
his bikes, and he's the king of corner 
speed." 


Mike Kidd (81) - “Bill Werner is 
Scotty's best asset. Oh, he has a lot of 
natural talent, but I think the key to his 
success was getting hooked up with 
Werner early on." 


Bubba Shobert ('86, ‘86, '87) - "He's 
good, and he's beat the best, but I think 
the competition isn't what it used to be. 
Not taking away from what he's 
accomplished, but I think the toughest 
competition was in the early 80's. Back 
when I was racing against him, I'd say 





his strength was his aggressiveness." 





“9З and things weren't going my way, I 
sorta just said "Screw it," and backed off. I 
think maybe I needed that break - not 
being in such a high-pressure position. I 
just needed to go out and ride the motor- 
cycle without worrying about а title. 


Was there ever a time in '93 when you 
doubted yourself, and figured that you 
had already done all you were capable of? 
No. I never did. Even though I only 
won one race that season, I was second a 
bunch of times. We were in the hunt. 


For you, what makes the difference 
between finishing second and winning? 

I guess I just needed to be more 
aggressive off the line. I needed to get off 
the line harder and ride harder in the 
opening laps. I got into a rut where I just 
wasn't. This year, I started doing that 
again. We can all come from the back to 
the front on occasion, but no one can 
come from the back to the front week in 
and week out. Starting slow just puts 
more pressure on yourself and makes it 
more of a struggle. 


This year, defending Grand National 
Champion Ricky Graham was absent 
throughout most of the season. Does that 
taint the thrill of victory at all? 

It don't to me. Everyone is out there 
racing the motorcycles, and I beat every- 
one who was there. Ricky just wasn't 
there - for health problems or whatever. 
How can I let that bother me? You still 
gotta go out and race and do good, 
whether or not the champion is there. 


Graham made a brief appearance in the 
middle of the season, winning the 
Hagerstown Half Mile after only one 
previous race. What did you think of 
that? 

I was happy to see Ricky back. I was 
happy to see him win. The track suited 
him at Hagerstown, and he won. 





The next week, Graham and Kevin 
Atherton bumped on the final lap. 
Graham went on to finish third, while 
Atherton crashed. You were quite vocal in 
the riders’ protest against Graham. Why? 

I didn't actually see the incident, but I 
had seen Ricky run it in too hard behind 
Kevin earlier in the race. It looked like he 
had to do everything he could to not hit 
him. My point was that Ricky does that, 
week in and week out. He always pushes 
it right out to the limit. If you give him a 
half inch, he takes an inch. He does it all 
the time. Stuff happens all the time 
around Ricky Graham. Not that he's a 
bad rider, he's just too aggressive. I don't 
like to race that way. I like to race every 
weekend. I'd rather be more safe. If I 
can't get by, I can't get by. I play it safe. 
Not that we don't all make mistakes, 
though - we're all guilty of doing stuff 
like that at one time or another. 


Graham was put on probation after that 
incident, and proceeded to stay away 
from the series until late in the season. 

Yeah, I don't know what his situation 
was exactly. My opinion is that there 
were a few incidents like that back in 
1993 that the AMA could have taken the 
same actions over, but they didn't want 
to make it look like they were showing 
any favoritism towards Harley-David- 
son. You know, like "They set Ricky out 
a week, so that Scotty and Chris could 
catch back up." I think that's why we 
didn't see anything like that any earlier. 
Ricky is a perfectly talented motorcycle 
racer - he doesn't need to touch nobody. 
When you see him do it all the time, you 
just have to say something. You just have 
to do something. 

But why would I care? Well, me and 
Ricky are great buddies. Why should I 
care? Well, I have to look out for every- 
body's well-being. So if I have to be the 
bad guy, I have to be the bad guy. 
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That was a very good year...

NTERVIEW | Five-time Grand National Champion Scott Parker 


Did that strain your relationship at all? 

I don't know. Since then, I haven't spo- 
ken to him without his helmet on. 
Nobody really knows what's going on 
with him. 


There were some new faces in winner's 
circle this year. 

Yeah, I think it's great that there were 
some new winners. I'm just like the aver- 
age fan. When I go to the races, I like to 
see the underdogs win, too. But I'm on 
the other side of the fence. I get paid to 
race and win. Nice, close races with dif- 
ferent winners would be great, but my 
job is to win and win big. I don't get paid 
any more money to make it a close race, 
so if I can, I split. 


Towards the end of the series, the point 
lead switched hands several times. It was 
quite exciting. Did the drama ever keep 
you up at night? 

No. Well, I guess one night after Castle 
Rock I was thinkin’, “Aw shoot, I was so 
close to qualifying and I didn’t.” But I put 
it behind me. That's one thing that I'm 
good at, putting stuff behind me. No 
sense crying over spilled milk. After 
Pomona, for instance, after I broke down 1 
went out and had a few beers and went to 
sleep. The next morning I woke up and 
did the ol’ “What if" deal, and then put it 
out of my head. I just focused on what I 
had to do at the last race. 


Going into the series finale at Del Mar, 
most people assumed that you would do 
what you had to do and win the race. 
What makes it so easy for Scott Parker to 
do what he has to? 

Pre-race preparation. 


Is there always a little bit that you have 
in reserve, that you save for those times? 

I think so. When it comes down to it - 
when you have to hang it out a little, I 
can. That's what it is about Ricky Gra- 
ham, he always rides like that. That's 
why it's so hard to beat him when he's 
on a roll. He always goes as fast as he 
can, while I can always pick it up just a 
smidgen if I have to. 


You knew you were going to win when 
you lined up for the final at Del Mar, 
didn't you? 

(Laughs) Well, you never know that 
you're going to win. But I knew that's 
what I had to do. I had to win, and Chris 
Carr had to finish worse than second. 


What was the first thing you thought 
when you looked back and saw Kevin 
Atherton in second? 

Well, I knew who was champion! I was 
like, "Right оп!” We had finally pulled it 
off. It was such an up-and-down season - 
you couldn't have written the story any 
different, any better. I can just imagine the 
people who read Cycle News every week, 
following the series. One week you open 
the paper and see that your favorite guy is 
winning, then the next week the paper 
says the opposite. That's how we felt, but 
about a hundred times more intense. 


So how did you celebrate your fifth 
championship? 

I drank a few cold beers, went to bed, 
then flew home the next day. 


No elaborate vacations or fancy new 
toys? 

Nope, no new golf putters, and no 
trips. A few years ago before I won one of 
my championships I told myself that if I 
won, I'd join this fancy country club near 
my home. Well, I never got around to it, 
so I figured what's the use. I still ain't a 
member. 


How much was your fifth championship 
worth? 

Well, let's just say that winning the last 
race and getting the championship was 


worth a $100,000. You can take a pencil 
and paper figure out the rest, what I made 
at all the other races. І won eight races, 
and they pay about five grand each. I fin- 
ished second four times, third three times 
and so on. The only thing you can't figure 
out is what my salary is. (Laughs) You 
can guesstimate about that. It was a good 
year, let's put it that way. 


What are your feelings about Chris Carr 
going road racing? 

I think it's perfect for Chris. Maybe not 
for me, but it's great for Chris. The bottom 
line is all about dollar bills, and if I was as 
young as he is and had the same opportu- 
nity, I'd do the same thing. 


Road racing seems to be a popular 
transition for dirt trackers. Carr, Mike 
Hale and Larry Pegram are the most 
recent to make the switch. Why didn't 
you try it out? 

There wasn't a bike that the company 
had for me to try, and I made money rac- 
ing dirt track. Nobody ever made me an 
offer to go road racing, so how could I quit 
feeding one hand to try to feed it with the 
other one? I had a guaranteed salary to 
dirt track, so why should I try to do some- 
thing that I don't even know about? 


Were you ever offered a ride on the 
VR1000? 
No. 


Would you ever like to throw a leg over 
it? 

Oh, yeah. I'd maybe like to race it once, 
maybe at Daytona or something, but only 
once. But I don't even know if that would 
ever even happen. 


Do you think that because of the new 
road racing program, the Harley- 
Davidson factory is losing interest in the 
dirt track program? 

I think that the guy in charge of racing 
doesn't give a heck about dirt track. He 
was a road racer, he loves road racing. So 
if you had ahold of the reins, which way 
would you go? The way that you know 
and love, right? 


Who do you see being a threat next 
season? 

There's a lot of opening spots now, 
especially since Chris won't be racing full 
time. Kenny Coolbeth is fast, so are those 
brothers from Northern California. (Ben 
and Eric Bostrom) Will Davis could be 
going fast, so could Steve Morehead, 
Davey Camlin won a race this year, now 
he has had a taste. 


Chris Carr will concentrate on road 
racing and only race selected Grand 
Nationals, and no one seems to know 
what Ricky Graham will do next year. 
Will next year be a cakewalk for Scott 
Parker? 

Well, that's what everybody is saying, 
You wouldn't believe how many people 
have said that to me. But I can't let myself 
slip into that mode. That's when you get 
bit. I'm trying to start with the right atti- 
tude right now. It ain't over until it's over. 
On the other hand, that can help motivate 
the other guys, too. They'll figure, “Hell, 
Carr is gone now, that bumps me up a 
position" That will get everyone pumped 
up abit. 


With five championships and 60 
National wins, what keeps you 
motivated? 

Dollar bills. 


Do you think you will reach a point 
where racing is no longer any fun? 

No, I think ГЇЇ retire before then. I'll 
most likely race for two more years. Now 
that I've finally gotten that fifth champi- 
onship, heck, now that sixth champi- 
onship doesn’t seem that far away. 

I think 1995 can be a very good year. єх

ith very little notice, Troy Corser 

came to the U.S., signed on with 

one of the best teams in racing, 
won a number of races - culmina! i 
championship - then, just as quickly, he 
vanished. He'll be heard from again, no 
doubt, if nowhere else but at Daytona. 
But what are we to make of his year 
here? Was he as good as he looked or 
was it the bike? And what does that say 
about the level of competition in Ameri- 
ca? There were times he made it look 
maddeningly easy - Loudon and Phoenix 
come to mind - and there were times 
when he struggled a bit, but he was 
never far off the pace. That the champi- 
onship came down to the final race was 
the result of two factors: Two mechanical 
failures on the normally bullet-proof 
Ducati 955 and the unquenchable desire 
of Jamie James to win the title again. 

The man with the most knowledge of 
Corser is Eraldo Ferracci, the silver- 
haired Ducati virtuoso who brought 
Corser to the world's eye then had a 
hard time keeping the wolves at bay. 

“We discover the guy and all of a 
sudden everybody wants him," Ferracci 
says. As the year went on more would 
notice him. 

At September's U.S. GP at Laguna 
Seca, Corser was approached by Lucky 
Strike Suzuki team manager Garry Tay- 
lor about riding in place of the injured 
Kevin Schwantz in Argentina. Because 
he was under contract to Ducati, Corser 
knew it wouldn't happen, “but I was 
happy they were looking at me." 

At the second Donington Park round 
of the World Superbike series, Corser, 
who'd already sewed up the American 
title and was waiting on a contract from 
Ducati, had a talk with Rob Muzzy. The 
Kawasaki man had seen him race all 
year and had been impressed with the 
way that Corser went at the first World 
Superbike race in England. 

Former World Champion Barry 
Sheene engineered Corser's appearance 
at Donington Park, against Ferracci's 
counsel. The first bike he would try was 
a prototype 916, light in the front end 
and with plenty of miles on it. That 
machine would be written off when 
Corser crashed it after it jumped out of 
gear and unloaded the front end entering 
a fast and twisty section of track. The sec- 
ond bike he was given was the spare of 
Team Ducati Tardozzi's Fabrizio 
Pirovano. He qualified third on that one 
and led the first race, until a late-race 
error caused him to crash out of third 
with two laps to go. In the second leg he 
chose a rear tire that was too soft and had 
the rear ride height set too high. Though 
he was never a threat to the leaders, he 
was still able to salvage a fourth place.

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“Рог a kid who never went 
over there to come out of the first 
turn leading the race, pretty slick 
no matter what," said Ferracci, 
who accompanied Corser to the 
race. 

With. Sheene serving as an 
intermediary, Corser had been 
invited to test at Daytona in 
December of 1993. It was his first 
trip to the U.S., his first time on 
the Ducati, and his first time at 
Daytona. By the end of the test he 
was just off the race pace and 
gaining. Not only that, but he ran 
a full load of fuel through the 
year-old Ducati to test his, and 
the tire's, endurance. Unintimi- 
dated by the spectacle of the day, 
Corser ran a close second to Scott 
Russell in the Daytona 200, clos- 
ing at the end. Had it not been for 
slower pit stops, he just might 
have been the first across the 
-stripe. "He's going to be beautiful 
at Daytona no matter what other 
guys do," Ferracci says. 

Daytona is a fairly easy track 
to learn and he had plenty of 
practice. What impressed Ferracci 
more was Corser's run in Europe. 
And what shouldn't be forgotten 
is this: He was seeing virtually 
every track in 1994 for the first 
time. 

The Mugello circuit, just out- 
side of Florence, in Italy, is anoth- 
er daunting track, but one that he 
adapted to easily. “The track is 
very difficult to learn, very diffi- 
cult. Whatever Troy does surpris- 
es the hell out of me," says Fer- 
racci, but Corser was less awed. 
"Surprisingly, Mugello didn't 
take me very long to learn. I 
thought it was going to because 
it's got a few chicanes, really 
funny chicanes that come back on 
themselves." The first race result 
was a third and in the second one, 
a rear sprocket failed, ending his 
day prematurely. 

If there is one rider who Fer- 
racci has worked with that most 
reminds him of Corser it's the 
veteran Doug Polen. Polen and 
Ferracci teamed up for two World 
Superbike Championships and 
one AMA Superbike title. The 
bikes were so good, Ferracci says, 
and Polen was so adept at setting 
them up, that he could dial in a 
track in a handful of laps. 

"Doug would go around five 
times, stop, say. ‘it’s a piece of 
cake," Ferracci recalls. Corser, he says, 
^is like Doug, but a little more aggres- 
Sive. If. he's in front, he doesn't need 
somebody leading him. He can gauge 
himself. He's a fighter. He knows when 
to attack. You attack, you back off, 
you're finished. When he passed you 
he's gone." 

The maturity Corser showed in get- 
ting the bike ready for the race was 
something that Ferracci didn't expect. 
Instead of coming in after his first few 
laps on the track and requesting 
changes, Corser would work his way up 
to about 85% of the pace before making 
a change. "Instead of wasting time fix- 
ing the bike he would go around a little 
more, a little faster. We would do some 
suspension work. In the end, the bike 
was perfect," Ferracci said. 

“I think a new track, in some ways, 
can be a bit of an advantage the first 
time out,” Corser said. “You go there 
and you don’t know that this is here and 
this is here until you go in there and you 
make a mistake and you realize that you 
should’ve shut it down earlier. Then 


you're not going to do it until you find 
out. I never tried to outride myself. I just 
ride to where I feel comfortable and if 
I'm chasing someone, then I find that lit- 
tle bit.” 

If you ask Corser where this talent 
comes from, he can't tell you. It's just 
something he's always been good at, 
learning tracks, setting the bike up. There 
is no lack of confidence, no lack of focus. 

“I think that when everything's 
going really good and the team works 
behind you, it just seems to be there. 
The guys without confidence, normally 
they're the guys who are going a bit 
slower, basically. You can see they're 
not as aggressive on the bike. They just 
ride differently," Corser observed. 

There were times when Corser's con- 
fidence was shaken, the crashes at 
Brainerd and Sears Point, but he knew 
they were both mechanical failures. As 
was the DNF at Mid-Ohio. Ferracci says 
Corser wasn't bothered because he 
"knew why Colin (Edwards II) won. At 
Brainerd, that guy, with all that stuff he 
went through." 


With Ferracci in the passenger seat, 
and not wearing a seat belt, Corser put 
his rental car on the roof in an off-track 
excursion while inspecting Brainerd. 
He'd laugh that off, but not the Friday 
practice crash at the end of the straight- 
away when he hit a false neutral and 
nearly ground his hand to hamburger. 
He told the doctors who attended him, 
“Just do it right, clean it up, stitch it up, 
and give me whatever I need. But I do 
have to ride on Sunday. I can stay all 
day Friday, Saturday, but Sunday morn- 
ing I’ve got to be out at the track 
because I’ve got to ride." The doctor 
said, ^Well, that's up to you. I don't see 
how you're going to ride with seven 
stitches in your hand." 

His ride at Brainerd is the stuff leg- 
ends are made of. 

“I went out to the track and my hand 
was hurting a lot, but I didn't want to 
tell that to anyone because it just gives 
them an advantage over you - if they 
know that you're hurt,” Corser said. “I 
£ot the best start of my U.S. racing 
career and led the race from the start. I 





forgot my hand. I ran the pace I 
wanted to run. Considering how 
the weekend started, I was happy 
to get second. If I didn't get that 
lapped rider on the last lap I 
could have beat Colin." As it was, 
the margin was just over half a 
second. 

In the end Corser won three 
races, Phoenix, Pomona, Loudon; 
finished second at Daytona, 
Laguna Seca, and Brainerd; 
fourth at Elkhart Lake and 
Atlanta; and failed to finish Sears 
Point and Mid-Ohio. He didn't 
win a race after Loudon, but he 
came close at Brainerd, and was 
in second when his bike failed at 

. Sears Point. More importantly, 
after Loudon he had enough of a 
lead that he didn't have to win. 

He followed up his Daytona 
debut with a win in Phoenix that 
looked like a day at the beach. He 
was becoming the master of the 
tractor-like pulling power of the 
Ducati and, on a tight circuit, 
there was nothing anyone could 
do to stop him. 

“If you just rode it smooth and 
consistent you could go fast on it. 
It wasn't a bike where you really 
had to try hard to go fast," Corser 
says. 

At Pomona Corser decided to 
race at less than 100% and was 
well in control when the race was 
stopped. It was a first-time, tem- 
porary circuit with safety and 
surface problems that a number 
of riders found insurmountable. 
Corser decided there was a mar- 
gin of safety he could comfortably 
compete at. So, while the others 
were beating themselves up over 
having to race, he was deciding 
where to go fast and where not to. 
His proved to be the right way 
and, at the end of the day, he had 
his second win. 

“After Daytona, Phoenix, 
Pomona, we had a pretty good 
gap after three, say, four rounds. 
Basically, I said there's a good 
chance. There's a good chance 
here and if everything keeps 
going well there's no reason we 
can't win it," Corser said a third 
of the way into the year. He'd 
begun to form his opinions earlier 
in the year, as early as Daytona, 
and, realistically, he knew what 
his chances were. "Basically, from 
Daytona I thought we were in 
with a pretty good chance of win- 

ning this if everything goes right and 
the bike goes good." 

That he was able to dispose of Eddie 
Lawson and Doug Polen and race with 
Scott Russell justified his outlook. 

Having a Ducati is certainly an 
advantage on the point-and-shoot track 
in Loudon, New Hampshire. It’s a cir- 
cuit that puts a premium on getting out 
of a number of slow corners well, and 
putting together complete laps. Corser 
earned his third pole of the year and 
was pulling away in the race when he 
slowed for a yellow flag. A horrific 
crash entering the banking had brought 
an ambulance out which was parked not 
far off the racing line. Muzzy Kawasa- 
ki’s Fred Merkel caught up, then Corser 
took off and Merkel, who'd been both- 
ered by a stomach bug all weekend was 
in no shape to take a run at him. James 
was third, happy to be there and happy 
not to be losing any more championship 
points. 

Earlier, Corser had finished second at 
Laguna Seca Raceway in Monterey, Cal- 
ifornia, where nothing was going to stop 
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his teammate Pascal Picotte. The French 
Canadian had raced the previous year in 
the shadow of Doug Polen and now had 
to deal with the suddenly successful 
Corser. Corser conceded that Picotte 
was determined that weekend; it would 
be his first win, and he was content with 
second. If there is an aspect of the track- 
learning process that Corser has difficul- 
ty with it's elevation changes, and Lagu- 
па has a few of them. 

Second wasn't a bad finish, and with 
every race he was pulling a little farther 
away in the championship. The Ducatis 
had been dominant for too long, a num- 
ber of rival team owners thought, and 
the AMA agreed. At a road race adviso- 
ry meeting in Monterey they decided to 
add weight to the Ducati for the follow- 
ing race at Elkhart Lake. That brought 
an immediate and surprisingly strident 
condemnation from the owners of Cagi- 
va, Ducati's parent company, along with 
threats of withdrawing from American 
racing. In the end, nothing was done, 
the weight was added, and life went on. 

Tacking 20 pounds of ballast to the 
955 actually helped the handling. The 
bike always had a light front end and 
by placing some of the weight near the

front it helped plant 
the front wheel. 
What wasn't taken 
into account was the 
brakes and they 
would fade in the 
race, with Corser 
running off the 
track, but recovering 
to finish fourth. His 
teammate  Picotte 
would win his sec- 
ond race in a row. 
By the next race the 
brakes would be 
fixed апа the 
weights would be 
moved around the 
bike to improve the 
handling. 

Of more impor- 
tance to the champi- 
onship, after finish- 
ing second to Picotte, 
James was given a 
controversial one-lap 
penalty for passing 
on a waving yellow 
flag and dropped to 
17th. 


While this was going on there was a 
protest filed against the AMA's homolo- 
gation of what was essentially a kit 
motorcycle. Through it all, Corser was 
unfazed. 

"Obviously, Eraldo wasn't very 
happy with it, basically, giving us a 
weight penalty," Corser says. "But it 
was like, ‘okay, we're just going to have 
to work with what we've got now. 
We've got to do it.’ Just try to test as 
much as possible different weight varia- 
tions around the bike, just to see what's 
the best. 

“Maybe we have an advantage, I 
don't know. I think we sort of had an 
advantage over everybody because we 
were racing a Ducati and they're not," 
Corser adds. 

The next race at Mid-Ohio would test 
his composure. For the first time all 
year, his bike broke during the race and 
he lost a big chunk of points to James. 
At the same time, Edwards was coming 
into his own and won the battle with his 
teammate James. 

“If the bike broke, he didn't kick the 
bike because he knows," Ferracci says. 
^He wants so bad to do good. He gets 
disappointed. If he finished second 
nobody talks to you, he thinks." 

“I didn't say anything, it didn't 
worry me," Corser said. “Мех! race, 
now it's not going to be easy. We've got 
to finish up higher in the positions and 
we all knew that, and that's how we 
approached every other race after that 
race." 

The Brainerd weekend would come 
next, Corser riding through the pain to 
gain a few more points on James, points 
he would lose in a quick heap at the 
penultimate race at Sears Point. This 
time it wasn't the motor, but the shock 
linkage mount that broke, putting him 
out of the race and championship lead 
in a New York minute. He'd clashed 
with Edwards earlier in the race and 
had decided to protect the champi- 
onship instead of taking the risk of rac- 
ing for, another victory. 

“Оп lap seven the linkage mount on 
the frame breaks. Everything was going 
well. I was getting used to the track and

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not riding 100%. I was being a little care- 
ful and not taking any risk. I could've 
finished second," Corser said. 

Suddenly, for the first time all year, 
Corser trailed James in the champi- 
onship. The margin was three points 
going into the final race of the year at 
Road Atlanta. Corser acknowledged 
that “Jamie had had a fair few races . 
around there. He was going to be hard 
to beat. The track was real technical. At 
the time, I wanted to win the race." 

But cooler heads prevailed. The math 
added up like this: Corser had to finish 
two spots in front of James to take the 
title back to Australia. The twist would 
be the appearance of Scott Russell. The 
native Atlantan wanted to race in front 
of his fellow Georgians and Rob Muzzy 
provided him with a bike. Ferracci had 
built two new engines for the final race 
and had confidence that Corser would 
ride one to the title. 

“I knew Troy, without taking any- 
thing away from anybody, could beat 
Jamie," Ferracci said. “I knew these two 
guys (Corser and Picotte) can do it. If I 
lose the championship like this we still 
knew we did the best we could." Picotte 
had been instructed that if his pit board 
was turned backwards, he should fall in 
line behind Corser. 

It never happened because in the 
final stages of the race, and season, 
James suffered a failure with an EXUP 
exhaust valve and was forced to slow. 
Corser passed David Sadowski on the 
last lap and the title was his - by a single 
point, 273-272. Out front, Russell was 
long gone. 

"The easiest way to win the champi- 
onship was to win the race," Corser told 
Cycle News that day. "But Scott got 
away. I knew exactly where Jamie was 
in the race and where I was." 

To get back to the original question: 
How good is Troy Corser? It's fair to say 
we don't yet know. This was only his 
fourth season of professional racing and 
he's won titles the last two, then aimed 
higher the next year. In 1995 he ups the 
stakes again, moving on to contest the 
World Superbike title aboard a factory 
Ducati. There will be new tracks to 
learn, new riders to race against, a dif- 
ferent brand of tires to use, and a new 
crew to try to communicate with. To 
Ferracci, there's not much debate. 

"The kid's got a big heart. He wants 
to do good. His future is over there." €N

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Six-time World Trials Champion Jordi Tarres

асЁ form of motorcycle competi- 
tion has its greats - riders who 
have risen above the rest and 
seem to represent the sport itself. 
Dirt track has Scott Parker, road racing has 
Kenny Roberts, motocross has Bob Hannah, 
and off-roading has Larry Roeseler. 

Though it isn’t quite as popular in Ameri- 
ca as in the rest of the world, the sport of 
observed trials brings to the minds of enthusi- 
asts the name of Jordi Tarres. King Tarres, if 
you would. With six World Championship 
titles and a whopping 60 World Round wins 
to his credit, the personable Spaniard is with- 
out a doubt the greatest talent the sport has 
ever seen. 

Tarres captured his first four World 
Championships aboard Italian-built Betas, 
but after losing his crown to Finn Tommi 
Ahvala in 1992, Tarres and the Beta factory 
parted ways. Written off by skeptics, Tarres 


joined the young Gas Gas factory team, and 


proceeded to rebound in grand style aboard 
the unfamiliar machine, winning his fifth 
title. This year, Tarres annihilated the compe- 
tition, clinching his sixth crown before the 
season was even over. At 28 years of age, 
Tarres is the old man of trials, yet continues 
to school his younger rivals, week in and 
week out. A seventh World Championship? 
Only a fool would bet against him. 


You completely dominated last year, 
Did you expect the season to go so 
well? 

I was confident that I could contend for 
the title, but perhaps not to win by as 
large a margin as I did. I prepared 
myself well and my bike was working, 
well, but perhaps my rivals were a bit 
weak for whatever reasons. 

How does it feel to win your sixth title, 
compared to your first? 

Now I appreciate much more how diffi- 
cult the World Championship is to win. 
This first title was more exciting to win, 
but it was almost as if I didn’t know 
how I did it. The sixth title was more 
satisfying because of the amount of 
work it took to prepare myself and the 
bike, and to have a good team behind 
me. 

Which of your six championships was 
the most difficult to win? 

Oh, that’s hard to say... Perhaps my 
1989 title, when I went against Thierry 
Michaud. 

Was there a point during this past sea- 
son when you knew that the champi- 
onship was yours? 

Basically, yes, because I had reached a 
point where I had a very large lead and I 
felt the championship was mine, but I 
was not satisfied until I had actually 
won, 

Who was your biggest rival this year? 
Marc Colomer and Tommi Ahvala. Even 
though Tommi finished the season sec- 
ond, I believe that Marc had more 
options to win the title or even finish 
second, had he not gotten injured, 
Colomer was more of a threat because 
he was after the title, whereas Ahvala 
was satisfied once he secured second or 
third in the championship. 

Were you surprised by the season that 
Joan Pons turned in? 

In reality, yes. He has improved a lot 
over the last two years tg the point 
where he can win a World Round. He 
will be a factor in 1995. 

Do the two of you work as teammates; 
or is he just another competitor? 





He is a rival. My goal is to win another 
championship, and even though we 
both ride for the same factory, we work 
independently. 

Who is your closest friend amongst 
your competitors? 

Well, I have many friends in the sport, 
but I am closest to Diego Bosis. 

Any enemies? 

Enemies? АП of them! (Laughs) I believe 
that in competition, it is important to 
have good relationships with your 
rivals, but at the hour of competition - 
we are all enemies. 

You now have six World Champi- 
onships and 60 World Round victories. 
Did you ever dream of being this suc- 
cessful? 

No. I never even considered it. When I 
began, my objective was to win a cham- 
pionship. Later, I wanted to keep win- 
ning, but I never planned to collect so 
many titles. 

What keeps you motivated? 

Trials is still what I enjoy the most. For 
me, it's like a longtime girlfriend, I 
would not change her for another. Also, 
at 28, I am now a veteran, and I enjoy 
beating riders who are 10 years 
younger. Also, I want to see just how far 
I can go. 

Why do the Spaniards dominate the 
sport? What makes them better than 
the rest? 

I feel that my six titles have helped the 
sport in Spain. Many young riders see it 
as an attainable goal. Also, our federa- 
tion, the RFME, lends a great deal of 
support to the top riders, as well as 
helping develop new talent. Young rid- 
ers know that if they succeed, they will 
have a good future. Therefore, many 
riders are attracted to the sport. These 
factors lead to success for the sport in 
general. 

Are you recognized in the streets of 
Spain? Are you a celebrity, of sorts? 
Normally, yes, because for the last eight 
years between championships and sub- 
championships (2nd), I have been in the 
press and TV. I am not recognized 
everywhere, but most people at least 
know who I am. 

Are your sponsors the same for the 
1995 season? А 

Үеѕ. They include Fortuna Cigarettes, 
Gas Gas, the Cataluna Tourism Depart- 
ment and Pennzoil. I am negotiating 
with Nuevo Banco of Spain. There will 
be one or two new sponsors іп ‘95. 

Tell us about your switch from Beta to 
Gas Gas in 1993. Was it a friendly part- 
ing of ways? 

It was a problem, because I had just fin- 
ished second in the 1992 World Champi- 
onship. Not a bad result, but I had many 
problems with the bike. I was not 
happy. Then the moment arrived when 
there was bad feelings between Beta and 
myself, and I decided that the best thing 
for both of us would be to separate. But 
that was not the worst of it, because it 
was a disagreeable split. It was a valu- 
able lesson. I hope I don't have to repeat 
that experience ever again. 

Were you confident that you could win 
on your first year aboard Gas Gas 
bikes? 

Yes. My objective was.to win even 
though I had finished second the previ- 
ous year. I saw that I had not won 
because of psychological reasons, 
brought on by problems with the bike. 
But I knew I was still in the elite of the 
world. It was not easy, but with a lot of 
work I returned to the top. 

Were you confident in the bike? 

Yes. One of the reasons I even made the 
switch was because I liked the Gas Gas. 
Was there a transitional period? 

The first year, I was not very used to it. I 
could not come to a new factory and 





say, ‘You must change everything.’ I 
had to first get to know the bike. The 
bike worked well, but some things had 
to be adapted to my style of riding. Last 
year, I had the bike more to my liking, 
and it showed in the results. І was more 
comfortable. 

Who will be your biggest rivals in 
1995? 

Colomer, Ahvala, and others like 
Dougie Lampkin, who can have some 
good results. But to contend for the title 
is very different than having a good 
result here and there. 

Who will be the brightest new star next 
year? 

Without a doubt, Lampkin. He did it 
last year, and I believe he will continue 
to do well. 

How many years until retirement for 
Jordi Tarres? 

At the moment I have a two-year con- 
tract with Gas Gas. I suppose that I will 
compete for three of four more years. 
What will you do after trials? 

I am planning my future. I want to 
establish a trials school to train young 
riders and an organization to promote 
events, so I can make use of what I have 
learned over the years. 

How do you stay in shape? 

Normally, in the morning I work out 
with my trainer, and in the afternoon I 
ride. Not every day, though, because I 
have many obligations with the press 
and my sponsors. 

Do you ever play-ride on, say, a 
motocross bike? 

Yes, I like it very much. I have a 250cc 
Gas Gas motocrosser, and I practice on a 
track near my home. 

If you could do it all over again, what 
other form of competition would you 
try? 

I like motocross very much, especially 
supercross. I would try that. 

What are your hobbies? 

I like to drive my 4x4, play on Jet Skis, 
snow ski - many things. 

What is the most outrageous thing you 
have ever done on a motorcycle? 
Recently, (Laughs) after the Barcelona 
Supercross, some of the American 
supercross racers and I went riding on 
trials bikes. They did a very big jump on 
their trials bikes, and I did it too. For 
me, they are very crazy. 

Who are your favorite motocross, road 
race and enduro competitors? 

Mike LaRocco, Alex Creville and Paul 
Edmondson. 

What era, other than your own, would 
you have liked to compete in? 

I like the era when the Spanish bikes 
totally dominated the sport - Montesa, 
Bultaco and Ossa. If a Spanish rider 
could have done well then, it would 
have been very beautiful. 

What do American trials riders need to 
do to improve? 

I'm not sure. It seems as if they are con- 
tent to win their National title. No one 
has set the goal of winning the World 
Title since Bernie Schreiber. 

What can we do to make the sport of 
trials more popular in America? 

It needs to be more well-known. I know 
that Americans will like it. Look, the 
supercross riders had so much fun 
recently, that they changed their air- 
plane tickets in order to stay and ride 
with me some more. More exposure is 
needed. Perhaps trials demonstrations at 
supercross races would be good. 

There is a famous Bultaco poster of 
three-time World Champion Yrjo 
Vesterinen with you in the crowd. 
What were the dreams of that 10-year- 
old boy? 

At that moment, I wanted only to ride. T 
wanted a motorcycle. I did not dream of 
championships, I just wanted to ride. єх

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#5 amazing how little fanfare can 
accompany the disappearance of a 
legend. 

The date is Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 7, 1990 - two days before the 
start of the Baja 1000. Dan Smith, 
still basking in the glory of a recent- 

ly clinched fifth National Hare & Hound 
title, is pre-running the upcoming event, 
which he plans to contest with his hot 
young KTM cohort, Danny Hamel. 

“We were down at San Felipe, break- 
ing in the race bike," recalls Smith. ^I 
was running it up and down the power- 
line road, just outside the San Felipe 
dump, when I hit a big rock. I was doing 
about 80 miles an hour, and I never saw 
it. I just went right over the bars.” 

The crash knocked Smith uncon- 
scious, lacerated his back, broke his foot, 
and snapped three of the four ligaments 
in his right knee. Just like that, the sport 
of motorcycle racing had lost Dan 
Smith, one of the greatest racers the 
desert has ever seen. And all anyone 
could do was talk about what a hero 
Hamel was for practically soloing to a 
runner-up finish in the 1000. Out with 
the old, in with the new, so to speak. 

But while his career as a motorcycle 
racer had ended, Smith's job as a desert 
racer was anything but over. Fortunate- 
ly for Dan, he already had another iron 
in the fire. While pre-running a couple 
of years earlier, Smith had noticed truck 
racer Dave Ashley, out of gas beside the 
road. Like any good citizen, Smith 
pulled his box van over and gave Ash- 
ley enough fuel to get going - a move 
that later paid off big time. 

"One day I was working in my shop 

in Visalia on one of my bikes. The 
phone rang and this guy says, ‘Dan, this 
is Dave Ashley.’ I'd only seen him once 
or twice a year, so I had to think about 
the name for a minute. I remembered 
who he was, and he goes, "What do you 
think about driving a truck?’ I said, ‘I 
think about it all the time!” 

After a test session - "I'm sure I was 
slower than shit, but I didn't crash the 
thing," - and some negotiations - "I had 
to suck up my knee for a while, because 
I didn't know how it would affect 
things," - Smith and Ashley joined 
forces. 

“A lot of (motorcycle racers) ask how 
they can get into car racing and stuff," 
says Smith. "I can't advise them, 
because hell, I lucked into the deal, you 
know what I mean? I talked to the right 
guy at the time, and he remembers me. I 
think that's a valuable lesson to be 
learned by anybody. You never know 
who the hell you're talking to. I really 
lucked out." 

Though luck may have played into it, 
Ashley - himself a former Six Days and 
National Enduro rider - must have 
given Smith the ride for other reasons 
than charity. “Lucky enough, I won my 
first race," says Smith. "I thought, ‘Holy 
mackerel!’ I've improved 5000% since 
then, and there were some people that 
had problems in that race. I just ran 
around and got first." 

As he says, Smith has improved - 
enough so that he and Ashley won their 
division at this year's Baja 1000. (They 
were just 13 minutes off the pace of the 
overall winners - Danny Hamel, Larry 
Roeseler and Ty Davis). He and Ashley 
have become the dominant team in 
Class 8, and Smith admits, "I've been 
able to hold up my end of the deal." 

To say that he has made a successful 
transition would be an understatement, 
but as is usually the case, that success 
came with a lot of hard work and dedi- 
cation. Dan and his wife Rhonda relo- 
cated from Visalia - a quiet, scenic town 
in central California - to what he 
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describes as “the armpit,” Southern Cal- 
ifornia's smoggy San Bernardino. "My 
first two years at that place, I lived at 
that shop almost, trying to absorb every- 
thing...Now I've started to get a handle 
on it, but still, the minute you quit learn- 
ing is the minute the car quits going 
faster. It's a progression. You think 
you've got something figured out, and 
you learn something that will throw 
every theory you ever had out the win- 
dow. It's exciting." 

Unlike many top truck drivers, Smith 
does RE from purchasing mate- 
rials, to shipping packages, to fabricat- 
ing parts, to talking on the phone with 
suppliers - doing whatever he can to 
assist the small-but-efficient crew at 
Enduro Racing. Though he "still get(s) 
up every morning raring to go," it can 
be a monotonous task. His crew com- 
pletely disassembles the vehicle after 
each race, visually inspecting every part 
and magnafluxing it for cracks. Then 
they reassemble everything like their 
lives depend on it. In Smith's case, it 
does. 

fThose crew chiefs have a huge 
responsibility. They all know that 
they're paking a car that's going to go 
and do things that shouldn't be possible, 
and our lives rest in their hands. If I’m 
going wide-open through these four- 
foot bumps at 100 miles an hour, and a 
spindle or a wheel flies off or a part 
breaks...that car's going to go flipping 
for about a week. They really take that to 
heart." 

Such a hands-on approach is any- 
thing but typical for truck racing, where 


many teams have full-time engineers оп. | 


their massive staffs, and parts like 
shocks are brought in from suppliers. 
Enduro Racing consists of just seven 
hard-working, full-time employees, and 
they build their own suspension. “We 
do everything ourselves, and I think 
everybody draws huge pleasure out of 
making that truck work right and say- 
ing we did it ourselves," says Smith. 
Pitching in and helping the mechan- 








ics may be a carry-over from Smith's 
career as a motorcycle racer, when he 
was responsible for any and all mainte- 
nance. And the similarities don't end 
there. Smith lists quick reactions, intense 
concentration over long periods of time, 
and the ability to quickly read terrain as 
the three major truck racing skills that 
he has "borrowed" from his two- 
wheeled days. "You train yourself not to 
let your mind wander, because it'll kill 
ya on a motorcycle," he says. 

These same skills are what man 
people say has made Danny Hamel su 
а dominant desert racer on a motorcy- 
cle. Smith owned the National Hare & 
Hound crown from 1986 - its first year - 
to 1990. For the four years since then, 
the title has belonged to Hamel; the 
series has only had two champions. "I 
saw him (Hamel) in Mexico this year 
and I told him I was Ё ing to break both 
his legs,” jokes Smith. “His mom said, 
‘No, don't touch him.’ When I quit rac- 
ing bikes, I really thought that five 
(titles) would be a good number - that it 
would last. 1 saw how Danny Hamel 
took off, and he's going to beat me - no 
doubt about it. There's nobody that can 
stay with him in that stuff." 

Smith can appreciate the abilities of 
the “new” champ, and not just because 
Hamel was his protégé. The Smiths live 
next to the Santa Ana River, and Dan 
often goes riding after work. His bike is 
a Kawasaki KLX650 four-stroke, which 
was given to him by Team Green boss 
Mark Johnson. Though Smith used to 
race a two-stroke, he prefers the 
thumper these days. “You pour gas in 
the thing, clean the air filter and go rid- 
ing...I really enjoy it. There’s no pres- 
sure. If I want to stop because I'm tired - 
I just stop because I'm tired. It used to 
be, with the racing and stuff, it would be 
real hot out in the desert and you would 
just go until you puked. You're just 
totally wrung out. That takes a lot of the 
fun out of it." 

Pressure can take the fun out of an 
job - even truck racing. It gets to Smith

at times, but he says that it's part of the 
job. Still, the best time he ever had in a 
truck was while shooting a commercial 
for Ford on a private ranch. "They gave 
us a valley, and they said, "You do any- 
thing you want out there, and have fun, 
and we'll film it.' I just went out there in 
that Bronco like it was a motocross 
track, and I had more fun doing that 
than I ever had racing. Just jumping 
over stuff, going sideways and screwing 
around - doing stuff you never do in a 
race because it's slower. I like playing 
around and having fun, but you just 
never get the opportunity to do it, 
because as soon as you come back from 
a race, the car comes apart." 

Smith uses his KLX for more than 
play-riding; he's one of just a few truck 
racers who does some of his pre-run- 
ning on a bike. “I think it's too much 
work (for the other drivers). They don't 
want to do it.” 

For the 1000, his team will often head 
down to Mexico well before the course 
is even marked, using a global position- 
ing system to get locations. Then they 
do a couple of laps on their bikes, look- 
ing for lines that the four-wheeled pre- 
runners might miss. 

"Finding all those things and con- 
necting them so you remember them is 
really good on a bike, because you can 
do it quick. If something dead-ends on 
you and it's no good, you can just flip a 
U-turn real quick. In a truck it'll take 
you five minutes to turn around in some 
spots...(But) you get carried away, start 
having fun, and you're going fast like 
you used to. You're focusing on this 
four-inch path that a motorcycle goes 
on. In a truck, it's six feet wide. I have to 
remind myself to go slow and look at 
the whole truck width." л 

Of course doing subsequent laps in a 
four-wheeled pre-runner brings any of 
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those problems 
to light. But Smith 

feels that some of the 
teams have gótten carried away with 
their pre-run trucks. “What they are is 
race trucks, really. They'll have 200 
grand wrapped up in a pre-runner so 
they can go around almost as fast as a 
race truck will. Holy mackerel, that's a 
lot of money to spend!" 

The expense of truck racing is some- 
thing that Smith still hasn't gotten used 
to, despite the fact that he negotiates 
prices over the phone every day. A 
good, top-of-the-line race truck can cost 
a quarter of a million dollars - not 
including replacing parts after every 
race and providing support. “It’s a huge 
undertaking, to get into truck racing," 
says Smith. 

Huge indeed. Ashley's Enduro Rac- 
ing squad is just one of five that race 
under the Rough Riders banner. Ford 
has an independent team in every class - 
each one with their own semi truck. On 
race day, the semis are parked at vari- 
ous spots along the course, and, as 
Smith puts it, "Everybody helps every- 
body out. 

“It’s a really good deal. We've got an 
airplane up in the sky with a repeater in 
it. If the Mexicans have built a huge 
jump or dug a ditch or something, the 
first guy across it goes, ^Holy shit, 
they're building this thing" Everybody 
else driving a Rough Riders truck hears 
it. It’s a big advantage.” 

The money can be overwhelming, but 
Smith feels that moving into truck racing 
was a good career move. Financially, 
he’s not light years ahead of his motor- 
cycle days, but he’s smart enough to rec- 
ognize the potential for bigger things. 
NASCAR's new Supertruck pavement 
racing series has been luring a few off- 
road teams away, thanks to its afford- 
ability, but Enduro Racing has already 
taken that into account. Ashley has been 
contesting the preliminary Supertruck 
races, and in ‘95, he'll switch over to 
pavement racing full time. That will 
leave Smith soloing the SCORE races. 

^| think I'm going to stay involved 
with the off-road end of it for a few 
more years. I'd (eventually) like to get 
into some kind of pavement racing. I 
think the opportunity’s there for me 
down the road - guaranteed, with 
Enduro Racing. I just have to put in my 
time.” 

Putting in time is what truck racing is 
all about, and the career longevity is one 
thing that makes the sport so attractive. 
Smith quit racing motorcycles at 28, and 
is now 31. Larry Roeseler is still compet- 
itive on a bike at 37, but he’s the excep- 
tion - and even L.R. has been experi- 
menting with truck racing of late. “I can 
keep doing this until I’m 65,” says 
Smith. 

He's probably right. Physical condi- 
tioning comes easily for Smith, as it 
always has. In his motorcycle racing 
days, Dirt Bike magazine took the 
champ to a sports medicine cardiologist, 
and had а variety of tests performed on 
him. The doctors determined that Dan 
was indeed a natural athlete. His resting 
heart rate was an unbelievably low 42 
beats per minute. "That was a lot of 
fun," recalls Smith. "But I wasn't the 
lowest. They had tested some French 
bicycle racer who rode the Tour de 
France. His heart rate was only 27! They 
had pictures of him and everything." 

Apart from riding motorcycles, 
Smith doesn't train much anymore; he 
doesn't have to. The last time he rode a 
bicycle was two years ago, when he and 
his father-in-law contested the Death 
Valley Run, a bicycle road race that 
started in 118-degree heat at Bad Water - 


the country's lowest point - and finished 
18,000 feet of climbing later at'Mt. Whit- 
ney - the highest point in the continental 
US. “It was a 24-hour death-ride,” says 
Smith. “It killed me.” 

While the physical aspect of truck 
racing may not be as demanding, that 
just puts more emphasis on proper 
setup. “With a motorcycle, if your shock 
starts going away halfway into a race, 
you can compensate with your body, 
because you weigh two-thirds of what 
your motorcycle does. You've got a big 
weight transfer that you can make hap- 
pen with your body. In that car, you're 





in the seat and you can move your head 
this far (leans head slightly) - that's it. If 
the car's not working right, there's not a 
damn thing you can do to make it bet- 
ter, as far as your driving." 

Smith is up to the task. He has settled 
into his role as a truck racer, and things 
are going well. He and Rhonda are 
about to celebrate their 10th anniver- 
sary, and he's having fun with nine- 
month-old son Jake. ("I finally bit the 
bullet and did it, and it's really fun.") 
And if his present results are any indica- 
tion, Dan Smith has a big future ahead 
of him in truck racing. But doesn't he 
yearn for the days of motorcycle compe- 
tition, at least once in a while? You be 
the judge. 

"The year after I got hurt, we were 
down there pre-running for the San 
Felipe 250," says Smith. "I had a big 
sledge hammer in my truck, and I 
stopped and found the rock that I hit. 
It's not there anymore..." сх

| the desert with Dan Smith is the 
experience of a lifetime - something akin 
to being a small bug strapped to the front 
fender of Danny Hamel's KX500. In the 
whoop section described above, we were 
traveling at least 25 mph faster than I 
could ever dream of riding a motorcycle. 
And we were in Smith's thrashed pre- 
runner - not his race truck. Dan assured 
me that he could go nearly twice as fast in 
his Class 8 Ford Rough Riders F150. 

And I wasn't even sour afterwards. 
"With the cars, the physical conditioning 
has got to be there, but nowhere near like 
a motorcycle,” explains Smith. “The only 
thing that you're doing in that car is sit- 
ting in that seat for - let's say when you 
drive to La Paz - 20 hours, with no breaks 
or anything. It's more mental than any- 
thing. I catch myself breathing real hard 
in the car - all you're doing is steering. 
Why am I doing that? You're brairffs just going wide-open.” 

Though nowhere nearly as advanced as li race truck, Smith's pre-runner is 
impressive enough to a novice like me. His Enduro Racing team uses a prototype 
electric transmission, which requires just a three-inch-long lever to shift up or down. 
The car has no clutch; your right foot pushes the throttle and your left foot pushes 
the brake. But probably the most amazing thing for me was the suspension. Despite 
the fact that I couldn't use my legs to help cushion the blows, I've never felt so 
smooth through a whoop section. There is almost a sensation that the truck is literal- 
ly floating above the terrain, but a quick glance out the back window - into the open 
bed - dispels that notion; the back wheels flail wildly up and down with each bump, 
while the truck's body stays level. 

And the stability is unbelievable. On our warm-up lap, I was amazed to see Smith 
adjusting the left wind wing in the middle of a whoop section - with both hands! 

“A problem developed with one of the brake calipers, cutting our ride to just а 
few laps, but it was enough to give me the idea. Trying to accurately explain the 
sensation of riding with Dan is pretty much a lost cause, so I won't waste your time 
by trying. Suffice it to say that Pd highly recommend accepting any invitations you 
ever get to ride as a passenger with a top truck racer. But no, I don't have any plans 
of selling my bikes and converting my hauler into an off-road truck. ` 

“Yve got to say I like the bikes a little bit better, but the truck deal is a new expe- 
rience,” says Smith. “And it’s really exciting to drive one through the ps - it’s 


` scary. You go, ‘I can hit this four-foot rain ditch wide-open, and if the car flips, it 


flips. But it'll go right through that damn thing, and you just say, ‘Man, I did it!” 
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By Davey Coombs 


ou could say that Jeremy 

McGrath has a “пас” for 

supercross. The Team 

Honda/1-800-Collect rider 

has the physique, back- 
ground and attitude that were apparent- 
ly custom-designed for the sport of sta- 
dium racing. At 23 years of age, 
McGrath already has two 125cc West 
Coast SX Championships, two AMA SX 
Championships and one World SX 
Championship to his credit, and he 
doesn't appear to have ideas of slowing 
down in the near future. Arguably the 
most talented athlete the sport has ever 
seen, McGrath is deservedly the undis- 
puted favorite at any supercross race he 
enters. 

But McGrath is more than just a 
motorcycle racer; he's also a bit of a his- 
torian. The Californian reads the record 
books, and he realizes that he's within 
reach of surpassing his childhood hero - 
Rick Johnson - as the rider with the most 
supercross wins. Beginning what will be 
only his third season, McGrath needs 
just nine wins to tie Johnson, who won 
28 main events in his illustrious career. 
In his never-ending search for another 
challenge, McGrath looks to Johnson's 
mark as the next obstacle in his path to 
history. We wouldn't bet against him. 
Was it harder to defend your super- 
cross title than it was to win the first 
time? 

I think it was definitely harder to defend 
it. Everyone is a little more prepared the 
second time. They can expect what you 
can do and go from there. Those other 
guys are always gunning for you when 
you have the number-one plate. It was 
harder than I thought it would be. 

You also successfully defended the 
title in “92 after you won the 125cc 
Western Regional Championship. 

That was a little different because it was 
on the 125, not the 250, where the com- 
petition is twice as strong. I remember 
the first race being the toughest that 
year. After that it wasn't too hard; not 
like last year, anyway. 

What's a day at the practice track like 
with you? 

I do some long motos on my practice 
track and then play-ride a little bit, too. 
Doing jumps makes it a little more fun 
and a lot more interesting when you're 
out there by yourself. 

What is your training program like? 
Last year I didn't train as much as I did 
in “93 for the Supercross Series. This 
year I hired a trainer so that I would be 
even stronger than I have been in the 
past. 

How did you come up with the idea for 
the nac-nac? 

I was riding one day at my house and 
my friend is a BMX champion. His name 
is Eric Carter. I used to ride BMX a lot 
with him and do stuff like that on BMX 
bikes, and he said, "Just try to do it on 
your motorcycle." So I was doing it, and 
finally I started practicing it and getting 
it a little better. Then in a jump contest 
over in Spain I just tried it orice and they 
dug it. Then I used it in Europe a couple 
of times and then that's when I brought 
it ovér here. 
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Did you ever throw it away trying it in 
practice or anything? 

No. One time at my practice track I did 
a nac-nac and my foot slipped off, so I 
had both feet in the air on one side, but I 
saved it. I didn't even almost crash, so I 
did a pretty good job of saving it. That 
jump is actually a little bit easier now 
than it was in the beginning, when I was 
still learning it. 

Easier for you, but that's still a jump 
you wouldn't suggest for a minibiker, 
right? 

Oh, no, I don't think that's a jump that 
anyone wants to try unless they know 
for sure what they're doing. 

What about some of your new maneu- 
vers? 

Well, I have that new jump called 
"Superman Air" where I just hold on to 
the bars and let my body fly back 
behind me, but you have to jump the 
jump like 15 times to get it right. It takes 
a lot of practice and you have to have 
the perfect jump, so I don't know how 
many times I'll be doing that one. It's a 
little dangerous. 

What's the craziest move you ever saw 
anyone else do? 

There's this vet rider in California 
named Gordon Ward, who puts his feet 
up over the bars. It's pretty crazy 
because he wraps his legs all the way 
around his hands and grabs his heels. 
You're not going to try that one in a 
supercross, are you? 

No, I'm not doing that one! 

What do your old bicycle friends think 
about your success on motorcycles 
now? 

They really like it and they are really 
proud of me. They think supercross is a 
cool sport. 
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Do you ever get out your bicycle and 
try to do tricks? 

АП the time. I have two BMX bikes in 
my garage right now. I go riding every 
chance I get. 

What is the week of a professional 
supercross rider like? A lot of people 
think you just wait for Saturday night 
to go over to the stadium to race, but 
it's a lot more than that, isn't it? 

It's a lot of work, that's for sure. You 
race Saturday night, get to bed late, then 
you take Sunday off to rest. You fly 
home - sc guys drive but factory rid- 
ers don't - and on Monday you go prac- 
tice, you go to the gym, you do your 
bicycle riding or whatever you need to 
do to stay in shape. Tuesday and 
Wednesday are pretty much the same 
thing, but sometimes you have to leave 
Wednesday for press day in whichever 
city the next race is in. Either way, you 
do three days of hard training and rid- 
ing, then you fly out. You have to be at 
the stadium Thursday for press and you 
ride the track on Friday, There's usually 


a personal appearance that you have to 
do at a bike shop or something Friday 
night and then you're at the stadium all 
day Saturday doing practice and then 
racing Saturday night. Then it just starts 
all over again. 
You do that 15 times, all over the coun- 
try, right? 
Yeah, 15 times. And that doesn't include 
the outdoor Nationals, which is another 
and all the testing and the 
international races we do in the off-sea- 
son. Actually, the international races are 
kind of like the fun thing we do just to 
make a little extra money here and 
there. 
Which countries did you race in last 
fall? 
Japan, France, Spain, Italy. Actually, I 
did Japan and Italy twice. 
What other sports do you like to do 
besides BMX? 
I’ve bungee-jumped seven times. The 
highest I ever jumped was 380 feet out 
of a hot air balloon. I dove out. It was 
pretty gnarly because it was over dirt. 
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You try eating 
some of that, it 
won't be fun. 

What about snowboarding, you try any 
of that? . 
Yeah, I try to get їп some of that but 
usually, by the time we get snow here in 
California, I'm starting to get ready for 
racing. > 

How many races do your parents Jack 
and Ann get to go to each year? 

They probably get to go to about, I'd 
say, maybe 10 out of 36. 

Does your dad still lean in and try to 
give you some advice or anything, or 
does he pretty much let Team Honda 
take care of you? 

He lets Honda take care of me. He kind 
of steps in when he knows I haven't 
been doing my stuff during the week. 
He gives me a lot of motivation to get 
my training done. 

Your sister Tracey has been getting 
down on the track, too. We see her and 
her camera everywhere. 

She's starting to take some photos of 
racing and get published, but she's still 
just learning. I don't know if this is what 
she really wants to do or what the plan 
is, but I know she likes to watch the 
races more when she's taking photos. 
After the ‘93 title you got a car, what 
did you treat yourself to this year? 
Actually, I bought myself a party boat. 
It's a 30-foot pontoon boat I have 
docked up at Lake Havasu. 

Did you guys have a victory party on 
it? 

Yeah. We had one good weekend. 

If 1995 goes the way the last four years 
have, you pretty much have a chance to 
step into the history books. 

I really hope so. I want to win nine races 
again. That will give me more wins (28) 
and more consecutive titles (three). 
(Rick Johnson has 28 supercross wins, 
and Bob Hannah has three consecutive 
titles). I'm going to try to be in the best 
shape I've ever been in this year and 
give 15076. I want to go out and domi- 
nate like I did at the start of last year, 
but I want it to be a little bit easier. So if 
it doesn't start happening that way in 
the beginning, well I'm just going to 
work my butt off even more until it 
does. 

There was one noticeable difference 
between your '93 and '94 seasons: In ‘93 
you got the good starts and ran away 
and hid almost every time. In ‘94 you 
didn't get very many good starts but 
you showed everyone that you could 
make the passes to get the job done - 
an even more impressive way to win. 
But what happened to all your 
holeshots? 

I'm really not sure. In ‘93 my bike was 
really good and we had good traction 
off the starting line every time. We just 
had a great setup and everything was 
working really good. I guess that some- 
where down along the line before the 
'94 series, we lost something on our 
setup and I was having trouble getting 
good starts. We just couldn't get the 
setup the way we wanted it for the 
starts and a lot of other bikes definitely 
gained on us. About halfway through 


° the season we switched back to the old 


settings from the ‘93 bike and by the 
end of the year I was getting starts 
again. 

What's more gratifying for you - win- 
ning with a holeshot and a runaway or 
a totally tight, knock-down, drag-out 
fight, where you end up winning at the 
very end? 

Well, I kind of like it either way! Win- 
жез is winning, but the feeling you get 
in the tight races where you win at the 
end is a great feeling. But I think I'd 
rather just make those other guys feel 






dominated by getting a big lead every 
night and winning big. 

Whenever you guys are racing close 
together, like you and LaRocco in 
Houston last year or you and Jeff Emig 
at San Jose, do you ever yell at each 
other or anything? 

(Laughs) No, not really. 

Can you hear the crowd yelling? 

Oh yeah, we can hear that for sure. 
Especially if they burst out loud on a big 
pass or a big jump. You can really hear 
that as if you were sitting right there in 
the grandstands with them. 

How much longer do you think you 
will want to be a racer? 

I don't know.... Maybe another four 
years. 1 just signed a two-year deal with 
Team Honda/1-800-Collect, so if I do 
these two years and everything goes 
well for me, maybe I'll do another one- 
year or two-year deal. It all depends on 
how I feel. If my riding motivation is 
still there and I know that I can still win, 
then I think I'd like to keep on doing it. 
Who was your hero growing up? 

It was Ricky Johnson for sure. I used to 
watch him race all the time on videotape 
and go see him at the races when I 
could. He was definitely a great champi- 
on. He was always in great shape. He 
rode hard and I looked up to him, that's 
for sure. 


It appears that you've tried to pattern your 
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image a little bit after him, too. He was real- 
ly accessible to crowds and he did some 
really exciting stuff, even when he was way 
out in front by himself. 

I try to make any race exciting. I think 
it's important for the fans to get a show. 
I think it's kind of boring just to ride a 
straight race, even if you are winning. I 
want people to keep their eyes on me 
even if I'm winning by a long way. 

Do you think the next Jeremy McGrath 
is out there looking up to you right 
now, just like you used to look up to 
Rick Johnson? 

Probably; I don't really know about that. 
I still get this weird feeling where I still 
don't feel like I'm the reigning champi- 
on or anything. I mean, I won two 
championships in a row, but I still think 
of myself as being kind of young. But 
some people kind of consider me a vet- 
eran now. I don't feel like that at all. I 
feel like the underdog no matter what, 
even if Lam winning the championship. I 
think of LaRocco and Kiedrowski as 
having been up there at the top for a 
long time, way before me, and it's just 
nice to be able to beat those guys. It 
motivates me to try to win every race I 
enter. 

You have never been one to settle for 
second, even when you have a champi- 
onship all but wrapped up. Like the 
race last year at Dallas, where you 
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could have taken it easy to take care of 
the title, but instead gave it 110% and 
ended up crashing. Where does that 
drive come from so late in the season? 

I think just because you've already won 
the series and the points battle is over 
and everything, that you don't want to 
lay down on yourself and the fans. Once 
something like that happens you get 
used. to it and that's dangerous. I'm not 
like that and I'm not a quitter, even after 
I've already won. 

What kind of music do you listen to? 

I listen to everything: Metallica, Pearl 
Jam, Offspring - whatever I'm in the 
mood for. 

What about race day, when you're sit- 
ting there in the back of your truck 
with your headphones, getting psy- 
ched up for the race. What kind of 
music is going to get you pumped? 
Metallica! 

Do you still get nervous before a race? 
Yeah, I think everyone does. When it 
happens to me and I let it get to me, I 
get real tight and ride like a motorcycle 
сор оп a supercross track! But overall, 
supercross is like a show, and I'm a little 
bit of a show-off. I like supercross 
because my favorite thing to do is jump. 
I like to have fun with that and I like to 
have fun with each track, more or less 
challenging the track as much as other 
riders. I race better against the track 
than I do against the other riders. If I 
ride a track the best I can, then the race 
will just come by itself. Yes, I still get a 
little nervous but I’ve been riding for 
such a long enough time that it actually 
feels normal to be out there in front of 
everyone. 

What is your favorite part about a 
supercross track? 

I think when you have a killer section of 
whoops, that's a pretty good thing. 
Some of them get a little difficult, but I 
think that's the most challenging part of 
any track, and I like a challenge. 

What is your least favorite part of a 
track? 

My least favorite are probably those 
slow, switchback corners they have, 
where they go 180 degrees and then 
another one right away. Like a left and 
an immediate right for the first corner 
section. I think that sucks. 

What section do you think you excel 
the most at? 

I think I can stay low on jumps pretty 
well, at least a little bit lower than the 
other guys. I think that's why I have a 
little bit of an advantage. 

Is that part of like the BMX influence? 
Yeah, I think so. It's where you just kind 
of suck up the air by approaching the 
face of the jump and pushing your bike 
down (going) up. You can scrub off the 
height and save time by just using your 
body to stay low. I try to push the bike 
into the face of the jump, let off the gas 
and let your body soak it up, not your 
suspension. 

You make it sound so easy! 

It's just something I picked up a long 
time ago when I was still riding 125s. It 
was a great way to make up time. A lot 
of guys still don't do it, so it must be a 
little bit harder than it sounds. Some 
guys just take the jump and go as high 
as they can. I don't think they realize 
how much time you can make up by 
staying down near the track. 

How old are you now? 

Twenty-three. 

So what motivates you now? 

It's still the challenge that motivates me. 
It's a big challenge to be the best guy out 
there; to be the winner all the time. I like 
being the guy in the spotlight, the guy 
who wins - not the guy who just gets in 
the top five or top 10. I don't want to be 
there just to participate. [go to win. €N 
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Did you have any second thoughts 
about going straight into the Expert 
ranks in road racing? 

I've been thrown in with a pack of 
wolves, you could say. But it's a learn- 
ing year for me and I look forward to 
the challenge of going out there and 
learning how to road race - and I also 
look forward to being a rookie again. 
That's going to be a lot of fun. 

One of your last road races was aboard 
a Wood-Rotax in the 250 race here at 
Daytona. 

It was about '88. It wasn't a real good 
deal for me. The thing slid around quite 
a bit, but I don't know if I was ready to 
be a development rider on that bike at 
that time. The last road race that I 
remember was Memphis in 1988 on 
Lucifer's Hammer, back in the Battle of 
the Twin days. It was smoking hot. Plus, 
that bike didn't have all the best guards 
on it. I think I remember having burns 
on my legs from the exhaust pipes. It 
was so hot it burned the heck out of it. 
When did you start discussing the pos- 
sibility of road racing with Harley? 

I approached Harley when Steve 
Scheibe had come aboard a couple of 
years ago, when the bike was getting 
closer and closer to getting on the track, 
and I'd mentioned to them that I'd be 
interested in riding the motorcycle. We 
had tentatively scheduled a test session 
at Moroso Motorsports Park in February 
of this year. It just didn't work out. They 
were under the gun getting things 
going. They were afraid of me going out 
and hurting the bike or crashing the 
bike or something like that, at the time. 
They didn't want to run the risk of that 
so close to Daytona. And I think they 
only had a couple of bikes at the time. 
So that got postponed, but I talked to 
them a couple of times during the year 
and we had something set up for the 
week after Springfield this year. But I 
ended up spraining my ankle severely 
and I was right in the middle of a points 
chase. I really wanted to get on the bike 
sooner than I did, and it just didn't work 
out that T could because my ankle was 
hurting and I needed to rehab it. I was 
racing at Castle Rock in six days from 
the time I got hurt. So we scrapped that 
and we went for the week after Del Mar. 
We went out to Blackhawk Farms on the 
Illinois-Wisconsin border. Things came 
around, I started to get a good feel for 
things and did all right. So we decided 
to go ahead and make me the number- 
two rider. 

When did you actually approach 
Harley? Was it this year or last year? 

It wasn't really me seeking them out. I 
didn't know what their interests were, 
who they had in mind, and I had 
expressed an interest in the past, and it's 
one of those things that just kind of 
gelled together. It's good for them, it's 
good for me. It just happened. 

When was the decision actually made 
that you would race this next year? 
Probably, I would say, the evening of 
the last day of testing. 

You didn't know all through the sea- 
son that this is what you'd be doing. 
On the last day of testing at Blackhawk 
in. October, I'd produced some 
respectable times in my last session out. 
I'd gained a lot in my last 15 to 20 laps 
that I'd ridden on the bike and that's 
when they realized, and that's when I 
realized, that this is a good opportunity 
for everybody. l'm a Harley man and I 
have been. I signed my contract for this 
year, and it's my 10th year with Harley- 
Davidson. I think it's good for Harley in 
the sense that they have a guy that is a 
real Harley rider that's been riding 
them. Not somebody that shuffles in for 
a year and is off to somewhere else. I 
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think it's not only good for them, it's 
good for me too. This way I’m not burn- 
ing any bridges. If I make a mockery of 
myself and fail at the superbike thing, I 
still have an inroad to go back to dirt 
track. 

Are you going to do 18 dirt tracks this 
year? 

Theoretically I could do 18, but I won't. 
There are a lot of variables; it depends 
on the schedules. I have had a look at 
the tentative dirt track schedule, but I 
haven't seen the road race one yet. I 
would imagine that I would do between 
12 and 15, depending on where they fall 
and what tracks they are. I don't want to 
go to some of the garbage tracks, the 
ones that you have to get a holeshot in 
order to win. With the exception of the 
short track here (at Daytona) - because 
I've done well here in the past, and I’m 
the defending champion, so I'd like to 
go do that again. 

Is this a one-year contract? 

All of my contracts are. This is my 10th 
one-year contract with Harley. 

When you were testing, I understand 
you first went out on a Suzuki. 


The first half of the first day, Miguel. 


(DuHamel) and I, when he was still test- 
ing for Harley, went out and raced 
rental cars around the track to blow wet 
leaves off because it was the beginning 
of fall in Wisconsin. I learned a little bit 
of the track in the rental car so at least I 
knew which way to go when I went 
around the turn. We did that the first 
half of the first day, but the track was a 
bit damp. So I rode Steve Scheibe's per- 
sonal GSXR1100 with Supersport tires, 
basically in Supersport trim. And rode it 
around pretty much the majority of the 
first two and a half days. And then we 
had had a few teething problems with 
the VR and I got on it die second half of 
the last day and got in about 30 laps. 
And at the end of that I got within 1.1 
seconds of Miguel's time for that week, 
his best time for that week. 

What were your initial impressions of 
the VR1000? 

I really don't have a whole lot to com- 
pare it to as far as road racers go. It's a 
real nimble bike. It turns really well and 
it's stable. And the track we rode on is a 
bit on the rough side, with a few pave- 
ment changes through several of the 
corners. In fact, apexes in just about all 
of the corners are a different type of 
asphalt than what you're normally rid- 
ing on in the straightaways. So having 
the different type of pavement changes 
and having rough track, the bike 
seemed to swallow up the bumps pretty 
well and it fit me good. The only thing 


they had to do was - the bike I was rid- 
ing was the one Fritz Kling rode in the 
past - and it was a little bit long in the 
seat, so they had to shorten up the seat. 
What dirt track skills did you bring to 
it? 

I'm not to the point that I'm applying a 
lot of my dirt track skills. I would say if 
any, the exit of the corners is where I’m 
using more of my dirt track skills. A lit- 
tle bit of the sliding coming out. I used 
more of them on the GSXR because that 
thing felt like it had two swingarm piv- 
ots on it. The thing danced around quite 
a bit with the street tires on it in compar- 
ison to the Harley. The Harley just stuck 
so much better. So I found myself gain- 
ing more and more confidence with 
slicks on, and going faster and faster 
and realizing that this bike will allow 
me to do more than the Suzuki did. 
How much more testing will you get in 
before the Daytona 200? 

I'll probably be on it at least once or 
twice before the week of the 200. The 
test schedule hasn't been set yet. 

Does it matter who your teammate is? 
In a sense it does. It certainly needs to 
be, for me, somebody who's in my 
garage that I can go to and be able to ask 
some advice. I don't know who the best 
person for that is. l've known Doug 
(Chandler) my whole life, just about. 
We've raced against each other growing 
up. We were kind of rivals as kids. I 
have a lot of respect for not only the 
guys who are trying out for the number- 
one spot on the Harley team, but I have 
a lot of respect for the other guys who 
I'm racing with. I’ve had several of the 
riders already this week tell me that if I 
have any questions to go ahead and ask. 
They said they'd be more than happy to 
help me. It's a great bunch of guys. And 
that's always nice to feel welcomed like 
that and not feel like an outsider coming 
in. l've got several ears I can bend while 
I'm going through this learning process. 
What I'm wondering more about was 
for development. You've made it pretty 
clear that you're the number-two guy. 

I know in my heart and in my mind that 
I'm the number-two guy. There might 
be some little things that I might be able 
to change. As far as being able to tell 
what is right and what is wrong right 
now, I don't have the background for it. 
And I, in no way, shape, or form am I 
trying to insinuate that I'm the number- 
one rider. 

How long do you expect it to take 
before you feel comfortable? 

I know that I felt comfortable at Black- 
hawk about 25 laps in, but I had been 
riding on the track for a couple of days 





on something else that didn't run quite 
as good or handle quite as good as what 
I was on. That's hard to say. Not only do 
I have to learn how to ride, I also have 
to learn tracks at the same time. Obvi- 
ously, Troy Corser had no problem with 
that last year. 

But he's got a huge road race back- 
ground. It's easy to learn dirt tracks. 
Yeah, turn left 98.8 percent of the time. 
For me to go out and, not only do I have 
to concentrate on technique, I also have 
to learn which way I need to turn and 
when. К 

Have you thought about road racing 
full time? Giving up dirt track entirely. 
At this point, no. Part of my deal with 
Harley-Davidson is to dirt track 12 races 
on the 750s and any of the short tracks 
and TTs that I do are strictly on my 
own. I’ve owned my equipment in that 
area ever since I've been with the facto- 
ry. l've given a lot of thought to it. I 
grew up in Northern California racing a 
hundred races a year and last year I 
raced 27 races. Of course, when you go 
to a road race any more it seems that 
you're racing three days out of the 
week, as long as you're there. So that's 
going to be different. So having the com- 
bination of the two, I'm kind of weening 
myself off of dirt track, in a sense. And 
if things go well on the pavement then 
there will come a day when I won't ride 
dirt track again on a regular basis. 

Are you going to miss going after 
another title after this past year? 

I've been going after that title, and in the 
hunt, for the last six years. 

This year was pretty close. 

The past three years have been close, 
with the exception of ‘93 when Ricky 
(Graham) kicked our butts. '94 was 
close, '92 was close, '91 was down 
toward the end. We tied in ‘91. I'm not 
going to miss that in the sense that, now, 
the dirt tracks that I do go to, I can go to 
and enjoy racing instead of worrying 
about every cotton picking position that 
I'm in and counting points in your head 
while you're riding. I'm looking for- 
ward to going to the dirt tracks and 
enjoying them for racing. 

Did the possiblity of road racing in 
1995 affect the way you approached 
dirt tracks at all last year? 

No, not at all. I wasn't concerned at Del 
Mar that if I stuck my foot in a hole, like 
I did in Springfield, and twisted it that I 
couldn't get to go testing for Harley and 
it would jeopardize it. I was really 
putting the road racing off as best as I 
could. I didn't want to go out on the 
bike too soon because I was focused on 
the dirt track championship. That's 
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Congratulations Erion Racing and Moto Liberty on 
your series championships and excellent 
performance during the 1994 road racing 
season. Thank you for demonstrating the 
performance and endurance of Barnett Clutches 
on the ultimate proving ground, the roce track!

what Harley 
was paying me to 
do anyhow. Гуе 
always been one to give my sponsors 
their money's worth. Not only Harley- 
Davidson, but the other people that 
helped me. Had I not stayed focused on 
what I was doing I wouldn't have given 
them their money's worth. 
Was there a reason that you haven't 
gone road racing before now? 
The biggest reason is not having some- 
thing to fall back on. I have to consider 
my career and my future. I may go out 
and be a flop the next year on the 
pavement, but I have something to fall 
back on with Harley and dirt track. 
And they've expressed that that's fine 
with them. If it doesn't work out, and 
they decide not to rehire me for '96 to 
road race, they'll rehire me for dirt 
track. That's been expressed to me 
already. That was one of my concerns 
going in. That's not something they 
came to me with, that's something I 
went to them with. I’ve got to look 
down the road and be able to pay my 
bills as well. 
How closely do you follow road rac- 
ing? 
Mostly in Cycle News and I try to catch 
as many of the races as I can on TV. It's 
hard to figure out when they're on. I 
think the last race I've seen on TV was а 
replay of the 600 Supersport race from 
here on TNN about a month ago. I look 
mostly for lines and the variance on 
them. Obviously, you look at the guys 
who are up front and when they're on 
TV they're going to try and focus on the 
front pack. So I try to see lines and, not 
so much braking points, but the part of 
the track that you need to be on. Try to 
steadily pick up the pace and stay on 
that particular spot. 
Is this something you've done when 
you realized you'd be going road rac- 
ing or is it something you've always 
done? 
It's something I've always done. I’m 
sure, come out to a place like this, where 
nobody's been around this track for 
quite a while; I'll go out tomorrow and 
I'll see where the line is because these 
guys have been laying black marks all 
week. I'll also have next week to ride for 
the next couple of days. As far as find- 
ing the line is concerned, that shouldn't 
be a problem because it'll be defined for 
me. 
What were you looking for when you 
were watching the morning practice 
here from inside turn one? 
Well, Colin Edwards told me to go 
down into turn one and watch those 
guys going through one - they're getting 
pretty sideways out there. And I went to 
а few other spots on the track to get an 
idea where the turn-in points were and 
where they're apexing the corners. 
Do you expect to be able to use those 
spots on the Harley or do you think 
they're specific to a particular bike or 
rider? 
I compared going into the Horseshoe. 
(Scott) Russell seemed to be able to enter 
the corner lower and exit somewhat 
lower and maintain somewhat the same 
apex speed. Jamie James and someone 
else that was out there at the same time 
were running a little wider at the 
entrance point. Russell seemed to be 
able to come in and diamond it a little 
better than them. I think a lot of that is 
his style. He was doing that by himself; 
he wasn't racing anybody and he was 
able to do that and still go fast. Just try- 
ing to see what the different guys do. I 
think Scott probably pushes the front 
end more than the other guys. I know 
from talking with Miguel that he doesn't 
like the front end to push at all so he

tends to take a little wider line coming 
in. 

Did you push the front end at all when 
you were riding? 

I don't think that I was going quite fast 
enough to do that. I think on the Suzuki 
I did a little bit more because it was a 
heavier bike and it had a worn-out front 
street tire on it, so I tend to push that 
thing a little bit. And I slapped the fair- 
ing a couple of times from leaning over 
a little bit because those things happen 
to be pretty wide. I haven't gotten to 
that point yet. That will come with time. 
Did Miguel give you any specific 
instructions before you went out? 

He didn't give me any specific instruc- 
tions. He pretty much gave me some 
advice on how to work up to speed. 
Don't worry about how far you go deep 
into the corner, concentrate on getting 
your speed up going out. I was braking 
really early going in and concentrating 
on carrying speed through the corner 
and accelerating as soon as possible and 
I think that helped quite a bit. Not wor- 
rying about going in deep, braking hard, 
then overshooting the corner and you're 
stuck. You have no acceleration. So I 
concentrated more on the exits of the 
corners. 

What did you expect when you got on 
the bike? 

I guess my expectations were rather 
low. 

For yourself or the bike? 

For myself, not the motorcycle. Because, 
again, I have no way of comparing it. 
The last one I was a 15-year-old motor- 
cycle and I rode it six years ago. So I 
don't have any basis of comparison 
other than my dirt trackers. As far as 
expectations for myself, I personally 
thought that if I got to within anywhere 
from five to seven percent of Miguel's 
time, that would be good. And I far 
exceeded that. I didn't know that T 
would be capable of that so soon, 50,1 
guess I went a little bit better than I 
thought I did. 

Was it taxing physically? 

I think the most I rode at any one time 
was maybe nine laps. You're using dif- 
ferent muscles. My sitting position on 
the motorcycle is a lot different. I need 
to increase my flexibility. The pegs are a 
lot closer to my ass than they are on a 
dirt tracker where you've got a lot of leg 
room on it. With the footpeg positions 
being higher and, obviously, worrying 
about going through left-handers and 
putting your foot down. You've got to 
remember to do that kind of stuff. 
Another thing that was different was 
that I went from a bike that shifts on the 
right that went one-up and three-down, 
to shifting on the left going one-up and 
four-down and shifting an awful lot. All 
my bikes that I ride that are left-hand 
shift are one-down and four-up. So that 
was different. But you get used to that 
fast. I'm proud to say that I didn't miss a 
shift all week in testing. 

And you had no problems at all with 
the bike? 

I mean we had a couple of things like a 
radiator cap came loose and stuff like 
that. And we did saw something up, but 
it was minor. That got fixed and I was 
able to get back on the track an hour 
later. I got about 30 good laps on the VR 
and I’m hoping to get about 100 
between now and the end of the week. 
Were you able to test any different- 
compound tires? 

I went out initially on soft compounds 
and they were a bit too soft. I started to 
peel them up pretty bad. I could feel it 
on the right side. That was a right-hand 
dominant track and coming out of what 
they call the Carousel there the thing 
was starting to step out too much, so we 





got the intermediates on and I talked 
Miguel into going out and scuffing my 
tires for me because I wasn’t real ready 
for slicks just yet. Obviously, that’s one 
of the things I have to learn, going out 
on new tires and learning how to scrub 
them in. 

Who's going to be working on the 
bikes? 

Al Stangler and Craig Fillmer. I’ve 
known Al for a long time and Craig's 
from my part of the world, out in Cali- 
fornia, but I haven’t really known him 
all that well. From what I understand 
those are the guys that are turning the 
wrenches on them at the track and also 
at the factory. I can’t really say which 
one’s my crew chief or my tuner, it’s 
kind of a collaborative effort on every- 
body's part. 

Will you still be working with Kenny 
Tolbert on the dirt tracks? 

That's still up in the air right now. Right 
now we have a verbal agreement that 
he's going to tune my bikes for the dirt 
tracks, not for the road race, but he's 
undecided. 


We next spoke to Carr after he had been 
around the track a number of laps on the 
VR1000 at Daytona. 

What are your first impressions of 
Daytona? 

I've been more or less concentrating on 
exit speeds because they correlate to top 
speeds. Through the apex it's better to 
maintain apex speed and make time on 
the exit. 

Are you sliding the back tire much? 
Oh, definitely. Of course a lot of that can 
be the tires we're running, too. They're 
pretty hard. I don't know how slick it 
would be if we had a normal-compound 
tire on, regular intermediates. It's a little 
slick out there. 

What's the hardest part about learning 
this track? 

What I'm having the most trouble with 
is staying in a consistent spot on the 
banking. I’m tending to wander quite a 
bit. I'd like to be more stable and stay on 
the white lines more. I feel like a drunk 
out there. I’m having trouble with the 
compression and keeping the thing on 
line, but that will come with time. I 
don’t think it’s a bike problem, it’s more 
me. I had the same problem when I rode 
here in the past. Some of the pavement 
changes are a little different for me. Like 
coming out of the infield and going up 
on the banking the thing seems to be a 
little slick, but it’s the same for every- 
body. It’s a little slick once you straight- 
en up coming out of the chicane. 

Were you out there with anyone else? 

I don't know what Pascal (Picotte) was 
riding. I think he was on a 600 and he 
passed me a couple of times going into 
the International Horseshoe and I'd get 
hím back on the West Banking. I don't 
know if he pulled off or whatever. АП of 
a sudden he wasn't there any more. 

Was he doing anything differently that 
you could learn? 

I was trying not to follow right on his 
tail. I wasn't really trying to race with 
him, to be honest. I’m just trying to ride 
the lines that I feel comfortable with. 
Right now my entrances to the corners 
are low in some areas and high in oth- 
ers, I don't have that quite down just 
yet. But I'm steadily getting there. 

Being up on the banking, is that like 
anything you've ever felt before? 

Not at those speeds. I’ve been around 
this banking before on the old Lucifer's 
Hammer and that thing ran pretty good, 
but these things are obviously running 
quite a bit better. There's nothing that 
you can compare it to except maybe the 
first part of a loop-de-loop on a roller- 
coaster. сх 
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each of the National Off-Road series

1-3 


f it is your desire to watch some of 

the most talented road racers 

destroy tires, there are few better 

places than the normally forbidden 

area outside of turn one of Daytona 

International Speedway during a 
tire test. This is one of the places where 
the riders push the tires to their limits, 
spinning, sliding, and smoking - all 
things that would ruin their chances in 
the race, but which are vital to getting 
feedback from the batch of experimental 
tires they're testing. We were here last 
year for the Dunlop test and came away 
with a renewed appreciation for Scott 
Russell’s ability to get the most out of a 
tire. This year was no different. 

As he had last year, exiting turn one, 
Russell would light up the rear slick on 
his Muzzy Kawasaki, a black arc on the 
pavement his signature, a quick lap time 
his objective. On the first day, the track 
is dirty, covered with a thin layer of 
sand that sprays off the rear tire. Russell 
goes too far and gets kicked out of the 
saddle, quickly settling down for the 
rest of the lap. The next time, he does it 
again, and again is briefly sent airborne. 
He is at the limit for this tire. Time for a 
new one. 

"For me, I just go out on each tire 
and try to go as fast as I can, because I 
think it's important that they get the 
highest temperature reading that I can 
make it read, and then they can go off of 
that," Russell says. ^I try to go as fast as 
I can and spin the thing up as much as I 
can, but I won't ride the race like that. 
When you get into testing we run them 
like that and if they're going to have a 
problem we're more apt to find that out 
spinning them off every corner then you 
would if you weren't. Sometimes I put a 
tire on and you can tell a big difference 
and sometimes you can't. When the con- 
struction is harder you can feel the road 
more. It's like you have more of a spring 
on the bike - that's what it kind of feels 
like. As far as telling the difference

between the compounds, that's simple, 
it either grips or it doesn't." 

That meant going through the 12 
new front and 29 new rear slicks that 
Dunlop brought to the three-day test. 
They also had five new DOT fronts and 
19 rears for the Supersport bikes that 
Russell also tested, along with several 
other riders. Not surprisingly, Russell 
had the fastest times in both Superbike 
and Supersport. His best Superbike time 
was a 1:50.62, not quite at the 1994 pole 
position, but he was able to reel off a 
string of 51s whenever he wanted, 
something that would guarantee a race 
win if the tires held up. More impressive 
was that he did it while testing steel 
brakes in place of the outlawed-for-1995 
carbons. The extra weight caused Rus- 
sell to struggle in the chicane, normally 
one of his strongest sections. 

The difference between this year's 





test and last year's is that Russell is not 
alone in his first-turn antics. Colin 
Edwards II is stepping out the rear 
wheel on his factory Yamaha as is his 
1994 Vance & Hines Yamaha teammate 
Jamie James. Anthony Gobert, the 19- 
year-old Australian who Rob Muzzy 
signed to partner Russell in the World 
Superbike wars, is getting sideways in 
his first visit to Daytona. Others are try- 
ing, but succeed far less dramatically. 
Miguel DuHamel has the Smokin’ Joe's 
Honda bucking and hopping, but far 
less smoothly than those he'll be facing 
in a few months at this same track. And 
the March classic is the reason we're all 
here. 

+ One of the comments I remember 
gathering last year came from Kawasaki 
team owner Rob Muzzy. He told me 
that at Daytona "it's a matter of accept- 
ing that no matter what, they're shit, 
and this year's shit is better than last 
year's shit." 

According to two-time Daytona 200 
champion Russell it was. 

"They've pretty much got them fig- 
ured out now. This year they didn't 
come with too many that were unstable.

uzzy Kawasaki crew chief Steve Johnson came to 

Daytona with different plans for his four riders, 

Scott Russell, Steve Crevier, and newly signed 
Pascal Picotte and Anthony Gobert. Of the four, only 
Australian Gobert hadn't been to Daytona. The 19-year- 
old from Dapto, Australia, had joined the team at the 
final World Superbike race at Phillip Island, Australia, 
where he rode to a win and a third place. 

“For instance, Anthony (Gobert), here's a guy that's 
fairly new to the team although he’s already done very 
well with the team so he’s proven his ability at the world 
level,” Johnson said. "But he'd never been to Daytona 
before. Our objective there was to give him this year's 
baseline for the race and let him ride through two days 
with that. On the last day we tried a couple of things 
with him. He ended up putting in over 200 miles a day. 
He did more in those three days of mileage than IIl bet 
he's done in his whole career. He " 
just never had that opportunity

Most of them were stable, and to be 
honest with you most of them were 
pretty close in performance. After two 
or three laps the tire just wants to spin 
off of every corner, some better than 
others, some fall off and stay at a consis- 
tent level. Some of them fall off and con- 
tinue to fall off and it's harder to keep 
up your lap times. 

"There were a couple that I thought 
would do it. There were ones that I 





could go out and run, like, 51, 52s on," 
Russell said. 

The bulk of the testing fell to Russell 
and James, two veteran riders who set 
their bikes up with baseline settings and 
tried not to change them. They also tried 
to maintain identical fuel loads. Any 
variation in suspension or fuel weight 
during a test series would upset the 
results. The riders were given a series of 
tires with similar characteristics in either 
compound or construction and go 
through them, usually getting enough 
feedback after six laps to make an 
informed opinion. The third day, Satur- 
day, was confirmation day for the data 
they'd gathered from the first two days. 


think that's a positive. As far as the approach to the test, 
it's the same. It's fairly easy for me when the bike is 
working good. There are a lot of different lines that you 
can take at Daytona. I found what works for me and I 
had some trouble with the chicane a little more than I 
normally would. I didn't feel comfortable there." 

Russell put the problem to the steel brakes mandated 
by the AMA for 1994 (see sidebar). “Steel brakes are 
heavier and that makes a big difference on steering the 
bike into fast corners," he added. Still he set fast time on 
both the Superbike and, in a rare outing, on the Super- 
sport bike. 

"We wanted to get some input from him," Johnson 
said. “I think more than anything, we just put out a kind 
of carrot out there for the other guys to shoot at. If you 
run around at two minutes it tells you the bike's as good 
as before. If you rum around there to where I think the 
bike ought to be running, 1:585, then that gives the guys 
who are racing, kind of a target pace. Then they under- 
stand that the bike has the potential. Now it's down to 
them to get the job done. That was probably the main

and young. This (1994) was only 
his second season.

Picotte, like Crevier, will be contesting the 600 Ѕирег- 
sport championship. Daytona was his first time on both 
of the Kawasakis after racing Ducatis the past few years. 

"You've got to keep more corner speed and the 
powerband is different," Picotte noted of the ZX-7 Super- 
bike. “It’s much easier to brake harder, later. There's 
more weight on the front. The front end is more easy tO 
feel. I'd like to keep the same lines I used with the 
Ducati, but with more corner speed, it's going to be 
tough." Picotte, who was on the pole for the 1994 Day- 
tona 200 at 1:50.068, clocked a best of 1:52.4. 

Crevier was also getting used to new machinery. 
Though it was similar to what he'd raced in 1994, he said 
the “bikes are a lot better. The 600 is a vast improvement. 
I'm pretty impressed with what it does. 1 can go deeper on 
the brake markers in a safer way. It’s lighter feeling and it 
has a broad powerband. Every track, I should be able to 
drop a second a lap." Crevier found that the Superbike, 
which will be upgraded before Daytona, handled bumps 

better and had more low end. — ` 

Gobert's best time was a 1:51.9, 
second only to Russell in time and 
first in enthusiasm. 

“Т enjoyed it straight away. I 
knew after the first few laps I was 
going to enjoy it," Gobert said 
after quickly sizing up the 3.56- 
mile course. "You can have a 
good time in the fast left-hander 
and out of six you can spin the 
tire and ride sideways. I love high 
speed tracks. On the banking I 
was trying to figure out how high 
to be and when to drop down. 
That's where the time is. The 
majority of the time is made on 
the banking." 

Gobert slid off on the second 
day, getting too hot into turn six 
and sliding into the “in-out” 
between turns one and six. The 
bike preceded him up newly 
built-up banking into the air and 
when he came to a stop he looked 
up and saw the bike above him. 
He quickly rolled out of harm's 


way uninjured. 


for," James said. "First of all they've got 
to have grip. Tractionability. We need to 
find out how it makes the bike handle. 
Whether you can slide it over the 
bumps. Predictability is crucial. Usually 
I have to go over two laps to get it up to 
temperature, to get it working. My job 
today is to give the best information I 
can on tires and get out without any 
mistakes. We're not playing around. 
We're all riding fairly hard." 

"For the first day or two I ran differ- 
ent lines than I'd ever run on the bank- 
ing because up high it's rough, the 
bank's got more waves in it," Russell 
explained. “It (one of the two bikes he 
raced this year) wasn't happy up there 
so I had to run mid-track on the east 
bank to make that bike work. Instead of 
messing with it and trying to get it to 
work, I just did that, and that way you 
can run through the tires without mak- 
ing all these changes. And then I got on 
the other bike, which I never had liked 
before. When I first went on it the thing 
wasn't using much front-end travel, it 
was pushing the front. It was just a bit 
harsh. We made some adjustments on 
that bike and got it working real good. 
And it turned out that it was like rock 
solid on the banking and that's the 
whole race. Because that will wear you 
out in the race, trying to hold onto a 
bike that's not working good on the 
banking." 

Next fastest to Russell was Gobert, at 
1: Though his times were achi 
with carbon brakes, they were still 
impressive. Russell's best Supersport 
time was a 1:58.99 aboard a new 
Kawasaki ZX-6 that the team had 
uncrated the first day of testing. The 
only modifications were an exhaust pipe 
and a main jet change to accommodate 
the pipe. Smokin' Joe's Honda's Mike 
Hale was second fastest Supersport 
rider on a new Honda F-3 

Dunlop had sent 10 people to the 
test, including three from England and 
one from Japan. Overseeing the group 
was Jim Allen, Dunlop's motorcycle 
road race coordinator and longtime fix- 
ture on the road race scene. The tires 
that he brought from England and Japan 
were newly built using information 
gathered on the Grand Prix and World 
Superbike trails. The tires were an 
improvement, but Allen said that "as 
good as the tires are at this test, they'll 
complain in March. We may have a GP 
tire that's perfect, but we know that 
when we come to Daytona it's not good 
enough." 

"It's pretty traditional that whatever 
you come up with at the test, they refor- 
mulate that and bring it to the race and 
even the baseline is always better than 
what you had to test,” Muzzy Kawasaki 
crew chief Steve Johnson said. 

“The biggest thing here is trying to 
get everybody through the race without 
problems. They ride the tires so hard for 
so long that the tires are misshapen. 
They're flat on the left-hand side,” Allen 
said. 

Though the front-runners plan on 
two tire changes, and usually do more 
unexpectedly, they have to build a tire 
they can sell to the bulk of the field that 
will last 200 miles. 

“It's important that the rider under- 
stands that this is a 200-mile race and 
not to worry about grip so much. You 
need grip, but only as much as the next 
guy has,” Allen said. 

This year there are a few new twists 
for Dunlop. The first was that Daytona 
had eliminated the Twin 50 qualifying 
races, always a good gauge of tire wear, 
and had gone to timed qualifying to 
determine the grid for the 200.

THE NEXT REVOLUTION IN TIRES 
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Vance & Hines Yamaha team isn’t sure what they'll 
be racing in the Superbike class, according to crew 
chief Jim Leonard. 

"We're not even sure if there is going to be a new bike 
for the U.S. right now. We'll have a bit of a discussion 
when I get back. Obviously, I want them," Leonard said. 

The problem facing the team is homologation from 
the AMA. Though a new Yamaha YZF750SP with an 
adjustable swingarm debuted at the Cologne Show, the 
decision whether to import them in sufficient numbers 
for homologation hasn’t been made yet. What that leaves 
the team to do is try to get the answers for the bikes they 
have, as well as the ones they might have. 

“We've got to leave here knowing we've got the stuff 
that, when we come back in March, it will run 200 
miles,” Leonard said. "We're having drive problems 
coming off the turns. We're looking at different suspen- 
sion components. We're using a different suspension 

‘package than we had in March that we would 
cure it, but it hasn't." The team is also looking into 
changing the powerband of the YZF motor. "Jamie 
(James) felt he could give up a little of the smooth 
powerband for a harder hit and more top-end power." 

Most importantly, the team had to begin making the 
transition to steel brakes from carbons. 

"The OW needed help in the steering department 
anyway,” James believes. “It's not as much of an issue 
with the YZF. The stopping power was never a problem 
with the steel brakes. The whole reason was the handling 
characteristics. We're dealing with a whole different feel 
in the brake setup. These rotors are very light."

will be Daytona, was 
testing the Yamaha 
Superbike that Wataru 
Yoshikawa had won 
the Japanese Superbike 
Championship on. Like 
the Vance & Hines 
bikes, Edwards II was 
having trouble with his 
drives, though he, like 
James, was able to slide 
predictably through 
turn one. 

“Mine works good, 
but it could work bet- 
ter coming off the еог- 
ners," Edwards said.

“I'm not here to go fast, I'm here to test tires and see 
what goes fast," Edwards added.

He was sharing the Yamaha with Yoshikawa, who'd 
been brought over by Yamaha along with Yasutumo 
Nagai, who had injured himself in a Japanese race and 
wasn't riding. It was the first visit for the Japanese riders 
and it left an impression on Yoshikawa. He told the 
Japanese Dunlop technician, "banking very special and 
tires have no grip."

Dunlop’s chief designer Nigel Nock 
believes that you need a one-hour prac- 
tice session, 10 to 15 laps to get a read on 
endurance. “In 20 minutes you're lucky 
to get two tires properly compared," he 
says. 

Another twist was that the Fast by 
Ferracci Ducati team had been forced by 
the Cagiva factory to switch to Michelin. 
Because the Cagiva factory is so heavily 
in debt to the French tire company, they 
wanted Ferracci to campaign Michelins 
in America, something Ferracci was 
reluctant to do. Though he would like to 
have stayed with Dunlop, it would have 
meant a budget shortfall of $150,000. 

“It was not Eraldo's choice to 
change," Allen says. "We discussed it at 
length. He told me point-blank there 
was no reason to change. He's won two 
AMA and two World Superbike Cham- 
pionships with us." 

The Castrol Honda Superbike team 
of Doug Polen and Aaron Slight will 
also be using Michelins, depriving Dun- 
lop of Polen's renowned testing skills. 
Russell, who readily admits he doesn't 
have the knack for testing that Polen 
has, isn't ready to concede anything to 
the HRC or Ducati teams. 

“Michelins are good; there's no ques- 
tion that they work," Russell said, 
adding, "I'd be kind of feeling funny if I 
was going down there to race on them 
becaüse they don't prepare for it like 
Dunlop does." 

Michelin has a two-day test sched- 
uled for later in December with Polen 
and Fast by Ferracci's Mike Smith, and 
possibly others. Now they know what to 
shoot for. є 


Still Smokin' 


he Smokin’ Joe's race team will have one new rider in 1995 

and a second-year rider in a different role. Former Harley- 

Davidson rider Miguel DuHamel returns to the team he 
last raced for in 1991, the year he won the Daytona 200. He'll be 
contending for both the Superbike and 600 Supersport crown 
along with Mike Hale, now road racing full time. Having con- 
centrated on the 600 last year, Hale spent much of the Daytona 
test learning the RC45 and not always the easy way. 

Exiting the International Horseshoe on the second day he 
was highsided by the RC45, injuring his left calf and foot. 

“Т was in the air for so long that I knew when I came down it 
was going to hurt," Hale joked while icing the slightly injured 
leg. What he learned, mostly; is that things happen quickly on 
the Superbike. 

"T was just rolling back on the throttle out of the Horseshoe 
and it got extremely sideways and highsided me," Hale said. 
^Not radical sideways, extremely sideways. There was some 
hang-time involved. Every lap 1 was 
sliding out of there and it happened 
real early, at low throttle. We'd made a 
chassis adjustment (changing the trail) 
and it changed the characteristic of the 
bike." 

Hale's experience aboard the RC45 
was limited to one practice session at 
Road Atlanta and he felt that at Day- 
tona he was "getting acclimated to the 
bike. Trying a lot of different things to 
get the feel of the bike. It's another 
learning year. I learned so much in 1994 
just road racing in general. The RC30 
was the the baddest thing I'd ridden. 
To be honest, the RC45 is the baddest 
thing. If I had one complaint it would 
be acceleration and getting the power 
down to the ground.” 

Smokin’ Joe’s Ray Plumb has been 
on the case for quite some time, though 
the team was told not to tamper with 
the bike when they first got it. 

“Last year we were pretty much 
instructed not to touch the machine.

about winning races." 


About midseason we touched it because we wanted it to go 
faster," Plumb said. "Last year we got the bike just before Day- 
tona. It got better at midseason. The engine parts happened all 
at once. It was stuff from Japan. The stuff was grad- 
ual. Better traction was one of our biggest problems. We got 
some new suspension parts after Phoenix. 

Plumb added that the team were also trying an Ohlins rear 
shock instead of the stock Showa. “Really, we had more of a 
problem with the rear suspension linkage ratio. Here, we're try- 
ing all four shock linkages." ' 

Plumb expects to get new RC45s before Daytona, but doesn't 
believe they'll be changed substantially. He also said he hoped 
to test at least three more times before Daytona. That schedule 
would be fine with DuHamel, who, like Hale, felt the rear mov- 
ing around on him. 

“Tt just spins and then it hooks a bit and hooks a bit and 
then...” DuHamel said in a Cycle News interview elsewhere in 
this issue. “But it's really actually controlled. It's actually fun, 
it’s just not getting you nowhere. So we're working on that, get- 
ting more traction to it."

rand National dirt track 
racing has more than its share of heroes. 

Ask anyone connected with the sport 
and they might utter the names of any 
number of former - and current - dirt 
track competitors who have colored the 
sport and shaped it into what it is today. 
The more mature generation might point 
to riders like Markel, Lawwill, Mann, 
Nixon, Aldana, and Romero as the defin- 
itive dirt trackers, while a younger 
group of fans might look to Roberts, 
Scott, Springsteen, Parker or Graham as 
those most worthy of hero status. 

The argument could rage forever, but 
it's a safe bet that the name Randy Goss 
would not be among those synonymous 
with dirt track immortality. 

Perhaps it's because Goss, a two-time 
Grand National Champion and former 
member of Harley-Davidson's factory 
wrecking crew, is probably the least 
chronicled man to carry the title in 
recent years. He arrived at the Harley 
factory in 1980 as a hard-working rider 
who kept his head down - preferring to 
let his skill rather than his peronality do 
the talking. Along the way he quietly 
earned two number-one plates in the 
shadow of Jay Springsteen, and left the 
sport just as inconspicuously in 1986. 

Look at the roll call of past Grand 
National crown winners since, say, 
1976, and you will find that many of his 
fellow classmates, riders like current 
five-timer Scott Parker (1988-91, '94) 
three-time champ Jay Springsteen 
(1976-78) and Ricky Graham (1982, '84, 
'93), continue to compete today. We all 
know too well the tragedies that befell 
former champs Bubba Shobert (1985- 
1987) and the late Steve Eklund (1979), 
and we know that Chris Carr (1992) will 
turn into a part-timer in 1994, trading in 
his XR750 and steel shoe for knee pucks 
and a VR1000. Mike Kidd, the top man 
in the monumental 1981 championship 
chase, now promotes the AMA Nation- 
al Arenacross Series. But what about 
Goss? ы 

The Goss legacy may be further con- 
founded by the fact that when he was at 
the head of the Rolling Thunder Show, 
he accomplished the job of winning his 
Grand National titles (1980, '83) in less 
than spectacular fashion. In a time when 
many of his competitiors sported outgo- 
ing personalities, flashy riding styles or 
record-setting performances, Goss' 
clawhammer-like reliability and quiet 
determination was lost on the dirt track 
set constantly in search of a new icon. 
Ironically, Goss is probably best remem- 
bered for the title that he lost in a three- 
way battle during his first defense. But 
more on that later. 

Before the factory deal or the two 
championships, Goss was just another 
privateer from the same Michigan dirt 
track hotbed that has spawned fellow 
titleholders Springsteen and Parker, as 
well as newer talents like Kevin Ather- 
ton. 

After turning Expert in 1977, Goss 
piloted privateer Harley-Davidson 
XR750s tuned by father-in-law Larry 
Johnson. But 1979 proved to be a turning 
point in the Highland, Michigander's 
career. It was in “79 that Goss took the 
checkerd flag first at three Nationals, all 
half miles. The wins caused his stock to 
rise rapidly, enough to capture the atten- 
tion of Harley-Davidson Racing Team 
Manager Dick O'Brien. The Milwaukee 
marque was looking to add a rider to the 
team, and in the process, spell an ailing 
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Jay Springsteen, who had taken ill with 
an enigmatic stomach ailment that con- 
tinues to periodically haunt the dirt track 
legend today. 

"After having that good season, Dick 
O'Brien called me up and hired me," 
Goss says. 

"They (Harley) were looking to step it 
up a bit.” 

Goss rewarded O'Brien's decision by 
bringing Harley-Davidson a number-one 
plate in his first year on the team, but he 
did so in typical Goss fashion, with little 
fanfare. In fact, the new champ won only 
a single race, the fall San Jose Mile, but it 
was his hard-work ethic and consistent 
top five finishes that kept him in the 
hunt all year. 

One of Goss' advantages lay in the 
fact that though he couldn't always 
defeat his title rivals on the race track, 
he always went one better by kicking 
their butts in the garage. Along with 
mechanic Brent Thompson, Goss took 
an active role in the development of his 
own motorcycles. Together with the 
depth afforded them by the factory 
parts bins, Goss and Thompson were 
able to make significant mechanical 
improvements to the motorcycles, engi- 
neering them into not only more power- 
ful, but more reliable racers. In the end, 
that proved to be the difference, as Goss 
snatched the title from Hank Scott, the 
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brother of 1975 championship winner 
Gary Scott, by a single point, 207-206, 
even though the younger Scott had 
scored five National wins during the 
season. 

"]t was really competitive back then," 
Goss says when reflecting on the 1980 
season. “Both Hank and Gary Scott were 
in there. Mike Kidd was in there. Steve 
Eklund was in there. Myself, Jay, Scotty. 
A lot of times there would be guys that 
wouldn’t make a National who could 
have won it. 

“1 attribute that first title mostly just 
to the depth, and to my mechanic Brent 
Thompson. There were a couple of years 
there where we didn’t have any failures. 
Even then (when Goss lost the title in ‘81 
due to a mechanical mishap), the thing 
never really did quit.” 

Goss’ first title defense was yet anoth- 
er tooth-and-nail affair, and as the sea- 
son reached its twilight, Goss found 
himself in a three-way battle for the title. 
And his trademark consistency kept him 
alive, barely, as a broken piston at the 
Syracuse Mile left him in a must-win sit- 
uation at the next round in San Jose. But 
the turn of events during the fall event at 
the fabled mile track spelled the end of 
his hopes for a repeat, and at the same 
time left dirt track fans with perhaps 
their most indelible memory of the two- 
time champ.

During his heat race, Goss suffered 
another failure, as his bike broke an oil 
line to the rocker box. Officials black- 
flagged him during the race, but Goss 
refused to pull off, finishing in a transfer 
position. After a heated argument with 
AMA officials, Goss was disqualified - 
and with that any chances of his hopes 
for a second consecutive championship 
were dashed. Goss was later quoted as 
saying, "If the Lord himself had been 
standing there waving that flag, I don't 
think that I would have stopped." Goss 
can sit back and laugh about the incident 
now, but he still sticks by his decision to 
stay on the track. 

“We shot all the top-end oil out on 
everybody else and oiled ‘em down real 
good," Goss says. "The problem was 
that if you pull over for the black flag, 
you can't even argue the fact because 
you're not in the National yet. We had to 
keep going and get in the position to get 
in the National and then at least you 
could argue it. We lost the argument." 

Despite thundering to a convincing 
win at the season finale Ascot half mile 
that year, just as he had in the spring, 
Goss wound up third in the final points 
tally behind Kidd and Scott. 

The year 1982 would see Goss and 
the rest of the Harley Davidson factory 
team, which by now included Scott 
Parker, chase a flying privateer named 
Ricky Graham down the stretch. Aided 
by the horsepower being generated by 
owner /mechanic Tex Peel, Graham won 
the championship over a somewhat reju- 
venated Springsteen and Goss. 

“We struggled all year racing against 
Ricky and Tex," Goss says. "I don't think 
that Harley had the fastest bikes then. 
There might have been a few reasons for 
that. I think Dick O'Brien realized that 
you can't keep running the privateers 
into the dirt. And Ricky was ridin' real 
good." 

Just the same, Goss landed two 
National wins that year, the Peoria TT 
and the Ascot Half Mile. / 

"Peoria, I think, was the toughest 
back in the days when we rode 750s 
there and you had to go over that jump 
20 or 25 laps," Goss says. "Because à 
Harley weighs like 320 pounds wet, and 
you're hittin' the backside of that jump 
at about 75 or 80 mph probably. You had 
to hang on, boy. I always thought it was 
worth at least 20,000 bucks to win that 
place." 

Goss rebounded in 1983, and again it 
was his consistency that gave him the 
edge. Goss rode to only two wins in ‘83, 
one at the Hagerstown, Maryland, Half 
Mile and the other at the Indy Mile, but 
his abililty stay on or near the box all 
season prevailed over a late-season 
three-race win streak by Graham to net 
Goss his second title by just eight points 
over the defending champ. 

Yet, in keeping with his slightly left- 
of-center nature, Goss is quick to dismiss 
that title and boast more of his 1984 sea- 
son, a year in which he lost the title to 
Graham and the factory Honda RS750. 

"I'd have to say that ‘84 was my best 
year as far as how good I was riding and 
how good we had our equipment run- 
ning," Goss says. "We really had gotten 
our program together. We had our TT 
bike working good and our short track 
bike working good. The Hondas were 
really fast that year, but we had a mile 
bike that would run with those guys if 
we stacked enough gear on it. Ours was 
faster than theirs a lot of the time. We 
were always covering it up or rolling off 
in the draft. I was in the hunt all the way 
until I broke my leg at San Jose that 
year." 

Goss' injury spelled not only the end 
of his title hopes but also his employ- 





ment as a Harley-Davidson factory rider, 
as he fell victim to the financial woes 
that plagued the company in the mid 
“805. 

“It was a little funny the way that it 
actually happened," Goss says. "After I 
got hurt I stayed out West for a while. 
They called me up from the factory and 
said, "We don't want you to worry, 
you've got a job next year." But then a 
month later when I called them back up, 
they were in trouble. They were strug- 
gling a bit for money, and it wasn't 
exactly what they had told me. I was 
basically left on my own." 

When 1985 season rolled around, 
Goss was a privateer again, but with a 
slight twist, as he joined up with Doug 
Chandler to ride RS750s for the 
Goss / Chandler SuperTrapp Racing 
Team, which was backed by Jerry Grif- 
fith, one of the key players in the devel- 
opment of the factory Hondas during 
1984. The team would also receive assis- 
tance from none other than three-time 
World Champion Freddie Spencer. On 
paper the concept was good, but Goss 
admits that the team never lived up to its 
potential, and he was back on his own 
XR750 before the end of the season, fin- 
ishing out of the top 10. 

"It started out real good," Goss says. 
“We basically took the Honda engines 
and put them in Knight chassis. The 
main goal behind it was that Freddie 
Spencer was going to get us parts from a 
factory source in Japan, but that deal 
was cut off at the pass. I'm not sure what 
happened. But it was just a real long sea- 
son for us. I hurt my leg again at the 
Ascot TT, and just went like that for the 
rest of the season." 

If 1985 was disappointing, then 1986 
was even more so. Goss struggled all 
year aboard his own XR750, but a lack of 
financial support made the title chase 
rough going. It showed, as Goss again 
finished out of the top 10. Goss' final 
National win came at the spring Ascot 
Half Mile, and it gave him the all-time 
record of five half mile wins at the now 
deceased venue. 

“I liked going to Ascot basically 
because I won there and 1 always did 
real good there," Goss said. "But it 
always scared the heck out of me. The 
place was really tough to do good at. 
Towards the end there - when the track 
had changed from the first time I ever 
went out there - you just really had to 
drive it in hard and hang on, and just 
physically make the bike turn. I think 
that physical conditioning was the key to 
winning there." 

And it was also true that Goss the 
mechanic always seemed to have his 
bike dialed in to the Ascot surface. He 
knew what it took to make the bike com- 
petitive there. 

“You had to have something that 
really accelerated off the corner there," 
Goss says. "You had to have some steam 
and something that handled. You also 
had to have good brakes. Everybody 
remembers the days when they didn't 
run brakes there, but it was really a key 
factor for winning that place. I always 
liked coming to the West Coast. I loved 
places like Sacramento and San Jose, 
even though I struggled there." 

A self-avowed stock car racing fan, 
Goss tried to make a break into the four- 
wheeled ranks with his own NASCAR 
Late Model in 1987. He ran the car for 
two years, but the move proved to be a 
Step in the wrong direction. 

"As far as the money and the effort it 
takes, it (the stock car) was just about 
five times worse than bikes," Goss said. 
“And prize money isn't even a consider- 
ation. I put a lot of money into that. It 
would cost you $400 a week just for tires 


if you wanted to be competitive, and it 
wasn't like racing bikes, where if you 
have slower bike, you can still run up 
front." 

Rather than continue to compete, 
Goss elected to put his mechanical tal- 
ents to use by wrenching on them for 
someone else. He joined the Cars and 
Concepts SCCA Trans-Am team in 1989 
to wrench on driver Tom Kendall's 
Chevrolet Berettas, then moved over to 
M.T.I. Racing to wrench on the Chevro- 
let Intrepid IMSA GTP for two years 
before joining Roush Racing, where he 
now serves as the crew chief for 
Kendall's SCCA Trans-Am Ford Mus- 
tangs. 

"It's kind of the same thing as the 
bikes," Goss says. "It's a close-knit 
group, and everybody knows everybody 
else. It's always the same people work- 
ing on the same stuff. There's just a dif- 
ferent sign on the door." 

As crew chief, Goss, now 38, is 
responsible for the week-to-week deal- 
ings with the car, like getting it in the 
truck on time, and organizing the crew. 
During the races, he is in constant radio 
contact with Kendall, monitoring the car 
for any signs of trouble. He has shown 
the same dedication in his new job as he 
has throughout his racing career, and he 
says he enjoys the work. 

“It's a steady paycheck,” Goss says. 
“And it has kept me close to racing and 
in the technical side of things." 

Goss no doubt shows the same com- 
mitment to his family, which he started 
long before he had given up the grind of 
the dirt track wars. 

“Му daughter Janice is 11 now, Goss 
says. "She is in the sixth grade and plays 
girls basketball. She does real good in 
school. My other daughter Tracy is four 
now. They really could care less about 
racing, and that's fine." 

Wife Vicky has been with him 
through good and bad, and has been one 
of the few people who could match Goss 
in his determination to go where he has 
been. 

“You talk about dedication," Goss 
says. "She has shown the same dedica- 
tion from that end. When I first got mar- 
ried, we bought my wife a $300 wedding 
ring, and a new set of cylinder heads for 
my mile bike for $900. So that shows you 
how dedicated she his, I keep telling her 
TIl make it up to her next year.” 

And he still keeps up on the dirt track 
scene, catching as many races as possible 
on TV and calling to find out the results 
of each National. And both Randy and 
Vicky Goss have maintained a small con- 
nection by assisting Michigan racer 
Mark Wyskiel at selected Nationals in 
the Midwest during the “94 season. 

“We didn't make a National,” Goss 
says. "But we kind of got our feet wet 
again and got to see everyone.” 

Despite his absence, Goss says that 
dirt track racing never completely left 
his system. In fact, Goss says he 
wouldn't mind running a few selected 
races if everything was just right, though 
he doubts it will ever happen. And even 
if it did, it's possible that people might 
not really notice the quiet, hard working, 
former National Champion. It wouldn't 
bother him, it never has, and maybe 
that's the reason for the virtual disap- 
pearing act he pulled upon retirement. 

“Т never really was all that flamboy- 
ant,” Goss says. "Springer was just a leg- 
end on his own, the guy never passed 
anyone on the inside. My riding style 
wasn't that exciting. I was pretty much 
to the point, trying to score points and 
make money." 

In the end, perhaps it's better to let 
the record of Randy Goss speak for itself. 
He always did. с 
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eep the faith: 
sooner or later, 
it'll pay off. The 1994 
Grand Prix racing 
season was the year 
it all came right, at 
last, for Honda's 500cc GP team, after 
their five-year struggle to regain the 
World title they last won with Eddie 
Lawson back in 1989. For newly crowned 
World Champion Michael Doohan, it 
was a triumph for the grit and determi- 
nation that had enabled him to recover 
from the terrible injuries that deprived 
him of a near-certain debut champi- 
onship back in 1992. For Honda it was 
just reward - two years overdue - for 
turning a new page in 500cc GP develop- 
ment with the introduction of Big Bang 
engine technology that same year - tech- 
nology that their rivals had been quick to 
copy, and because of Doohan's injuries 
ended up benefiting from before Honda 
did. Only former sponsors Rothmans lost 
out: they jumped ship to F-1 car racing 
with Williams this year, and wound up 
second best on four wheels after Damon 
Hill played bumper cars in Australia 
with Michael Schumacher, and lost! If 
only they'd kept the faith, too... 

Doohan's well-deserved dominance 
of the “94 World Championship was 
crushing: in 14 races, he never finished 
off the rostrum, winning nine GPs in 
total - including six in a row, midseason 
- and had the title wrapped up three 
races early. This kind of superiority 
hasn't been seen in any class of GP rac- 
ing since the days of Giacomo Agostini 
and the MV Agusta more than two 
decades ago - but unlike Ago and his 
Italian “fire engines,” Honda and their 
Aussie ace had to cope with stern com- 
petition from Suzuki, Yamaha and Cagi- 
va: one rider from each marque finished 
in the top four places in the final World 
Championship standings, with Honda's 
three other riders filling slots five 
through seven. 

Considering that each of the 10 
NSR500s built for the 1994 season (two 
for each rider, plus two test/develop- 
ment bikes, this being the first time there 
was no Japanese 500cc series) were iden- 
tical, this not only underlines Mick-san's 
abilities, but also emphasizes the tough 
task Honda had on their hands in 
regaining their coveted world crown. 
Riding Doohan’s title-winning NSR at a 
dry, resurfaced Suzuka at season's end 
only confirmed the extent of their 
achievement. 

It would be easy to say that this 
year's Honda NSR500 is just like last 
year's, only more so - but that would 
disregard the two quite separate strands 
of development that HRC engineers con- 
tinue to work away at, in a constant 
striving after success. Even that success 
can be measured in two quite distinct 
ways, says Shigeru Hattori, the develop- 
ment engineer in charge of the NSR500. 

“Honda and Cagiva have a similar 
approach to technical development, “ he 
said. "Of course, it is our aim to win 
races and eventually the World Champi- 
onship, and it's nice when we can suc- 
ceed in doing this. But successful devel- 
opment of new technical concepts and 
design solutions as part of our 500cc GP 
race program is very nice. If you can 
combine the two, as we at Honda did 
this year, then that gives the greatest sat- 
isfaction of all. Cagiva especially among 
our rivals have a similar approach, 
which we very much admire: if it is true 
that they will withdraw from GP racing 
after 1994, this would be a very great 
disappointment for Honda." Е 

This dual approach to the business of 
GP racing means that Honda combine 
evolution with revolution, the rational 








with the radical. Their main objective is | 


to do what Doohan did this past season - 
win races regularly. That means a 
process of constant refinement to the 
basic NSR500 package. For 1994 this 
translated to an essentially unchanged 
chassis with an engine adapted to run on 
the new lower-octane fuel, and revised 
porting for the five transfer/two 


exhaust-port cylinders, new exhaust 
pipes, altered ignition timing (though 
this can be readily changed via the pro- 
grammable CDI), and an improved inlet 
tract - as well as a lot of work on the air- 
box to improve airflow to the 36mm 
twin-choke Keihin carbs used for every 
type of track (Honda doesn't swap choke 
sizes between fast and slow circuits like 
some others do). 

АП that comes under the heading of 
evolution, with many small changes 
aimed at improving the overall package. 
Revolution, though, came this season in 
the form of three big items: the updated 
version of the PGM-F1 fuel-injection sys- 
tem raced by Shinichi Itoh in GPs in 
1993, but only tested this season in 
revised form; the computerized "intelli- 
gent" suspension developed in conjunc- 
tion with Showa, which enables the 
operation of the rear shock to be opti- 
mized electronically at any chosen point 
on the circuit via E 
using data obtained from the on-bike 
telemetry - “not even a semi-active sys- 
tem," says Hattori, "but the first step 
towards an intelligent passive system"; 
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and the water injection system which, 
like the trick shock, debuted in the final 
GP of the season in Barcelona once the 
title had been won (though Doohan's 
bike had only the water injection fitted, 
not the PGM intelligent shock rear end, 
which he preferred not to use just yet). 
With the restrictions now imposed on F- 
1 car racing technology in pursuit of 


safety and close racing, it's safe to say 
that a works 500cc GP race bike, of 
which the Honda has just proved itself 
this past season to be the top of the heap, 
is the most sophisticated and technically 
avant-garde racing machine on any 
number of wheels. They are free to 
exploit to the maximum any mechanical 
or electronic avenue that offers the 
promise of improved performance. If 
anything makes the Williams-Renault or 
Benetton-Ford look low-tech, this is it. 
Which makes it all the more remark- 
able to have to report that riding the 
Doohan NSR500 fast enough to beat the 
cutoff time for this year's Japanese GP is 
incredibly close to riding a hyper-fast 
road bike on the street - certainly a lot 
closer to real-world motorcycling than 
driving an F-l car to the grocery store 
instead of your Volkswagen. The credit 
for this goes not only to HRC for their 
technical wizardry in making this possi- 
ble, but also to Doohan for insisting that 
Honda concentrate on maximizing the 
ridability of the bike, rather than follow- 
ing their traditional pursuit of all-out 


power.

In fact, they did both: The new fuel 
meant an initial drop in engine perfor- 
mance which Honda were able to regain 
by midseason - and then some. Last year 
the NSR500, in carbureted form, 
pumped out an impressive 184 bhp at 
the gearbox; this year, even on the 
lower-octane fuel, it delivers “over 185 
bhp,” according to Hattori-san (unoffi- 





cially believed to be 187 bhp) at 12,500 

m. More, with less. That in turn meant 
that top speed was restored to 1993 lev- 
els: At Hockenheim, the new, more 
streamlined Doohan (after his off-season 
operation to straighten his damaged leg, 
which he'd been unable to tuck inside 
the fairing, thus.promoting extra drag 
and a 4-mph-lower top speed than team- 
mate Daryl Beattie on an identical bike) 
trapped 196.29 mph, against Beattie's 
197.16 mph the season before - not a lot 
slower than Itoh's magic 200-mph mark 
set on the fuel-injected NSR in 1993. 

But Honda's engine development 
also concentrated on smoothing out the 
power delivery and fattening the mid- 
dle- and low-rpm power curve, to 
improve acceleration - an area the Suzu- 
ki held a definite edge in - and ridability. 
The result is awesomely admirable: no 
other bike I have ever ridden, not even 
last year's NSR500, has such a deep 
reserve of power delivered in such a 
usable fashion. 

The Honda pulls cleanly from 6000 
rpm out of pit lane, has an almost totally 
linear power delivery up to 13,500 rpm. 





АП this and 1000 rpm of overrev which, 
because of all the extra punch low down, 
you now hardly ever need to use, but 
has a little step in the delivery at around 
11,000 rpm which was enough to make it 
pop a fourth-gear wheelie almost every 
lap on the downhill straight after the 
Spoon Curve - even when a wimp like 
me has the throttle wound wide open 
just as you hit the little dip in the track 
surface there, on the racing line. Phew! 
Yet the engine is so torquey, you can 
short-shift at 10,000 to stop it wheelying 
out of Suzuka's pathetic chicane or the 
uphill hairpin, so as to get a better drive, 
but without losing momentum. 

Choosing the correct ratios for the 
side-loading six-speed gearbox must be 
a far easier task than in the past, because 
the combination of the improved 
midrange and the Big Bang power deliv- 
ery make it almost irrelevant what gear 
you're in for any given turn. There is just 
so much punch and the engine is so for- 
giving. In fact, riding Honda's four- 
stroke RC45 superbike is much more 
demanding in terms of getting the right 
gear for the right turn to keep the engine 
turning up high and on the cam - a 185- 
bhp GP two-stroke that is actually more 
ridable than a top superbike is kind of a 
contradiction in terms. 

Yet the NSR hasn't sacrific 
speed to obtain this extra punch: The 
new airbox - now running slightly pres- 
surized, higher than atmosphere - 
helped take care of that, so that the 
Honda is still the fastest 500 in the pack, 
while the mechanical and electronic 
improvements made to the engine dur- 
ing the season were abetted by the 
water-injection system that debuted in 
the final race of the year. This acts as a 
power booster at low to midrange rpm, 
adding an extra 10 bhp between 8000 
and 10,500 rpm, says Hattori, thanks to a 
header pipe attached to each cylinder to 
which the "real" exhaust pipe is then 
clamped. 

These headers each contain a nozzle 
which squirts water into the exhaust, 
cooling the exhaust gases and modifying 
the pressure wave within the pipe, to 
give the same result as if the pipes were 
longer than they really are. This in turn 
makes the engine more supple in terms 
of power delivery at low rpm: "We use 
the system to fill in the power curve at 
any point we choose to do so," says Hat- 
tori. "We can move the power around by 
altering the injection timing on the rpm 
scale, the duration and even the quantity 
of water injected - everything is con- 
trolled by the computer." 

What we have here then is an artifi- 
cial means of optimizing exhaust pipe 
shape and dimensions, recognized as the 
key to two-stroke performance tuning 
since the days of Walter Kaaden and his 
MZ racers back in the early 1960s. Water 
injection is not new, but it's taken Honda 
to apply it to GP two-strokes, with the 
added benefit that it also brings of 
reducing the amount of loss of the 
incoming charge through the exhaust 
ports, in turn improving fuel consump- 
tion and with the added benefit that it 
also brings of reducing exhaust emis- 
Sions. 

Water injection is an idea likely to 
prove immensely valuable in making the 
two-stroke engine more environmentally 
acceptable for street use - especially 
when combined with fuel injection, such 
as Honda are also developing on the 
NSR500, but which wasn't raced this 
Season after Itoh used it in Malaysia. 

"The performance level with EFI is 
only the same as carburetors, not any 
better yet," says Hattori. "But we realize 
its importance for the future of the two- 
stroke engine, which in production 


terms is light, less costly to build and 
easy to use, but has the problem of fuel 
consumption and err . So we will 
keep on working on it, because of the 
wider possible application in the future." 

So don't ever say two-stroke GP rac- 
ing has no application to real-world 
motorcycling, okay? Maybe Honda have 
a green color scheme all ready for when 
the PGM-F1 fuel injection makes a 
change break. 

Of course, there's no point improving 
the power delivery if you can't get it to 
the ground, and the modifications made 
to the chassis and suspension at the start 
of the season were aimed at doing just 
that. The chassis was altered slightly for 
1994, with the engine lifted and moved 
backward in the frame to improve bal- 
ance, and especially traction, while the 
swingarm was redesigned for the same 
reason. But to go two steps forward you 
must sometimes first take one step back, 
and that's what Honda had to do after 
the first two races. With Doohan strug- 
gling to finish third in the opening race 
in Australia, and only winning the next 
GP in Malaysia after drastically chang- 
ing his riding style as well as the gearbox 
ratios to cope with a bike that was a real 
handful to ride hard, HRC were willing 
to take the step back. Even that trick 
didn't work well enough to stop Kevin 
Schwantz winning on HRC home 
ground at Suzuka. But after an intensive 


test session at Jerez, the NSR's Showa 
suspension was revamped to 1992 guise, 
and Doohan too went back to “92 mode 
and won the next six races in a row. 

^We made some changes to the forks 
and rear suspension over the winter 
which were not correct," admits Hattori. 
"Because they were not compatible with 
the new tires Michelin produced for this

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season. As soon 
as we changed 
the suspension inter- 
nally, it was better." 

Well - let's just say that when Doohan 
got the suspension setup he wanted all 
along, his lap times came right down, 
the front tire started wearing better, and 
the bike handled far better over bumps, 
without the front wheel especially, freez- 
ing on a rough section of track. This 
enabled Doohan to run the notable softer 
suspension settings that he notably com- 
pared to other Honda riders, settings 
you notice even on the new, smoother 
Suzuka surface when you hit the bump 
before.the Spoon Curve flat out in fifth 
gear. Another bike I was riding that day 
shook the front end so badly I had to 
back off the throttle to let it all recover, 
but at even faster speeds the NSR500 
rode out the bump lap after lap as if it 
didn’t exist. Yet it didn’t do this because 
the steering geometry is about as radical 
as a Harley cruiser: with 22.5 degrees of 
head angle and 95mm trail, the Honda 
steers as light and easily around tight 
turns as you could hope. 

Though it seems quite big when you 
try it on for size at rest in pit lane, out on 
the track everything magically seems to 
shrink: it feels small and maneuverable, 
relatively easy to flick from side to side 
through the series of bends climbing the 
hill behind the Suzuka pits, requiring 
only a little muscle to make it head most- 
ly where you want it to go under power. 
That in itself is some feat of design, 
because the bike is awesomely potent, 
and said muscle is best devoted to hold- 
ing on tight to the bars when you twist 
the wrist and fast-forward the surround- 
ing scenery. 

There are few things in life as 
thrilling and mind-altering as gassing up 
a factory V-four Honda 500 down Suzu- 
ka’s front straight. That’s when you 
remember that this motorcycle is almost 
twice as powerful as the jumped-up 
250cc GP racer it seems to be, coasting 
around tight turns or the Suzuka hair- 

in. 

Y Yet the handling is immensely capa- 
ble: It encourages you to try to forget for 
an instant the value of this bike in cash 
as well as in sporting terms and to go for 
it, chucking it on its side in turns, scrap- 
ing boot and knee pads both sides as you 
maximize corner speeds to what seems 
like unlikely personal extremes, trusting 
in the confident grip from that front 
Michelin while remembering to pull the 
bike upright as much as possible before 
you gas 'er up out of turns. 

Unlike some other riders who use 
hard suspension settings so they can 
stand the bike on its nose on the way 
into turns and powerslide it on the way 
out, Doohan's approved technique is 
more subtle: He likes soft suspension 
settings that give the tires an easier time, 
and he feeds in the power more gradual- 
ly, if no less strongly, out of turns, riding 
the torque curve to make the bike work 
in more controlled fashion. For us lesser 
mortals trying to do a passable imitation 
of the Aussie maestro, such a riding style 
is much more rational, even if we can't 
pull the trigger as hard or as fast as 
Mick-san can. 

But the result is that the NSR500 set 
up in Doohan mode is a far more ridable 
piece of kit than any other current works 
500 I've had the chance to grapple with. 
More speed, more power - but also more 
confidence-inspiring: the more-of-every- 
thing bike. 

It's a bike that stops as well as it 
goes, too, thanks to Brembo's latest car- 
bon brakes, here employed in the small- 
er 290mm diameter that Doohan 
prefers, rather than the bigger 320mm 


black rotors fitted to some other bikes. 
Used without shrouds even on a cool 
November day on a track with two long 
straights - presumably thanks to the 
reduced thickness of the discs com- 
pared to other Brembos I’ve seen and 
used, so that the thinner rotors stay hot- 
ter longer - these give magical braking 
power which takes a while to build up 
to, especially at the speed the Honda 
flies at. 


I fiddled with the famous Doohan 
thumb brake which they left fitted, as 
well as adding a foot brake for journal- 
ists, but I can't say I'd ever really get 
used to this, and anyway I don't use the 
back brake at all on a modern racer. But 
it is a mark of Doohan's distinctive rid- 
ing style that he uses the rear brake so 
much more than any other rider in the 
500cc GP class. On the other hand, he 
must be the only one who doesn't use a 
speed-shifter: one was fitted to the bike 
for the first time in 1994 - Honda were 
the last to adopt such a gizmo on their 
500, reputedly because of the intricate 
design of their gearbox and their single- 
crank 112-degree V-four engine layout. 
It wasn't connected on this one, because 
Doohan doesn't see the need to use it. 
Wow! at last a point of disagreement 
with the great man: After a season rac- 
ing a bike with a speed-shifter fitted, I 
have to say I believe in them, not 
because you save a lot of time on gear 
changes, but because it's easier to con- 
trol the bike in many circumstances 
without having to flap your right wrist 
to change gear. Go on, Mick - give it a 
try. 
At least this year the Honda's gear 
change is notably smoother and less 
notchy than before, perhaps denoting 
some internal mods; definitely an 
improvement over last year's bike.

Riding the NSR500 was actually 
depressing, really - as well as humbling. 
Humbling, because I have to admit it's 
beyond my powers to criticize this 
motorcycle. Mr. Doohan might want to 
trade a little more acceleration for a little 
less top speed, but for me this is the per- 
fect bike: Nothing else I’ve ever ridden is 
as fast yet as user-friendly as Honda's 
finest. But depressing? Well, yes - look at 
it like this: Suzuki's “94 bike wasn't as 
good as their ‘93 World Champion, 
Yamaha have been racing a '91 bike with 
souped motor and Cagiva look like 
they're pulling out of racing. Is the 1995 
500cc GP season already a foregone con- 
clusion. Could be... N

1995 is something of a 

homecoming. He is 

returning to the team 
that he won the 1991 Daytona 200 with - 
then Camel Commonwealth Honda, now 
Smokin' Joe's Racing - and thinks he has 
the best shot since he left there. 

It has been a tortuous route for the 
garrulous French Canadian. In 1992 he 
made the leap most all road racers covet; 
to the 500cc GP class, only to land on a 
team that was - well, less than what he'd 
hoped for. After struggling through the 
season, he carded his best finish of the 
year, a fifth, in the final race at Sao Paolo, 
Brazil. It wasn't enough to keep him 
employed overseas and he returned to 
run the AMA Superbike class with the 
Rob Muzzy Kawasaki team. 

At the оосо 1994, Muzzy said, 
in an interview, that he felt pans AMA 
Superbike effort didn’t get the support it 
needed or deserved, and the results suf- 
fered. At the end of the year it was time 
for DuHamel to, once again, move on 
and this time he took, what he calls, “a 
leap of faith.” Miguel DuHamel would 
be the lead rider aboard the brand-new, 
and much anticipated, Harley-Davidson 
VR1000 superbike. 

Teething problems stopped him in his 
tracks at a number of races, but by mid- 
season the VR1000 was improving and 
DuHamel was the man to showcase its 
potential. He rode it mercilessly and, to 
much applause, pushed it to the front of 
the field at Mid-Ohio. Again, a minor 
failure - a problem with the shifter - 
forced him to pit while he was running 
in fourth place, but he went back out to 
finish the race. His best finish was in 
Brainerd, Minnesota, a high-speed circuit 
that was certain to amplify the Harley's 
horsepower deficiency. Making up for it 
with increased corner speed, DuHamel 
ran near the front and missed the win- 
ner's circle by only a single spot. 

He had hoped to stay with Harley for 
1995, but a deal couldn't be struck and 
he's moved on. But the 1994 season 
seemed like a logical place to start. 

Let's talk a little about last year. 

Well, I could see they (Harley-Davidson) 
were trying really hard so you can't ask 
for more than that. 

And the failures tended not to be cata- 
strophic, they seemed to be little things. 
Like at Mid-Ohio it was a shifter prob- 
lem. 

That was pretty frustrating because I fig- 
ured a shifter coming undone is not a 
new-product problem. That's somebody 
who forgot to tighten that darn bolt. 
There were a few times when you get 
mad, you get frustrated, but you just 
don't show it. You stay away from the 
people. Toward midseason it started to 
get pretty tough, pretty rough. 

How did you handle it? 

The best I could. We had some good 
results. Mid-Ohio was a good result as 
far as qualifying and everything. And the 
race was good for a while, when that 
happened, they fixed the shifter mecha- 
nism and I could have stayed home. But I 
said ГЇЇ go out and put a show on. So I 





did a lot of stuff that 

year that turned out 

good. 

Brainerd was a good 

race. 

Brainerd was good until I downshifted 
and we don't have no anti-slipping 
clutch thing, and I guess I must have hit 
like a hundred rpms too high on the 


down- 

shift 

and it just 

locked. up 

the rear wheel and 

started jumping around. So there was no 
way I was going to make the corner. I 
tried all the way to the curb and finally I 
went off and got in the grass. And as 


soon as I hit the grass I was ready to go. 
So it looked so good. It looked like I 
didn't lose that much time, I just got on 
the gas. That was a good race. 

You considered re-signing with Harley 
for a long time for this year, didn't you? 
Actually, it was more than consideration. 
It was what I wanted to do, what my 
plan was. I took the leap of faith when I 
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took that first year, and I knew what hap- 
pened last year was going to happen. 
There's a good scenario, bad scenario. 
There's only about two of them. It could 
have been better than what we expected, 
it could have been worse. It was actually 
what we expected, which was like many 
teething problems and stuff like that that 
gets to you. And I went through that in 
the hope of next year getting, still, I 
guess, the recognition from my team and 
everybody there and looking forward to 
next year like, “You did such a great job 
this year we definitely want you next 
year and we'll do this deal,” or whatever. 
I think they wanted me back but not as 
bad as the first year. That was disap- 
pointing. I mean, you can't hide it. I went 
through a whole year I could have just 
signed up with somebody else, Honda or 
Kawasaki, and had a much better year 
and still I would not be with Harley 
when it starts to pay off. 

When the bike's the lightest it's been 
and I know from being with them how 
much horsepower they gained; they 
gained quite a few, I mean we're talking 
a big step forward. I knew all this and all 
the time that we were with them our 
complete willingness or whatever, we 
really wanted to be with them. But in no 
way, shape, or form, I'm saying this 
because I read it somewhere and it's not 
true, that we had a verbal agreement 
with them or anything else. They had a 
contract out, and we did not want that 
contract. We still wanted to ride with 
them. We said this is what we need, this 
is what you should give us, as far as 
everything goes. They were bucking on a 
detail, I think it's almost a detail for 
Harley-Davidson, and really little things. 
And I think it was really a case of some- 
body saying, "This is the deal, take it or 
leave it." Because when Honda showed 
up - before that it was always "Okay, 
we'll try to do this, we'll try this, try that" 
- there's more ways to skin a fish or a cat, 
‘or whatever the expression is, when you 
want something bad enough. For a while 
it seemed we were trying to move some- 
thing, but it wasn't moving. And, of 
course, all of our ride offers were going 
down. I mean, everybody was signing up 
this season and testing. I think it was a 
gamble they took which could work. I 
mean if you don't have any more rides 
after a while and you hang there long 
enough, that's it, you have to take that 
ride. Which, as far as rides go, I would 
not be happy about as far as the contract 
goes. But, lo and behold, Honda just 
came up and this was like a two-day 
deal. They called us up one day and said, 
"Here's the deal and we don't have that 
much time. We've got to get on with our 
plans." Because we'd been talking on 
and off with them for a while, during the 
season, during the off-season. Them and 
Kawasaki and Yamaha even came out. 
Mostly Honda really wanted us bad. 
And many times we told them what we 
thought and what we'd like to see and 
they'd go, "No, we can't do that" and 
they'd leave. But they wanted us bad 
enough that they came back. They had a 
really good offer, pretty much what we 
wanted, exactly what we wanted. And 
уои appreciate that too. It's not just that 





























the fact or money or bonus terms. It’s 
them knowing that they have that much 
confidence in you, saying “okay, you're 
the man for our job, we want you guys to 
do this right." I could have just said, 
"Yes," and that was it, the end of the 
story, but I wanted to give Harley anoth- 
er shot. Because I'm saying, "Hey, don't 
lose me, I like to stay with you guys." 

So you went back to them after you got 
the offer from Honda? 

We had to go out of our way because 
Steve Scheibe was on vacation, which 
was a shame, but he was on vacation. 
From what I understand, he rarely takes 
vacations. 

No, never, never. And ahead of him is 
Mark Tuttle and we got in contact with 
him through his secretary, and told him 
it was urgent. We got him out of a meet- 
ing and told him about it just to let him 
know what's going on and the delays. I 
don't know if they thought we were 
bluffing or something. Basically, they 
said, "This is the deal, take it or leave it." 
It came pretty much down to that. As far 
as hearing that after the special circum- 
stances of the first season I went through, 
it didn't make any sense for me to stay 
with Harley when Honda and Smokin' 
Joe came up to me and expressed such a 
need and want to have me for many rea- 
sons, my riding talerit and PR manage- 
ment and so on. 

It's kind of hard to describe the situa- 
tion because, of course, this year, like I 
said, the bike's lighter, faster, and has 
more horsepower. I'd like to see that pay 
off. But that's gone and done. 

How much better was the bike at the 
end of the year than when you got it? 
From the beginning of the year? Do you 
want me to put in percentage or some- 
thing? 

Was it better significantly in every way? 
You almost can't compare the two. We, 
basically, almost did two years' evolution 
in one, I think. We found some big 


things. Any other way of going about it 
would have been wrong. So they did that 
right. And at the end of the year it was 
going well. We didn't have that many 
problems. We pretty much got away 
from teething problems and stupid stuff 
that on a new bike would occur to where 
I was thinking, "We're down on horse- 
power, we need power." So they worked 
on it, they found it. The bike definitely 
was a hundred percent better than when 
we started and a hundred percent 
lighter, too. 

Had you ever worked that much on a 
bike? Had you ever had to do that much 
development? 

My dad always helped me in motocross, 
and when I started road racing I had 
local dealer sponsorship and the guy 
came along and he worked on it. I under- 
stand a little bit of it, but there's no way 
I'm going to be a mechanic or any desire 
to be one. So I just tell them what's going 
on. I've got sort of an — M 
icm it, but just enough to get me by, I 


Did y you think you'd win a race this 
year? 

That was my expectation. 

When you started? 

When I started, before we signed even. 
Probably by a couple of tracks that I 
knew like Mid-Ohio. Brainerd was a big 
surprise, a big surprise. I think that 
there are a lot of people who said, 
"There's such a long straight, how come 
you're in front. They're not that fast. Or 
why do you suppose they're not that 
fast?" The thing is, there are two corners 
that demanded a lot of speed and a 
well-set-up bike. I would scream 
through those corners and wind up on 
the brakes really hard and make up all 
my time through there. Through the rest 
of the race track I was at least the same, 
if not faster. 

Did you ever have to ride that hard 
through a whole season? Because you 





could see, whether it was you or the 
bike, that you were trying. 

Every time I go riding I try to ride that 
hard. Sometimes it doesn't look as obvi- 
ous because there's not such a big gap of 
horsepower or whatever. I was working 
really hard, but the bike was handling 
really well and permitted me to do that. 
That's why it looked so obvious. I've 
worked before on other bikes that sort of 
went unnoticed and this was also part of 
the deal when I signed up with them, I 
said "this is going to be a good showcase 
for people realizing the speed and talent 
and the difference a rider could do." 
How did it affect your riding? 

It didn't. It just sharpened it up. Braking 
deeper and later, as possible. And being 
one-hundred-percent on all the time 
probably increased some corner speed. I 
think all and all I wasn't lacking that 
much before I rode it. 

Did having a second rider change the 
team at all? 

I don't think so. Basically we knew that 
Fritz (Kling) was going to come on the 
team because he tested the bike before T 
did and did well on it. I think, of course, 
they wanted two riders because of the 
possibility of breakage of one bike, which 
turned out right. For some reason, which 
they couldn't explain, Fritz's bike would 
always get to the end of the race and 
mine was always stopping for some 
problems. And that led some people to 
believe that the bikes weren't the same, 
but they were exactly the same. 

Do you think it's because you rode 
yours harder? 

I don't know. I'm not a mechanic. I defi- 
nitely rode it as hard as I could. I think it 
probably took a toll on it. We consumed 
more gas and stuff like that. I guess I was 
rough managing it, a lot rougher maybe, 
and maybe it came to make it break a bit. 
What did it feel like to get on the 
Honda RC45? 

The biggest thing about the RC45 is that 
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it has no engine brake. Every bike has got 
some, but the RC45 has got none, basical- 
ly. So that took a lot of getting used to. 
Whereas with the other bike, when you 
shut off the throttle you’d go flying off 
the handlebars almost. It had a good 
compression to it and it had no anti-slip- 
ping clutch. That's the big difference. It 
really messes me up a few times as far as 
corner speed. I was happy to get on it. 
The first time I got on it they had setups 
from last year and different specs and 
stuff like that. The first few times I rode it 
I thought, "this might be a long year 
again." 

Was that during this Dunlop test or 
before this weekend? 

Before this weekend I sat on it. This time, 
when we came out here, I know the bike 
can work. I told the the guys the perfect 
expression for the RC45, as far as me rid- 
ing it and getting up to my liking right 
now, it's just a diamond in the rough. 
Once we chopped it off and polished it, 
this thing's going to be awesome. It's 
going be an awesome machine. It's going 
to be a blast to ride. It flicks around real 
good. 

You can see that it doesn't work as well 
when you get on the gas exiting the cor- 
ners. 

It's just because it's got this power, the 
way the power Comes on it spins the 
wheel...

And then it upsets it... 

And then it upsets everything. It just 
spins and then it hooks a bit and hooks a 
bit and then... But it's really actually con- 
trolled. It's actually fun, it's just not get- 
ting you nowhere. So we're working on 
that, getting more traction to it. Like I 
said, it's not really highside-happy or 
anything like that right now the way I set 
it up. We're slowly working to what our 
goal is, which is to win, of course, but to 
get our lap times down. But we've done 
significant leaps forward. The first time I 
went out, I went out and barely got close 
to two minutes - 2:01. And I said, "let's 
change this," and we went right to 1:56, 
55 or something. 

What changes did you make, rear sus- 
pension? 

A little bit rear suspension, a lot of ride 
height. Basically, make it more comfort- 
able. It handles real good. I mean you 
throw it in there and it really carves a 
good line. The front end is prone to turn, 
almost oversteer. That's not a problem. 
Like I said, it's a diamond in the rough 
and we're working on it right now. And 
if we do get everything A-okay, every- 
thing working 100%, a lot of people are 
going to be surprised. 

Were you surprised when you got on it 
after watching it last year? Because 
those guys seemed to struggle a bit last 
year. 





I didn't really think about. From what I 
saw last year I wasn't too concerned 
because I didn't know exactly what was 
going on. It's not like Bultaco racing got 
back in it, and I'm like, “Ohhhh, I'm not 
going to go there." This is Honda Motor 
Corporation and Smokin' Joe - being 
with them cannot be bad. I didn't actual- 
ly take too much into consideration. But I 
figured also, from the machine stand- 
point and team, I said, "I'm sure they 
made giant strides forward through the 
year." HRC knows what they're doing 
and they're going to have it figured out 
by the time I get there. Which is about 
right. I’m learning the bike and it's get- 
ting better and better. Like I said, I just 
got to get used to a few things because 
the engine brake is so much gone. That's 
a little thing Гуе got to get used to. At 
least we're making leaps forward and I 
in no way feel that we're tapped out and, 
"Oh, man, I'm going to have to do some- 
thing." We've got a lot of better stuff to 
cóme. 

Will you have a 1995 model for Day- 
tona? 

I'm not sure about that. I think so. 
There's something going on there that 
they're going to have new bikes, but 
they'll be RC45s. So we won't be too far 
off the mark. That's not a problem, I 
don't see that being a problem. Same 
bike. Newer, better. 

Do you think you can win the champi- 
onship? 

Definitely. 

Do you feel that you're the favorite? 

Am I the favorite? I hope the other peo- 
ple think that. I’m not ready to say I'm 
the favorite, but I'm definitely a con- 
tender. I'm definitely going to be in there 
and I see myself going for every race vic- 
tory possible, and every point possible 
for both classes and try to do a double. 
There's tough competition out there and 
I'm not taking anybody lightly. I get on 
the team and I just center and focus on 
my team. Which is not as much fun, as 
some people are more social, they talk 
with everybody. I just get focused. 

How different is this team from the last 
time you worked with them? 

Basically, the same. Really well-orga- 
nized, a personable team. Not just like 
“you rider, do job.” The team, of course, 
they're very happy having me back. 
They've been trying to get me back since 
“91, basically. Back then we worked well, 
we gelled well. With this team we can do 








two days’ work in one day. Al (Ludding- 
` ton) does a great job, my mechanic, and 
Ray (Plumb), and I get along great with 
Bobby. 
When you left them you went to 500s. Is 
that still your goal? 
My only goal with the 500 is, I think 
every rider thinks like that: I know that 
I'm one of the best riders in the world, 
for myself. You don't have to believe it or 
whatever. I think it's good for riders to 
think that way. I think Scott's (Russell) 
up there, and other guys are definitely 
up there, as far as riders. The only thing 
I'd like to do with 500s is go over there 
on an NSR500 Honda and show them 
what I can do. And I can guarantee you 
that I’d be finishing top five, bad day, top 
three, good days and winning them and 
I'd be right in there for the championship 
run. АП respect to Mick Doohan and 
Luca Cadalora and all these other guys, 
especially Mick Doohan going real fast. 
He's on a good machine, but you still got 
to ride it. But, what I'm saying is, I feel 
that on a good bike I could go there and 
do that. Because in '92, I was on the most 
horrible machine I've ever seen in my life 
and I was able to do some results. I was 
riding some places where I thought I 
should have been lapped at least five 
times in the race and I didn't get lapped 
once. I was thinking "When are these 
guys coming by me? I'm stopped right 
here on the track. I can't turn this bike." 
It’s a nightmare. I'd wake up at night 
yelling, “No!” 
It got better at the end of the year when 
they let you work with the suspension 
guys, didn't it? 
It got a bit better, but not a whole lot. The 
real place where it worked a lot was Sao 
Paolo because all the corners were posi- 
tive camber and that's the only place 
where I could feel the front - the front 
end would really track around the track. 
It was an awful track. 
I thought it was a nice track. 
Except coming onto the front straight. 
Yeah, that's dangerous. But I mean 
you're coming out of the infield of Day- 
tona going up the banking and it's the 
same. GP guys just get ruffled over any- 
thing, especially a new track. I didn't 
think it was that bad. Of course, being a 
new track it wasn't perfect so it got a 
really bad rap. 
Would you rather ride the Grands Prix 
or World Superbike? 
I'd rather ride a 500 for the reason that 
they think they're pretty hot stuff over 
there and I know I can run with them. 
Maybe other guys can run, but I know 
what I can do. I'd like to go there and, 
like I said, I could go over there and win 
the championship. If they didn't want me 
back, I'd come back to the States - I love 
the States. I've done all my racing here 
and I'm really happy here. I get offers to 
go World Superbike often and, unless it's 
really a better offer, I don't go. The States 
is where I want to be. 
Was one of your offers for 1995 to go to 
World Superbike? 
Last year, the offers to go to World 
Superbike were really intense. This year 
we had a few offers, but nothing really 
too serious. 
The offer from Rob Muzzy was for the 
U.S.? 
Yeah, and I wanted it that way. Maybe I 
could have asked for World Superbike or 
maybe it was World Superbike, I don't 
even remember. Alan (Labrosse, 
DuHamel's manager) would know. I 
don't mind World Superbike, there are 
good racers there and Scott is doing a 
great job. But, l've raced with Scott, and 
I've raced with (Doug) Polen and the 
Ducati and Kawasaki, and we're about 
the same speed - give or take a few 
things. єх

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t was at Donington Park that 

Cagiva announced that they 

were to quit motorcycle rac- 

ing. They would finish the 

European season, they said, 

and that would be that. After 
12 years of trying, the game was over. 

That was in 1990. 

The next serious talk of retirement 
came at the end of 1993, in the form of a 
threat to Honda, who were interested in 
hiring John Kocinski for 1994. Cagiva 
had rescued the troubled superstar dur- 
ing 1993, and he'd won their first dry- 
weather GP for them. If they lost him 
now, they would quit. Or so the stories 
went. And not for the first time, Japan 
Inc. were prepared to help their honor- 
able (and only) European rival. 

At the end of 1994, however, factory 
owner Claudio Castiglioni would say 
nothing about Cagiva's GP future, 
beyond insisting: "I have never said we 
were going to quit." This time, it seemed 
certain, he really didn't mean it. 

Rumors of impending withdrawal 
had been circulating all year, ever since 
the company ran into well-publicized 
cash-flow problems in March, temporar- 
ily halting the production line of the 
tasty new Ducati 916. There were also 
minor tax-offense charges, while the 
change in government put a stop to a 
useful source of funds. 

Cagiva had bought several lame- 
duck companies (like Moto Morini, 
Mini-Moke and Husqvarna), and 
received money from subsidies in the 
process. 

Furthermore, though 16 years of 
effort had finally forged the once tragi- 
comic Italian works team into a fully 
competitive fighting force after any 


number of false starts; the cost far out- 
weighed the returns. Cagiva had spent 
tens, no, hundreds of millions of dollars, 
all to move from also-rans to almost- 
wins; and it wasn't getting any cheaper. 
Ducati's race program, at far lower cost, 
had yielded a string of world and 
national titles, and continued to do so in 
1994. 

Cagiva were baled out by a consor- 
tium of banks during 1994. It is said that 
the rescue package carried a firm pre- 
condition - that Cagiva must stop the 
expensive and almost fruitless activity 
of GP racing, at least until they could 
afford to do so once again. 

The final factor was the imminent 
arrival of the new in-line four 750, 
designed by Ferrari, to bear the Cagiva 
name alongside the hot-shot 125s etc. 
This is a head-on challenge to the Japan- 
ese in superbike racing as well as on the 
road, and word from the factory was 
that Cagiva owners Claudio and Gian- 
carlo Castiglioni were ready to transfer 
their affections to this new project, even 
though it was yet to be accepted for the 
1995 Superbike series. 

This is the most trenchant of the 
above reasons. If there is a single com- 
mon thread running through Cagiva's 
racing history, through all the different 
machines, designers, engineers and rid- 
ers who have pushed the project this 
way and that over the years, it is the 
sheer enthusiasm and love of GP racing 
of the two brothers. Between them they 
had built up an industrial giant on the 
bones of the bankrupt Aermacchi con- 
cern at Varese, and they went GP racing 
out of pure passion. If the new Fer- 
rari/ Cagiva superbike has stolen their 
hearts, then they will leave GP racing 
for the same reason. 

At the time of going to press, there 
was still no official confirmation of what

they intended to do in 1995. They might 
yet return. Perhaps this was another 
stratagem to manipulate the rider mar- 
ket - some thought they wanted to be 
rid of Kocinski, others that they were 
desperately trying to keep him. It 
remained a mystery. 

Yet the writing on the wall was clear. 
By the last race of the season in 
Barcelona, crew members were openly 
looking for jobs. Doug Chandler's crew 
chief Kel Carruthers was looking for 
work; while the longer-serving Cagiva 
employee Fiorenzo Fanale (ex-Eddie 
Lawson, ex-Kocinski) was also touting 
his resume around. Doug Chandler did 
not expect his contract to be renewed; 
nor did Kocinski. At least not after the 
race, when he was officially released for 
the remainder of the season, freeing him 
to test other machines. And two months 
later even team manager Giacomo 
Agostini announced he had other plans 
for 1995. 

It really did look as though Cagiva 
were leaving. 

Racing cannot afford sentimentality, 
yet everybody knew that they would 
leave a big hole in the 500 class. They 
were important not only because they 
had improved so much over the past 
four years, and not only because they 
were often technically adventurous, 
adding much interest to a somewhat 
stagnant design pool. Their greatest 
value was as a counterpoint to the 
Japanese. With them gone, it would be 
up to the V-twin Aprilia to fight the big 
three. 

Looking back, nobody could speak of 
a glorious history. The progress of the 
Cagiva has been fitful in the extreme - a 
decade and a half of high hopes turned 
to disillusionment, a process repeated 
over and over as technical staff and rid- 
ers were regularly replaced.

Time and again, the same words 
would be echoed. Upon joining, the 
rider / engineer could hardly speak high- 
ly enough of the factory’s dedication to 
improve, their willingness to work all 
hours to keep up a constant stream of 
new equipment and ideas, their fast 
response time and enormous potential. 
One or two years later the same people 
would leave, complaining about hope- 
lessly confused development, and a 
damaging lack of coherence. It seemed 
nobody could overcome Cagiva's ten- 
dency to try and develop too many 
ideas at once, when what succeeds in 
racing is a meticulous, even plodding 
approach, working through one idea at 
a time, each to its logical conclusion. The 
sort of thing the Italians do so badly, 
and the Japanese so well. 

Cagiva always went for big names. 
Their munificence in fees to riders and 
technicians was legendary, and for 
every one person they did manage to 
imbue with enthusiasm in this way, you 
could be sure there would be one or two 
others who had been sorely tempted by 
the Cagiva dollar. 

They always aimed for the very best 
of riders. They didn't always succeed in 
getting them, recording near misses with 
Kenny Roberts, Wayne Rainey and Barry 
Sheene, among others; and were often 
forced to settle for second-best. But even 
in the really bad early years they had 
good men: almost-champion Virginio 
Ferrari, 350 champion Jon Ekerold, 500 
champion Marco Lucchinelli; then the 
real big-time - Randy Mamola, Eddie 
Lawson, John Kocinski... 

Many were fading stars. It was the 

















lesser-known riders who earned them 
their first points: Ekerold in 1982, Herve 
Moineau in 1984, Juan Garriga in 1986; 
then Raymond Roche and Didier de 
Radigues, before Mamola's first rostrum 
finish in 1988. With the arrival of Law- 
son and crew chief Fanale the big-spend 
policy paid off. Their partnership coin- 
cided with the best bike yet, and togeth- 
er they turned it into a truly competitive 
500-class racer, securing pole position 
twice and claiming the marque's first- 
ever race win in Hungary. No matter 
that this was a tactical win hinging on 
tire choice, it was a win. At last the red 
bikes had come of age. 


Better still was to follow when they 
stepped in to salvage the career of errat- 
ic genius Kocinski, after the former 250 
champion and 500cc race winner had 
undergone meltdown midway through 
his 250-class return on the Lucky Strike 
Suzuki. John, with a big grudge against 
the world, was just the man to take the 
Cagiva one step further, claiming their 
first dry-weather win in the U.S. GP in 
1993. Kocinski stayed with them for 
1994, winning the Australian GP bril- 
liantly. And the Cagivas now had to be 
taken seriously for the first time ever. 

Cagiva’s racing history is littered 
with strange tales hinting at technical 
piracy and secret liaisons with supposed 
rivals: the charge is that they caught up 
with the Japanese (eventually) by not 
merely copying them, but actually using 
the same components. This suggested a 
more or less covert exchange of draw- 
ings or even parts, especially with 
Yamaha. It is common cause that many 
intimate parts of their second-genera- 
tion V-four that arrived in 1987 - like 
crankshafts and pistons - were inter- 
changeable with Yamaha parts; while 
there were also parallel chassis develop- 
ments, notably the banana-curved 
swing-arm of 1988, that seemed far too 
similar to be a coincidence. 

Claudio Castiglioni, the brother with 
the higher public profile, was always 
eh in his denials of any link what- 
soever with Yamaha, or with anybody 
else. Yet tales of skullduggery had been 
with Cagiva right from the very start, 
including a persistent belief that the dis- 
appearance of a works Suzuki crankcase 
from the team's British headquarters in 
1978 was closely linked with the appear-

ance in 1979 of the first "Cagiva" (rather 
than the repainted Suzuki that had born 
the name in 1978), which appeared to 
have copy square-four crankcases, sur- 
mounted by a collection of freely avail- 
able Suzuki RG500 production-racer 
components. The bike was ridden by 
Scotsman Alex George, managing a cou- 
ple of 13th-place finishes before disap- 
pearing into history. 

They were back in 1980 with a new 
Cagiva, again painted in the proud red- 
and-silver colors of the old MV team. 
There were other MV links, including 
team boss Arturo Magni, who now 


filled the same role at Cagiva. This was - 


a different machine, but still not entire- 
ly their own. On top of in-line four 
Yamaha cases they'd put Cagiva cylin- 
ders, without exhaust valves but with 
reed-valve induction. This was an early 
use of a system that took three or more 
years to become the class norm. The 
bike raced only once, at the Nurburg- 
ring on August 24th in the hands of 
Ferrari. He qualified 25th, well off the 
pace. 

Ferrari, a big name in Italy, stayed in 
1981 to help further progress. This com- 
prised another much-changed bike, and 
lots of troubles, with fond ambitions 
turned to dust. The new bike was ready 
for the German GP at the Hockenheim- 
ring, and was interesting. In place of the 
base Yamaha's piston-port-induction, 
Cagiva had now grafted a gallery of 
rotary disc valves onto the top of the 
gearbox / crankcase of the straight-four - 
another piece of premature technical 
ambition (Yamaha adopted a somewhat 
similar system during 1984 for their V- 
four). The two outer cylinders had 








reversed exhaust ports. But while clever, 
it was slow and unreliable, and Ferrari 
missed several races before returning for 
the 10th round at Imola, complaining 
that the new frame built by Niko Bakker 
handled badly, but that the Dutchman 
didn't seem to care. The engine 
remained a long way off being competi- 
tive. 

With Ferrari quitting in dismay, 
Cagiva again missed the start of the sea- 
son while developing another new bike. 
This Yamaha-like disc-valve square four 
finally arrived in July for new signing 
Jon Ekerold, the South African iron 
man. Dutchman Boet van Dulmen had 
turned the ride down; the hitherto out- 
spoken Ekerold now conformed to type 
as Cagiva recruit, lavish in praise for 
their enthusiasm. 

The other alternative Italian 500s - 
Sanvenero and Morbidelli - started 
many more GPs than the Cagiva. 
Ekerold's bike arrived only in July in 
Yugoslavia, with a revised and lowered 
frame for the ninth round, the British 
GP at Silverstone. Jon qualified 10th and 
finished 13th (points were for the top 10 
only at that time). The last race of the 
year, at Hockenheim was to be a mile- 
stone. As Spencer and Uncini crashed 
out at the final bend, leaving victory to 
Mamola's Suzuki, Ekerold was promot- 
ed to 10th. This was Cagiva's first World 
Championship point. 

1983 was the year of classic 
Spencer/Roberts confrontation. Cagiva 
had a different sort of stand-off, as they 
brought Ferrari back into the team, and 
Ekerold found himself pushed to one 
side. АП talk of their enthusiasm and 
dedication was forgotten as he ranted at 
the third GP, the Italian at Monza: "My 
mechanics treat it as a nine-to-five job," 
before refusing to race the underdevel- 
oped and ill-prepared machine. For the 
next three races, he didn't get a bike at 
all; in Austria, Ferrari had three. Ekerold 
quit in a rage. 

In typical Cagiva fashion, rather than 
improving what they had they instead 
produced something new. One of Fer- 
rari’s Austrian bikes had a revised 
engine as the main frame member, with 
subframes front and rear, and a magne- 
sium swingarm, by freelance designer 
Valentino Ribi. Like any ground-break- 
ing design it could hardly be expected 
to achieve much first time out. Nor did 
it. Three non-starts followed a debut 
23rd; then for Britain came another new 
Ribi frame, a full loop in aluminum. It 
never finished a race. 

Enthusiasm undampened, Cagiva 
secured the services of ex-World Cham- 
pion Marco Lucchinelli for 1984. His 
year on the square four didn't go well. 
A string of non-finishes preceded a fit of 
temperament in France when "Lucky" 
had a fight with a marshall and with- 























































drew rather than face disciplinary 
action. Cagiva had already signed up a 
second rider, French endurance star 
Moineau. And as the mercurial 
Lucchinelli came and went, taking one 
non-scoring finish in 12 races, Moineau 
achieved the machine's second champi- 
onship point with 10th in Yugoslavia. 

For 1985 Cagiva pensioned off the 
now deeply unfashionable square four 
and introduced their first V-four, basis 
of the motor that carried them through 
to the present day. It was extremely like 
the 1983 Yamaha YZR, though the 
Japanese bike had now shed an extra 
idler gear and cross-shaft linking the 
crankshafts. But while it brought them 
closer to the class state of the art, it fell 
short in several important areas. Not 
only was it bulky and heavy by compar- 
ison with the Japanese V-fours, it also 
made less power - the legacy of stag- 
gered inlets rather than the in-line four 
of the Yamaha, which in turn meant 
they had to use four Dell'Orto carbure- 
tors rather than a pair of twin-choke 
Mikunis. This dictated longer inlet 
tracts, whereas the other reed-valve 
engines were finding extra power by 
shortening the inlet as much as possible. 

The machine's first year was not aus- 
picious. Lucchinelli was again their 
head rider, and together they missed the 
first six GPs. He arrived in Yugoslavia 
for a 15th place followed by two more 
non-finishes, and missed the next three 
races too. At the last race, at Misano, 
Ferrari joined him; again neither fin- 
ished. 

Something important had happened 
in the meantime. Cagiva had persuaded 
the retired Kenny Roberts to test the 
bikes at Misano before the race, and he 
had quickly been on the pace. From then 
on he would feel a special fondness for 
“my Cagivas," and was convinced that 
there wasn't much wrong with them 
that a little well-directed development 
by a top rider couldn't sort out. Cagiva 
paid him $50,000 for the tests, and 
offered him double that to race the bike. 
He wisely declined, as had Barry Sheene 
before him. 

Instead for 1986 they hired rising 
young Spaniard Juan Garriga, who gave 
them their best season yet. He qualified 
in the top ten four times in 11 races, and 
scored points twice. Eighth at the open- 
ing Spanish GP was the marque's best 
finish ever, and though he did suffer six 
non-finishes, he was up with the slower 
works men when the bike did keep 
going. With four points by year's end, 
he was 17th overall, the first time Cagi- 
va had done better than equal last. 

After this, Cagiva found it easier to 
recruit good riders for 1987. They also 
had another major redesign, addressing 
the problems of the old CV10, which 
was now sufficiently changed to be 
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redesignated 
the V587. The 
work had been done 
in house by engine designer Ezio 
Mascheroni, the direction of develop- 
ment closely followed that of Yamaha. 
The angle between the vee closed right 
up from 90 degrees to 56, making the 
motor more compact; the inlets to the 
reed valves were arranged in line and 
Mikuni carburetors were adopted, and 
the total-loss Marelli ignition (requiring 
a bulky battery) was replaced halfway 
through the year with a Japanese 
Kokkuisan self-generating system. 

Cagiva had signed up for the first 
and only time with a sponsor, Bastos, a 
European cigarette brand: the bikes 
were still red, but had white striping. 
They recruited two riders who could be 
regarded as good and still improving: 
Frenchman Raymond Roche and Bel- 
gian Didier de Radigues. 

And they signed up French engineer 
Allain Chevallier, until now a racing 
bike manufacturer in his own right. He 
was expected to produce a lightweight 
chassis, but when this was not forth- 
coming, Cagiva built their own in 
house, which arrived in time for the 
fourth race at Monza. Chevallier 
remained in charge at the tracks, but 
this was another relationship that ran 
into the doldrums. 

Roche and de Radigues had a good 
year, by and large, though the non-fin- 
ishes were still frequent, with nine and 
eight, respectively. But each scored 
points four times, with a best-ever 
fourth in Brazil for de Radigues, who 
was 12th overall, with Roche 13th. 

Now Cagiva were the strongest they 
had ever been. Their bike still lacked 
performance and refinement, but the 
gap was much, much smaller, and 
might be closed still further. And as a 
reward they managed to catch their best 
rider so far - Randy Mamola, on the 
rebound from Team Roberts, but still a 
leading light. 

Randy and teammate Roche rode the 
revised V588, with the new arched 
swingarm just like Yamaha's. During 
the season they also switched to Ohlins 
suspension, adopted a new computer- 
ized programmable ignition from 
Marelli, and revised the bodywork to a 
fully enclosed design. 

With its vivid red paint and Testa 
Rossa-like air ducts, it was the prettiest 
bike on the track by a big margin. But it 
was still not as good as its ever-improv- 
ing rivals, remaining awkwardly peak 
by comparison, and too heavy, wit 
aluminum rather than magnesium 
engine cases just one reason why. They 
were also the only team racing with the 
new Pirelli tires. All the same, the 
results were better than ever. Mamola 
failed to score at nine out of 15 rounds; 
but when he did finish he was three 
times in the top six, and in Belgium 
gave Cagiva their first-ever rostrum. He 
was 12th overall. 

Mamola had two more years at Cagi- 
va, but things really didn't continue to 
gel. Randy had brought George Vuk- 
manovich with him, the diminimutive 
ex-HRC crew chief aiming to impose 
strict Japanese-style development disci- 
plines on the overenthusiastic Italians. 
These hopes were gradually eroded, 
and George left early, despairing that 
they could never learn to test one 
change at a time rather than three or 
four. 

The bike was further improved for 
1989, with lightweight magnesium 
cases, new rotary exhaust power valves 
and ATAC-style exhaust chamber, and a 
new chassis. But they ran into handling 
problems and teething troubles that 








dropped Mamola to 17th overall, with a 
best race result of seventh. 

In 1990, Mamola's dedication to play- 
ing the fool finally got the better of the 
Italians. They were more serious than 
ever, with engine and frame further 
improved, and a new carbon-fiber frame 
waiting in the wings. Just to prove their 
innovative spirit, they had also tested 
fuel injection during 1989. It was far 
from race ready, but they were again 
some years ahead of the Japanese in 
these trials. 

Mamola came close to winning in 
Spa, moving through like a master in 
the wet before finally outreaching him- 
self to crash; but his best result was 
sixth. New teammate Alex Barros did 
better, with a fifth place; but grandiose 
plans with their new three-bike team 
came to little with Ron Haslam injured 
almost throughout the year. 

Barros was 12th, Mamola and 
Haslam 13th and 15th, respectively. Dis- 
appointing, given the amount spent on 
bike and riders. And as a result, Cagiva 
dropped a bombshell. 


They were to quit. 
Or so they said. In fact, they did 
nothing of the sort. Instead they were 
busy negotiating to recruit their greatest 
prize ever - four-time World Champion 
Eddie Lawson. 

It is still not entirely clear why they 
made the announcement. Perhaps it was 
a way of Se vemm with clown prince 
Mamola without having to fire him - 
they rehired Barros for the next two 
years. Perhaps, as they later argued, 
théy only changed their minds when the 
Lawson deal came into view. 

In any case, it heralded the best two 
years so far - not only because of 
Eddie's results, which were better than 
anything they'd dreamed of so far, but 
because of the progress they made 
toward full maturity as a genuinely 
competitive racing team that need make 
no excuses when compared with the 
Japanese. 

Certainly much of this was as a direct 
result of the influence of the quiet 
American and his ex-Yamaha mechanic 
Fanale. Steady Eddie brought not only a 
methodical approach but also a great 
strength of character and steadfastness 
of purpose to the task, and the bike and 
factory responded in kind. 

In 1992, he had only four no-scores 
out of 15 races, and he was twice on the 
rostrum, in Italy and France. Two thirds 
were backed up by solid top 10 results, 
he was sixth overall; poles in Holland

and England were the icing on a year 
that saw the Cagiva dicing with the likes 
of Schwantz, Doohan and Rainey for the 
first time ever. 

In the next year came Cagiva's first 
win, and while it may have had as much 
to do with tire choice as anything, Law- 
son's victory in Hungary also required 
that the rider and bike be good enough 
to take advantage of the tactics. Lawson 
thoroughly deserved to be the man to 
bring the Cagiva to victory. 

If it hadn't been Eddie, it would have 
been John Kocinski, a Cagiva latecomer 
who, in terms of development, took the 
benefit from the foundations laid by 
Randy and Eddie. Yet Kocinski and the 
Cagiva were peculiarly suited, and his 
first dry-weather win in the USA and 
the second this year in Australia were 
out-and-out victories that owed nothing 
to tactics and everything to the abilities 
of machine and rider. He gave Cagiva a 
fitting swan song. 

Cagiva had poached Doug Chandler 
from Suzuki to replace Lawson for 1993; 
though Doug started well, a heavy crash 
at Mugello left him concussed and 
unconfident, an affliction that took a 
year to shake off. Kocinski became avail- 
able only late in the season, after falling 
out with Suzuki. Unloved, his reputa- 
tion for peevishness now a legend, 
Kocinski had nowhere to go until Cagi- 
va stepped in. It wasn't what he would 
have chosen, but he was happy to have 






























































a set of wheels at all, and proceeded to 
ride them off the thing. Victory in the 
U.S. Grand Prix was just one fine ride 
among several. 

The bike was now not only better 
than ever, but was teaching the Japanese 
lessons in a creative approach. Cagiva 
had been early with an effective Big 
Bang to follow Honda's lead in 1992; 
they had also been quickest to copy 
Honda's ram-pressurized airbox, thanks 
to new chief engineer, Riccardo Rosa. 
This year a hatful of new ideas ranged 
from a half-carbon/half-aluminum 
chassis to a sophisticated. update of 
mechanical anti-dive brakes; while their 
engine-management electronics were as 
good as anybody's. They also had an 
open attitude that was a refreshing con- 
trast to the obsessive secrecy of Japan, 
Inc. 

Kocinski won the first GP, and might 
easily have finished higher than third 
overall but for injury in Germany. He 
rode with great determination, amid a 
flurry of pogo-stick scatter-gun machine 
“development” that in earlier times 
would have brought out the worst in the 
Italian team. They had by now achieved 
a veneer of professionalism that coun- 
tered the wilder aberrations, but the 
similarity in temperament between rider 
and bike remained strong. Both were 
capable of brilliance, but neither could 
be relied upon to produce it weekend 
after weekend. 

Since Cagiva have yet to announce 
their expected withdrawal officially, it is 
too early for an epitaph. Yet it is appro- 
priate to disinter the eloquent ghost- 
written statement made by Mamola to 
the press in Britain in 1990, on the occa- 
sion of their first retirement.

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he Yamaha YZ125 isn't the 
fastest bike in the 125cc class, but 
thanks to its decent all-around 
motor, great suspension, good 
brakes and pleasant ergonomics, 
the testing staff of Cycle News picked the 
little white machine as the winner of our 
annual 125cc MX Shootout. Everything 
about the YZ was appealing, and each 
and every one of our test riders agreed

that it was the best-rounded bike in its 
class. 

At the same time, however, we also 
agreed that with a little more in the 
engine department, the YZ would be the 
ultimate. Sure, it was fast enough stock, 
but everyone knows that at the race 
track, a bone-stock bike in the 125cc 
class is a rarity. We could hardly wait to 
start tweaking on our little Yamaha, and 


when we were given the okay, it was 
only a matter of days before we had 
built the bike we had dreamed of. 

R&D Racing is best-known for their 
work with the factory Suzuki mini team 
in the “705 and “805, but remain one of 
Southern California's most popular hop- 
up shops. This year, the father-and-son 
team of Rudy and Dean Dickinson have 
modified several motors for the North

County Yamaha Western Regional 125сс 
Supercross team, and it looks likely that 
they will be the tuners of choice for the 
two-man squad. The Dickinson’s were 
more than happy to assist us in our 
quest for the ultimate YZ125, and in a 
matter of days, had transformed our 
once mild-mannered scooter into a real 
fire breather. 

R&D Racing's YZ125 engine kit is 
quite extensive and - at $553 - it isn't 
cheap. This is what you get for your 
money: the cylinder receives a radical 
port job that includes changes to the 
deck height, as well as width and height 
adjustments of the intake and exhaust 
ports. “It’s really a lot of grinding," says 
Dean Dickinson, "very extensive." 

The cylinder head is - of course - 
modified to accommodate the new 
cylinder deck height, and at the same 
time worked on to increase compres- 
sion. The power valves are also modi- 
fied, and though Dickinson didn't care 
to elaborate, he did say that the engine 
modifications included more than just a 
grind here and there. Surprisingly, the 
carburetor was left stock, with the 
exception of a leaner needle-clip posi- 
tion. 

The final touch was the addition of 
R&D's racing exhaust pipe, which is 
specifically designed to compliment the 
aforementioned changes. The pipe is 
chrome plated, which in addition to 
adding a bit of style, makes upkeep a 
great deal simpler. Another surprise is 
the fact that R&D recommends the use 
of the stock silencer. "Aftermarket 
silencers are sometimes tricker-looking, 
but in most cases, they just make the 
bike louder," said Dickinson. R&D rec- 
ommended that we run race gas, mixed 
with Maxima 927 at a 32:1 ratio. 

From the moment we started up the 
"breathed on" motor, it was apparent 
that the powerband was not of the same 
tame, anyone-can-ride-it style. While 
dyno carts provided by R&D led us to 
expect.a "Honda-esque" powerband 
that begins with a hard hit down low 
that pulls strong through the middle, 
the Yamaha actually felt much different. 
We had a stock '95 YZ125 on hand dur- 
ing testing, and jumped from bike to 
bike repeatedly. While the stock bike 
seemed to have a decent amount of low 
end and a healthy midrange, the bike 
felt a bit choked up on top. Not that the 
bike wouldn't pull, it just felt as if there 
was much more potential lurking in the 
cylinder. R&D has found a way to 
release that potential. Though the bike 
feels about the same down low, there is 
absolutely no comparison from the mid- 
dle of the powerband on up. The engine 
is a bit pipier than the stocker, but it 
revs quicker and pulls longer. Our first 
ride on the modified machine was on a 
watered sand track, and we must admit 
that we weren't all that impressed. The 
torque-gobbling sand track made the 
R&D machine feel lazy in comparison to 
the stocker, especially down low. Our 
next ride, however, came on the tacky, 
prepared surface of Rainbow MX Park. 
When traction was abundant early in 
the day, the R&D engine screamed like a 
banshee. The more skilled the tester, the 
better he liked the project bike. Even our 
beginner tester - whom we expected to 
hate the bike - found the R&D motor to 
his liking, reporting that it hit harder, 
and sooner. 

As the day progressed and the track 
dried out, the R&D motor continued to 
amaze us. We thought that the harder- 
hitting motor would be a handful when 
the going got dry and slippery, but to 
our surprise the bike continued to hook 
up and outaccelerate the stocker. The 
R&D engine's only weakness is perhaps 











its lack of low-end grunt. Clearing dou- 
ble or tabletop jumps that are preceded 
by a sharp turn wasn't as easy aboard 
the modified YZ as it was our stock 
Honda CR125. 

But what about the suspension? With 
the 12 years of experience gained while 
working for Showa, Sam Mishima 
brings to R&D a wealth of suspension 
tuning knowledge. "I read in your 125 
shootout that you were already pretty 
happy with the YZ's suspension," 
Mishima told us. ^So I only changed a 
few little things." 

True, we were already quite pleased 
with the performance of our stock Kaya- 
ba forks and shock, but we're always 
willing to try something new. Mishima 
believes that the “mid-valve” setup in 
the Kayaba fork delivers a harsh feeling 
in the low- to mid-speed compression 
damping. In order to eliminate this 
harshness, Mishima simply eliminated 
the mid-valve altogether. But wouldn't 
that be like cutting off a motor mount in 
order to make your bike lighter? Well, 
according to Mishima, not if you com- 
pensate for it. The high-speed compres- 
sion damping was increased in order to 
make up for the now-absent mid-valve, 
while the rebound damping was dialed 
in to have a little less low-speed resis- 
tance, but more high-speed. 

Out back, the Kayaba shock was 
revalved in a similar fashion. Less low- 
speed, and more high-speed compres- 
sion damping was the theme. Rebound 
was left stock, and the sag was set at 
95mm. According to Mishima, these 
were settings that DGY rider Jeff 
Dement used in the 125cc Nationals last 
year. 

Like the motor, it was hard to truly evalu- 
ate the modified suspension during our first 
outing. The rolling sand whoops were han- 
dled equally as well by both the stock and 
modified bikes, though we will admit that 
the R&D suspension seemed to resist bot- 
toming better. 

At both Rainbow and Glen Helen, it 
was much easier to pick out the differ- 
ences between the two. The R&D bike 
had a plusher feeling in the initial parts 
of both front and rear travel. By loosen- 
ing up the low-speed compression 
damping in the fork and shock, Mishi- 
ma has allowed the YZ to deliver better 
feel over the smaller bumps and square 
edges that often form going in and out 
of corners. Thanks to the tighter high- 
speed compression valving, the R&D 
boingers handle hard landings with 
greater control than the stockers - bot- 
toming is less frequent, even with a 170- 
pound rider aboard. 

In order to put the YZ's new-found 
power to the ground, we installed one of 
AFAM USA's Type II Hard Anodized 
Chain Kits. Included in the kit is a high- 
quality MC2 chain, which AFAM claims 
is head and shoulders better than the 
stock unit. From the materials used, to 
the shot-peened, heat-treated finish, the 
MC2 is far from average. A Works Light 
II hard-anodized rear sprocket, and a 
case-hardened steel countershaft sprock- 
et round out the package. Both chain- 
wheels feature self-cleaning grooves. 

Though AFAM is best known for 
their chains and sprockets, they have 
developed a line of handlebars to com- 
pliment their existing line of products. 
The M5 Works Bars are constructed of 
5mm-thick 2014 T-6 aluminum tubing. 
AFAM claims that the bars are much 
stronger than other aluminum handle- 
bars, most of which use 4mm-thick tub- 
ing. We chose the high Honda bend, 
with a pure anodized finish. 

Each year, we acquaint ourselves 
with approximately 10 new motocross 
bikes. And usually, the first things to go

are the handlebars and the chains. Being 
the wild lot of testers that we are, most 
stock bars only last a few rides before 
being bent beyond recognition. The 
stock chains, meanwhile, usually stretch 
like rubber bands and don't last long. 
Tightening them repeatedly usually 
only wears out the sprockets - replacing 
the stock chain quickly is usually the 
best solution. 

So far, our experiences with the 
AFAM handlebars, sprockets and chain 
have been quite positive. Other than a 
tiny bit of initial stretch, the MC2 chain 
has resisted stretching, even in sandy or 
muddy conditions. The Works Lite II 
i geass do a good job of alleviating 
the muck that usually builds up 
between the chain and sproket, thanks 
to their self-cleaning grooves. The M5 
Works Bars seemed to transmit a bit 
more vibration to the rider’s hand than 
say, a pair of Renthals, but are much 
tougher and bend-resistant. We 
attribute this to their thicker 5mm- 
walled tubing. 

Protection was the next order to be 
filled, and Mike Meade’s MMF Racing 
was happy to oblige. MMF supplied one 
of the Stadium Skid Plates, a pair of 
Frame Guards, a pair of heavy-duty 
Radiator Guards, and a trick Aluminum 
SubFrame. In addition, our project YZ 
was propped up on a new Aluminum 
Kwik Stand. 

All of the aluminum pieces bolted on 
with minimal amounts of grief. In addi- 
tion to better roost protection, the radia- 
tor guards add some side-impact protec- 
tion as well - a definite bonus when a 
radiator can cost well over $100. In com- 
parison to some other skid plates, the 
MMF unit bolted on with similar ease, 
but features a small lip near the front. 
Why? “As a mudguard,” said Meade. 
“Stuffing foam between the frame and 
the skidplate is a hassle, and it also 
starts to look bad. The lip on the front of 
our skidplate keeps the mud out in the 
first place.” 


Rounding out of project YZ’s appear- 
ance was a set of Acerbis fenders, radiator 
shrouds and sidepanels. In order to dif- 
ferentiate our hot rod from every other 
YZ on the race track, we opted for the 
deep-purple-colored pieces. We're not 
sure whether it was the plastic, the MMF 
subframe, or a combination of both - but 
the sidepanels and rear fender required 
some drilling before they could be 
installed.

Of course - there were no numbers 
on the bike! N-Style's еек number- 
plate backing and 8-inch Pro's gave our 
bike the finishing touches, but owner 
Rob Healy begged us to wait a few more

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aul Malin is well aware that he is 
not exactly the flavor of the month 
in America. Nor is he ever likely to 
be, thanks to the inspired piece of 
125cc class riding that he turned in 
at the '94 Motocross des Nations. 
Malin's double moto sweep of the 
class saw the likable Brit become 
the cornerstone of a team that was to 
end the United States' incredible 13-year 
winning streak at the prestigious event. 

Until that fateful day in Roggenburg, 
it is probable that most American 
motocrossers were not even aware of 
the existence of Paul Malin. World 
Championship Series buffs may remem- 
ber his attack on the 500cc title in 1991, 
which was promising but all ended in 
tears at midseason, when Paul and his 
controversial Kawasaki team manager, 
Alec Wright, had a difference of opinion 
over machine setup. But more of this 
later... 

So, who is Paul Malin? Where has he 
been and where is he going? In a nut- 
shell, where he's been is in the 500 and 
250cc MX GP Series. Where he is going 
is the 125cc MX GP Series. This is not 
exactly the normal route through the 
Grand Prix maze, nor was it Malin's 
ideal way. Once again, it was Wright 
who played a major part in shaping 
Malin's career. 

Malin's introduction to schoolboy 
motocross was no different than that of 
thousands of other British kids. As is the 
norm in Britain, he followed his dad - 
and older brother, Darren - onto two 
wheels. His father, Brian, was a speed- 
way racer, not a motocrosser. It was the 
short, oval world of speedway and grass 
track that Paul was bloodied on as a 
baby. At two years of age, Paul had 
already discarded the training wheels of 
his push cycle, so no one was surprised 
when Santa left an Italjet Auto behind on 
his third Christmas. Paul's first competi- 
tive ride was on Boxing Day. (In Britain, 
Boxing Day is the first weekday after 
Christmas, when gifts, or boxes, are 
given to employees, postal carriers, etc.) 

The early years saw the Malin family 
racing just for fun. From the ages of six 
to eight, Paul won both the British 
Scrambles and Grass Track titles each 
year. "It was brilliant in the Schoolboys 
in those days," said Malin. "I'm not sure 
it's the same now. Back then we just had 
a car and a trailer, it was very simple. 
Nowadays the parents, not the kids, are 
much more competitive. They are des- 
perate to see Junior win. Maybe it is 
because they have so much money 
invested in them. You know - race bike, 
practice bike, power washer, huge truck 
- it wasn't like that when I started, and 
there certainly wasn't an endless pile of 
money being thrown away." 

Malin reckons that the highlight of 
his youth was being presented with his 
British Championship medals with Mike 
Hailwood on one side, and his hero, 
Graham Noyce, on the other. This sim- 
ple state of affairs was soon to change, 
though, because at the age of eight he 
was taken under the wing of controver- 
sial Kawasaki Team Green Manager 
Alec Wright. It was the start of an 
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Motocrosser Paul Malin

unbroken run of 12 years with Kawasa- 
ki, with the first seven being in the 
Schoolboy ranks. Suddenly, the young 
Malin had all the things he had previ- 
ously only dreamed of - the bikes, the 
trucks, the support. 

"Right from the start I was being 
groomed to be a professional motocross 
racer," said Malin. “1 had six sets of rid- 
ing kits because I had to be immaculate 
at the start of each race. And I had to 
wash the lot. Dad was my mechanic; but 
I learned to wrench, as well.” 

Those early years were action-packed, 
and he soon found himself becoming 
close friends with another young racer, a 
lad by the name of James Dobb. The two 
were virtually next-door neighbors, liv- 
ing just three miles apart. Soon they were 
training, traveling and socializing togeth- 
er. This idealistic state of affairs lasted 
until they were adults, until the fateful 
“91-92 season. But more on that later, 
when the story catches up... 

The first three years on Team Green 
saw Malin battling weekly with Dobb 
and Jason Burrows, twice finishing as 
runner-up in the British Championships. 
He finished second again in '84, having 








moved up to the 80cc Intermediate class. 
Malin finally struck gold in “85, when he 
rode a KX80 to the Open 100cc class title. 

A fourth in the Senior class in “86 was 
followed by his first big setback when a 
broken leg - sustained while on a racing 
break in Florida - effectively put him out 
for the season. But he bounced back in 
“88 for his final season as a youth. 

"We went into the last round at 
Hawkstone Park with myself and two 
others even on points," recalls Malin. “1 
love Hawkstone and was leading until 
two laps to go, when the power valve 
broke and the clutch went out. I got sec- 
ond." 

There was no time to get despondent, 
though, as the adult ranks beckoned. 
Malin had expected to remain on 125s 
and double-up on 250s, but Wright 
thought differently. 

"Right ace, let's get you on a 500," 
said Wright to an amazed Malin. 

"The first time I rode a 500 was at 
Boltby, a tough, unforgiving track," said 
Malin. "It was the worst day of my life. I 
was lapped three times, it was awful, 
and I never scored a single point. 

“And the Alec came up grinning and 





patted me on the back, saying, "Well 
done, ace, just what we want.’ 

“I was totally confused. Alec then 
announced that I would be doing 500 
Grand Prix. I didn't want this, and I 
didn't need a 500. I had a choice, sulk 
and give up, or try to learn and ride the 
500. I got stuck in." 

Malin obviously found this early 
move to the 500s traumatic, but he 
adapted quickly. World Champion Dave 
Thorpe, then still with Honda, took time 
to offer Paul some useful advice. 

"Thorpey told me to stop riding it 
like a 125 and to take tighter lines," said 
Malin. "The next meeting was at 
Elsworth and I finished fourth in the 
second moto - ahead of Thorpey." 

Thorpe was, at the time, talking with 
Wright about the 1990 season, and in 
due course, Malin found himself riding 
alongside Thorpe in the GPs. 

"In early season training in Italy and 
Holland I was anything up to four sec- 
onds slower than Dave," said Malin. 
"Then I broke my wrist training for the 
opening round and couldn't even ride. 
But I earned my first points at Payerne 
in Switzerland, and by the third round 
in Austria, Thorpey had already throt- 
tled back on the information. I was a 
threat by then." 

“Alec pumped me up for the start, 
saying, "You can holeshot this ace, go for 
a right-hand gate.' I wanted the left, but 
I did as I was told and went down in a 
big, predictable first-turn crash. Amaz- 
ingly, Alec told me to go right again for 
the second moto. I ignored him, went 
left, holeshot the race and led until my 
frame snapped. 

“In Belgium, at Namur, I raced to 
second and fifth - if it had been fourth, I 
would have been the youngest GP win- 
ner." 

In the domestic British series, Malin 
was holding third when Wright made 
yet another one of his controversial deci- 
sions: Thorpe had been struggling all 
year with the temperamental factory 
KX500SR and getting nowhere. “With 
third place at stake, Alec suddenly gave 
me Dave's SR for the final champi- 
onship round. I couldn't ride it and T 
didn't want it. I practiced for four days 
on that bike, and all that happened was 
Ilost my third-place standing. Why does 
he do these things?" 

Which brings us to 1991, a year 
which promised much, started well, 
went sour midseason and ended with a 
breakdown of Malin's friendship with 
Dobb. i 

“The factory 500 Kawasaki in ‘91 was 
the best bike ever,” said Malin. “I led 
the opening GP in Switzerland until the 
rear shock blew, and finished seventh in 
the second moto. The next race, I was 
second behind Jacky Martens in Fin- 
land, and followed this with a third in 
Sweden. Then it happened, and I won 
both motos in Castelnau de Levis in 
France. It was a big, fast track with a lot 
of jumps and I won the first moto by 40 
seconds.” 

Three wins in the big Foxhill Interna- 
tional kept Malin on the boil and he was 
still hammering at the Dutch GP with 
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one win and one DNF. Then it all went 
wrong. 

"Thorpey's bike kept breaking down 
while mine was brilliant," said Malin. 
"But for some reason, Alec suddenly 
started messing with my machine setup. 
We had two different cylinder kits avail- 
able to us, and I preferred the "A" kit. 
Alec insisted that I use the "B" kit, and I 
knew it was wrong and had to ride too 
hard just to be competitive. The result 
was no points at all in Italy and Ger- 
many, and just five from Hawkstone, 
my home GP. АП the early season work 
was for nothing. We had the "A" kit 
back on for Luxembourg and America, 
but it was too late - the season was 
blown." 

Following hot on the heels of this dis- 
appointment came the end of his close 
relationship with Dobb. Malin plays it 
down, but it is obvious that he feels the 
loss of his soul mate. 

“Ме and Jamie were best mates since 
the Schoolboy days," said Malin. "We 
were both with Kawasaki, and I wanted 
to stay with the 500s, and Jamie had a 
deal for 250s. Then Alec announces that 
I was going down to the 250 class, and 
that Jamie would be farmed out as a pri- 
vateer. Somehow I got the blame for this 
from the whole Dobb family, and they 
have hardly spoken to me since. I would 
love to get this whole thing sorted out. I 
had nothing whatsoever to do with that 
decision." 

The '92 season turned sour anyway, 
as a string of bizarre injuries kept Malin 
off a bike - and out of the limelight - for 
eight months. The end result was a 
switch away from Team Green to the 
less pressurized Mitsui Yamaha squad 
under the guidance of Roger Harvey. 

Since then, Paul has gained the 
unwanted - and largely unwarranted - 
tag as a rider who is undeniably fast and 
talented, but who has so far failed to live 
up to that.same talent. It is this failure to 
actually win titles that has kept him as 
such a relative unknown. 

Until the ‘94 Motocross des Nations, 
of course. 

“1 have ridden somewhere in Ameri- 
ca every year since '83," said Malin. "I 
used to do the old Florida Winter Series, 
and Americans seem to be so arrogant 
towards Europeans. They are all, “You 


guys are just Euros, and we kick your 
ass every year at the MX des Nations.' I 
don't see why it has to be like that. 

“1 raced against Damon Bradshaw 
years ago in Florida. He beat me in one 
race, and I beat him in another. I came 
up against him in '87 on 125s, and I 
admit that he was way ahead of me 
then. He was young, crazy and deter- 
mined. 

“Та like to race in America, but you 
need to have a really good season in 
Europe before making the move. Like 
Jean-Michel Bayle. You have to earn 
their respect. 

"I'd like to get into supercross some- 
time, but I don't have the experience. I 
see the whoops as a problem, everyone 
can do doubles and triples, but where 
do I get experience in supercross-style 
whoops? Not in Britain." 

Of the Motocross des Nations, Malin 
is quick and to the point. 

"The big difference for Britain this 
year over all previous years was Dave 
Thorpe as our manager," said Malin. "If 
it hadn't been for Dave, the team would 
have been entirely different. The selec- 
tors would have gone the same old 
route. Kurt Nicoll would have been on 
250s, just like in the Grand Prix. 
Mervyn Anstie would have been on the 
500, just like the GPs, and the 125 berth 
would have gone to one of the young- 
sters who ride the British series, like 
Justin Morris. 

"Dave used his experience and vision 
in picking the best team for the job. He 
knew I could ride a 125, but everyone 
else - the Europeans and the Americans 
- they just laughed. 

"| got Bob Moore's GP engine for my 
Mitsui Yamaha, so I had a quick bike. I 
was quick as well, and the result was 
two straight wins. I've read all sorts of 
rubbish about how we won and the 
Americans lost. It was quite simple - we 
outrode them. No excuses - we didn't 
have any luck. In fact, Rob Herring 
could barely stand on his injured ankle. 
We won and the Americans lost. We 
had to stand and smile while they won 
year after year, but they can't stand it 
when they lose." 

Before the MXdN, Malin had already 
decided to go 125cc Grand Prix racing in 
'95. 


Paul Malin (pictured above holding the 
number-one plate) led England to victory 
in the Motocross des Nations with his 
stunning performance in the 125cc class. 

























































“Everyone says that it will be a 
make-or-break season for me, just like 
they did last year and the year before," 
said Malin. “I’m still here. For the first 
time since '91, I will have the right bikes 
for the job. I will be riding for the Mitsui 
team, but my engines will be prepared 
by Rinaldi, just like the engine I had at 
MXdN. Sure, the opposition will be as 
strong as ever, but I rate my chances 
pretty highly." 

So, what kind of person is Paul 
Malin? Having read his comments on 
the MXdN and on American riders, you 
might think that he is just another loud, 
brash, in-your-face racer. But you would 
be wrong. Malin is actually a quiet, even 
shy, person, certainly by motocross 
standards. 

“I got through the boy-racer bit pret- 
ty quickly when I was 18 or 19. These 
days I even drive a diesel car and prefer 
the company of my girlfriend, Louise, to 
going out and partying. 1 am a pretty 
private person, really." 

Malin is currently building a house, 
which he is threatening to share with 
fellow motocrosser, Brian Steele, and tri- 
als ace, Rob Crawford. 

And if it doesn't all come together for 
Malin next year in the 125cc class? 

"]'m not bad on a road racer, you 
know," said Malin. "Maybe not in 
Bayle's class, but good enough for the 
Loctite Yamaha race boss, Rob McElnea, 
to be interested. If it doesn't work out in 
“95, ГЇЇ give road racing a shot for sure."

" Trials Championship wasn't a 

7 matter of if he could. Instead, it 
was a matter of when he would. 

“I was getting closer and closer every 
year," said the quiet, yet amiable 22- 
year-old from Connecticut. ^I figured 
that it was only a matter of time." 

А matter of time, indeed. 

After winning the 1988 High School 
Championship, Aaron decided to make 
the jump into the championship class in 
‘89, rather than stay and defend his 
High School title. The choice proved to 
be a good one, as he finished his rookie 
season in the premier division ranked 
eighth in the nation. Aaron continued to 
improve the following year, finishing 
third overall in “90. The next three years 
saw him finish second overall, behind 
six-time National Champion Ryan 
Young. Many expected him to dethrone 
Young in '92 or '93, but according to 
Aaron, "little things" kept him from liv- 
ing up to those expectations. 

It wasn't until 1994 that Aaron finally 
accomplished his goal, winning five 
Nationals en route to earning his first 
National Championship title. "I finally 
got the job done," said Aaron: "It was 
tough to be second three years in a row. 
There was pressure from myself, as well 
as from everybody else. After the final 
National, I felt like I had brain damage 
or something. I had been so focused all 
weekend long that I was totally mental- 
ly drained. It was a big relief to have 
finally met my goal." 

It's obvious that Aaron is goal-ori- 
ented, but the National Championship 
wasn't always one of his priorities. 
Unlike many of today's motocross, road 
race and dirt track stars who began 
competing at a very young age, Aaron 
didn't throw a leg over a motorcycle 
until he was 13. Because of the rugged 
terrain near his Redding, Connecticut, 
home, young Geoff decided that his 
first motorcycle should be a trials 
machine, rather than a high-tech 
motocrosser. 

"| got the bug from looking at maga- 
zines and stuff,” said Aaron. “1 figured 
that an MX bike wouldn't be the hot 
setup for trail riding in my area, so I 
started to look for a trials bike." 

Aaron's first bike was a 1976 Yamaha 
TY175. "It was a real beater,” Aaron 
said, with a laugh. "But I got it for $115. 
That's a lot of mowing lawns, man." 

Though he was heavily involved in 
the usual school sports - basketball, foot- 
ball and soccer - Aaron began to spend 
more and more time playing on his 
motorcycle. After about six months, 
word of a nearby trials reached Aaron 
and he persuaded his father into letting 
him enter. 

“1 rode the full-on beginner class, but 
I finished third out of six guys," he said. 
"From then, I was hooked." 

By mid 1985, Aaron had really begun 
to compete, and reports that he moved 
up in class fairly quickly. Thanks to the 
rocks, logs and hills in his backyard, 
Aaron was able to spend hours and 
hours a day practicing. The trusty TY175 
made way for a brand-new '86 TY350, 


and that's when Aaron really began to 
shine. 

"It was cool having a brand-new 
bike," said Aaron. “All of a sudden, I 
had a monoshock and I could actually 
climb up walls. When I got that bike, I 
was just out of the Novice class and I 
began to ride the Intermediate class at 
the Nationals. 

“T thrashed myself pretty hard at the 
Nationals. It was a pretty rude awaken- 
ing. I didn't totally die, but the sections 
were harder than anything I'd ever rid- 
den on before." 

The 1987 season saw Aaron win the 
Advanced class championship in the 
local New England series, and on the 
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National level, he finished fifth in the 


High School class. 


In “88, Aaron contested the entire 


National series, and walked away with 
the High School National Champi- 
onship. ^By that time, I was really seri- 
ous about trials," said Aaron. "I got 
some new Yamahas and rode every sin- 


gle day. I was nuts. I wore the bikes out 


and had to keep getting new ones. I had 
gotten good enough to need good 
machinery." 

Though he was eligible to stay and 
defend his title in the High School class, 
Aaron decided to make the jump into 
the premier Championship division. 
"The High School Championship was 








an ego boost, that's for sure," Aaron 
said. "It helped out my confidence level, 
because I knew that lots of High School- 
Champions had gone on to be National 
Champions or top-10 contenders. I was 
psyched to win the High School Cham- 
pionship; that had been a goal. My next 
goal was to move into the Champi- 
onship class and do well." 

Aaron's first year in the toughest 
class saw him learn a great deal. After 
finishing 15th at the series opener, 
Aaron steadily progressed and 
improved throughout the series. At the 
series. finale, he finished second, bet- 
tered only by Young. Aaron ended that 
season ranked eighth overall. 
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“It was a big jump,” he said. “The 
sections were a lot tougher, and I had a 
huge learning curve. Nobody had really 
ever done that before either - jumped 
into the Championship class from High 
School and finished in the top 10. I was 
sitting on top of the world.” 

The next year, Aaron won his first 
National and finished the year third 
overall. “It was in 1990, the same year 
that I graduated from high school,” he 
said. “I had a tough decision to make 
then. Since trials is basically considered 
an amateur sport by the AMA, there 
isn’t a whole lot of money to be made. I 
was aware that I needed something to 
fall back on, so I decided to go to college 
after I finished high school. I wanted to 
try to do both, and I knew it would be 
hard to give school, and trials, 100%.” 

Aaron enrolled at Ithaca College, 
located five hours north in the state of 
New York. A history major, Aaron still 
finds plenty of time to practice and 
train. “А fgend of mine, Mike Comer, 
owns a bike shop about 20 minutes 
away from school, and he lets me keep 
my Betas there," said Aaron. "There's a 
lot of good riding area near school. Big 
stuff, like Watkins Glen. We have huge 
waterfalls, big boulders - plenty of 
things for me to hurt myself on." 

Aaron won two Nationals in '91, and 
finished second to Young in the final 
points tally. Though he wasn't a threat 
for the title that year, many dubbed him 
as the heir apparent. 

The “92 season was a dry one - 
though Aaron was consistent enough to 
garner second overall, he went winless 
throughout the year. 

“The first time that I finished second, 


I won the first event and third event," 
said Aaron. "I had the point lead for a 
little while, and I was gunning for the 
championship. Well, Ryan picked up his 
pace a little bit, and by the end of the 
season he was kicking my butt. Once 
you win an event, you're not satisfied 
with second anymore. I was a rookie. I 
had a lot of ability, but not all of the 
components needed to be a champion." 

Though Aaron again finished second 
in 1993, he feels that the championship 
could have been his. "I was riding really 
strong that year," he said. "I won three 
Nationals, but I also missed two because 
I went to ride in Europe." 

But why jeopardize the National 
Championship in order to contest a pair 
of World rounds? "The way I looked at 
it was that I would eventually win the 
National Championship," said Aaron. “I 
was looking more at my long-term 
future in trials. I figured that learning 
while at a World round would be better 
than winning the championship in the 
United States." 

As it turned out, the title chase went 
down to the wire, even though Aaron 
had missed the two rounds. "That right 
there told me that 1994 would be my 
year," said Aaron. "Everything seemed 
to click for this season - the schedule 
was mostly during the summer, after I 
was out of school. Also, my new bike 
was working awesome, and everything 
just felt right." 

This year, Aaron won five Nationals - 
bringing his career total to 11 - and 
finally fulfilled his "destiny." But it still 
wasn't as easy as it sounds. Aaron strug- 
gled at the opening two rounds. "I was 
right in the middle of midterms at 





school, and I hadn't ridden the new bike 
in natural terrain at all,” Aaron said. “I 
basically had a few hours on Friday 
night to get used to the bike. Ryan beat 
me pretty bad the first day, and I closed 
in a bit on the second day, but I was still 
off the pace." 


Aaron stormed back with a 
vengeance at the following three 
rounds, winning all three with com- 
manding margins of victory. “I think 
that hurt Ryan’s héad,” said Aaron. “It 
had to - I beat him pretty bad at three 
Nationals in a row.” 

“There were a lot of head games 
between the two of us, all year long,” 
said Aaron. “Yeah, we were testing our- 
selves individually, but you can defi- 
nitely play games with other riders in 
trials. It's not like racing; you can watch 
what other people are doing and pay 
real close attention. 

"Like if there was a real difficult sec- 
tion, I would jump on ahead of Ryan 
and clean it. Then he would be stressed 
out, knowing that he'd have to clean it 
to keep up, and vice versa. Also, there 
were a couple of times when the overall 
came down to time penalty points. A 
few times, Ryan jumped in front of me; 
knowing that I had started before him. 
Then he dillydallied and took his time, 
so that I would get time penalty points. 
He won two Nationals that way.” 

But do such antics strain the relation- 
ship between the nation’s best? “Ryan 
and I get along real good," said Aaron: 
^We see each other at every National, 
and we used to be teammates on the 
Tryals Shop Aprilia team. I guess I was 
pretty bitter in ‘93, when I switched to 
Beta. We were no longer on the same 
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team, and all I wanted to do was beat 
him. That's all past now; We get along 
fine. I think he handled me beating him 
all right. He had to have known that it 
was coming." 

The contrast between the two - 
Young and Aaron - is quite noticeable. 
While Aaron is friendly and lightheart- 
ed, Young presents a harder, more busi- 
nesslike appearance. 

"Ryan is pretty serious about every- 
thing," said Aaron. "Everything about 
us is different - our riding styles, our 
attitudes and our goals. Ryan tends to 
take a lot of time in the sections, balanc- 
ing and waiting for everything to be just 
perfect before he attacks an obstacle. I’m 
more likely to ride in, do a huge endo 
and gas it. I don't like to balance and all 
that. Of course, if the section is super 
technical I have to, but I usually tend to 
crank through the sections. I think the 
spectators like that better anyway. 

“Му riding style has always been like 
that from day one. I haven't really toned 
it down, I've just gotten better so that I 
can get away with riding like that. I 
never wanted to beat Ryan by riding 
like him - all technical. I like my style. 

“Also, my goal was to win the 


National Championship. My goal is not · 


to win it six times. Ryan is concerned 
with beating all these records and stuff. 
I'd rather look towards Europe and set 
bigger goals for myself." 

Another difference between Aaron 
and the former champion is his willing- 
ness to compete for his country. When 
the ‘94 World Championship Series vis- 
ited Donner Ski Ranch in June, Aaron 
was on hand to compete. Young was 
not. 

“1 thought that was kind of uncool," 
said Aaron, referring to Young's 
absence. "If there's going to be a World 
round in your country, don't you think 
the country's best rider should be on 
hand? That's another reason I wanted to 
beat him. His main concern is always 
the Nationals. World rounds aren't. I 
figure he doesn't want to go out and 
beat himself up if he doesn't have to. 
I'm the type of guy who always wants 
to improve. Now I don't even look at 
sections and wonder how Ryan would 
do them - I look at them and wonder 
how Jordi (Tarres) would do them." 

So, with the National Championship 
under his belt, does Aaron hope to con- 
test the World Championship Series? 

“И would be nice, but it's really, real- 
ly hard to get enough support," Aaron 
said. "The companies who sponsor me 
right now don't want to spend their 
money to send me overseas, where they 
won't get any publicity. Sure, I might be 
in every magazine in Europe, but I 
won't get any press here. In order to get 
help that's based in Europe, you have to 
at least be in the points. The closest I've 
come to scoring a World Championship 
points was at Donner, where I was 
16th." 

So for now, Aaron will focus on suc- 
cessfully defending his National Cham- 
pionship aboard his Cosmopolitan 
Motors-sponsored Beta Zero. 
“What I will do is try my hardest to 
win the National Championship again, 
and hopefully, an opportunity will arise 
for me to spend some more time in 
Europe,” he said. "I'd sure like to give it 
а try - really give it a full-fledged effort 
o make it in Europe. I think I could ele- 
vate to that level. I don’t know it for 
sure, but I'd sure try like hell. In the 
meantime, I guess I'll try my hand at 
some other things, now that I’ve won 
the title. I'd like to spend some time 
otocrossing and riding hare scrambles. 
‘ou know - do a little of everything. 
“Just like Bo.” oN

Best in the Desert Silver State Series 


LAUGHLIN, NV, DEC. 3 
ulling off a victory in the last race 
of the five-round Best in the 
Desert Series took almost as much 
Strategy as it did speed, but 
Kawasaki's Danny Hamel was up 
to the task. 

In an unusual move for a desert 
racer, the 22-year-old from Boulder City, 
Nevada, made his first strategic move at 
sign-up, opting to start back in the dust, 
dead last in the Pro division. Hamel's 
second strategic move came just 27 
miles from the end of the event when, 


with the race still too close to call, 
Hamel opted for a "better sure than 
sorry" strategy and took some time out 
for an extra pit to splash some gas in his 
tank for the last few miles. 

When the checkered flag dropped at 
the end of nearly five hours of racing, 
Hamel's strategic planning had paid off. 
His Kawasaki was out in front of the 
competitors he had started behind, 
which eliminated the danger of an unex- 
pected loss on adjusted time, and his 
closest rival - Kawasaki teammate Ty

Davis - was out of gas three miles from 
the finish line.. 

“I knew it was going to be a really 
tough race - this course is always tough 
and the competition here is really tough, 
too,” said Hamel. “Davis caught me 
here last year, so this time I wanted to 
make sure I had every advantage I 
could get and everything worked out 
really well.” 

Now in its seventh year, the Laugh- 
lin/ Riverside United States Hare Scram- 
bles Championship has long been 
regarded as the toughest race in the 
series put on by Casey Folks’ Best in the 
Desert organization, and this year’s 
event lived up to its reputation. The 
course consisted of two laps of a 43-mile 
figure eight that the riders described as 
tight, technical and demanding all the 
way. 

“That was one of the most physically 
demanding courses Ive ever ridden,” 
said Open Expert racer Brent Bush. “It 
was tight all the way, so there wasn't 
anywhere to rest. There were lots of 
rocks, lots of cactus and not many sand 
washes that you could get up to speed 
on." 

The race began at 9 a.m. on Saturday 
morning 10 miles west of the Colorado

River gambling town of Laughlin, but 
Hamel and Davis, who took the honors 
at last year's event, were jockeying for 
position way before the starting light 
flashed green. 

“I signed up late on purpose and 
paid the $175 late entry fee so I could go 
last in the starting order,” said Davis. “I 
think that if you pre-enter and get a 
place in the drawing (for a position on 
the two-riders-every-30-seconds starting 
grid), you should start ahead of all the 
post entries, so I waited and paid the 
extra money so I would be last off the 
line.” 

But like Davis, Hamel also knew the 
value of a last-in-class start, which 
would let the tail-end rider know exact- 
ly where he was running in the time- 
adjusted standings throughout the race. 

“Hamel waited for me to sign up, 
then he changed his entry so he could 
start behind me,” said Davis. 

“1 requested a last-place start on pur- 
pose so I could keep an eye on Davis,” 
Hamel explained. “Last year, he started 
behind me and could watch where I 
was. Starting last would let me know 
exactly where I was all the way through, 
and that was important.” 

When the racers lined up for the 
start, Davis was second-to-last in the 20- 
rider Pro division that headed up the 
field of 170-plus competitors. Hamel 
was 30 seconds behind him on the last 
line of the Pro start. 

The front line of the grid was occu- 
pied by Colorado racer Donnie Book 
and Utah’s Jeff Lundgreen. 

“In most races you do anything you 
can to get out in front of the dust, but 
starting first is no advantage here 
because you have to break the virgin 
trail with all the cactus,” said Lund- 
green. “Plus, if you're the leader, you 
have to set the pace and I always do bet- 
ter when I'm chasing than when I'm 
leading. I think the best starting position 
in this race would be third or fourth.” 

Despite his desire to be further back 
on the grid, Lundgreen gave the start 
everything his KTM had to offer when 
the Christmas tree starting lights flashed 
green for the first time. He and Book 
were closely matched as they made the 
first right turn and disappeared into the 
16-mile loop that made up the first half 
of the figure-eight course. 

"The first half was tight and techni- 
cal, but it was really fun and rolling. I 
liked that part of the course," said John 
Kawell, who entered his Kawasaki in 
the 250 Expert class. 

"The second half of the loop was the 
rough one. It was really rocky." 

But the first half of the loop proved 
rough enough for many of the competi- 
tors. Scott Glimp was forced to retire at 
the 10-mile mark with a broken rear 
brake line, which cut the Over-30 Pro 
class to just one rider, and Ken Markling 
lost an axle nut in the first half of the 
course but managed to continue long 
enough to throw a chain and break his 
shift shaft in the second half of the fig- 
ure eight. 

"| had more trouble today than all 
year combined," said the KX500 racer, 
who retired when he reached the end of 
his first lap of the course. 

Over-35 Expert Jim Stott's trouble 
came in the first half mile. 

"The choke stuck on right off the 
start,” Stott explained. "I went back to 
the truck, figured out what was wrong, 
then started over. I think I lost about 
five minutes." 

Hamel didn't lose a thing when his 
light flashed green. The KX500 racer 
was hard on the gas right from the start, 
putting part two of his race strategy into 
action.

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Greg Zitterkopf took advantage of Davis’ 
misfortune by moving into second when 
Davis ran out of gas. 


"My plan was to ride really hard off 
the start, pass Davis and put him behind 
me,” said Hamel. “I wanted to break his 
confidence right off the get-go and 
establish myself into a really good 
pace.” 

Hamel's plan was paying off as he 
flashed through the pits at the end of the 
first 16 miles and started into the 27- 
mile second half of the figure eight. 
Already up to eighth in the physical 
standings, Hamel had passed Davis 
near the seven-mile mark and had also 
passed another pre-race favorite, KTM's 
Greg Zitterkopf. The Kawasaki ace held 
the lead on adjusted time - a full minute 
and a half ahead of second-placed 
Davis. 

Zitterkopf was third in the time- 
adjusted standings, 40 seconds behind 
Davis, and less than a minute separated 
Destry Abbott, Scot Harden, Donnie 
Book, Jim Gray and Bryan Folks. 

Hamel's blitz continued as he tackled 
the second half of the figure eight. He 
passed rider after rider until only front- 
row starter Book stood between him 
and clear air. At the end of the first com- 
plete loop of the figure eight, Hamel 
was second in the physical standings 
and still exactly a minute and a half 
ahead of Davis on adjusted time. His 
only problem was the mileage he was 
getting out of his KX500's tank. 

“Coming in on the first loop I was 
really, really low on gas. I looked at my 
tank and I only had an inch of gas left, 
but that was the only thing that really 
worried me," said Hamel. "Going out 
on the second loop I knew it was my 
race to win or lose. I had the lead and I 
had the dust to my advantage." 

Third overall on time, and right 
behind Hamel in the physical standings, 
was Greg Zitterkopf, who was trying on 





the 620cc four-stroke he'll be campaign- 
ing for KTM in 1995. 

“1 stalled three times and fell twice in 
the first half just trying to get used to 
the four-stroke,” said. Zitterkopf. "After 
the pit stop (halfway through the figure 
eight) I was right behind Hamel and I 
stayed right behind him until about 
mile-marker 25. I hit my foot on a little 
rock and I didn't go half a mile before 1 
hit the same foot on a rock again. It hurt 
really bad so I backed off a bit." 

Fourth on adjusted time was in the 
hands of Colorado KTM pilot Jim Gray, 
Destry Abbott had his KX250 in fifth, 
and Book's front-of-the-pack dash had 
him sixth on elapsed time, ahead of 
Harden, Bryan Folks and 16-year-old 
Nick Pearson, who was leading the 
Expert division racers in an impressive 
ninth overall. 

Garth Sweetland was enjoying 10th 
overall as he headed into his pit at the 
end of the first figure eight but he lost 
an important two minutes before he was 
able to hit the trail for his second lap. 

“We had a pit malfunction,” said 
Sweetland, who was piloting a Hus- 
aberg for the first time. "We were trying 
to make sure we topped the tank off 
because of the mileage and we over- 
flowed it. The filters are right under the! 
tank and they got flooded, so it 
wouldn't start.” 

Other racers would’ve been happy to 
swap problems with Sweetland. Scott 
Morris, who was running 11th at the 
end of the first 16 miles, was stuck at a 
check near the 23-mile mark after his 
suspension mounts gave way and 
turned his KX500 into a low rider. 

“It happened pretty quick. There was 
a clunk when I came down and that was 
it,” said Morris, who limped into the fin- 
ish with his fender resting on the rear 
wheel. 

Over-38 Pro Steve Pitts seized his| 
ATK in a sand wash 25 miles off the| 
start and had to wait 15 minutes for it to 
cool down enough to continue. Bryan 





Folks rode the second half of his first 
loop with no goggles after a crash filled 
them with dirt and the Lundgreen fami- 
ly's three racers all ran into trouble. 

Older brother Steve Lundgreen kept 
plugging his fuel filter; middle brother 
Mark kinked a cable, which kept stick- 
ing his throttle open, and younger 
brother Jeff sucked a base gasket. 

Book's bid to stay out in front all the 
way was over when he lost his rear 
brake pin and had to tackle the tight 
turns with only a front brake. 

For Abbott, the 86-mile event had 
turned into one crash after another. 

“Thad a really bad day. I crashed like 
six times," said Abbott. "I twisted my 
knee. on the first loop really bad and I 
didn't want to put any weight on it 
because it was weak. I crashed and 
crashed after that." 

About the only rider who seemed to 
be having any fun was Scot Harden, the 
only racer left in the Over-30 Pro divi- 
sion. 

"I thought it was awesome. The ride, 
the way I felt today, the weather - every- 
thing was just perfect,”” said Harden. 

The need to stay on top of the course 
started to take a toll as the riders hit pit 
row halfway through their second and 
final lap of the figure eight. Many of the 
riders had lost their early style and set- 
tled for a sack-of-potatoes hunch over 
the handlebars. 

Book's problems gave Hamel the 
number-one spot in the physical stand- 
ings to go with his time-adjusted lead, 
but, try as he might, the Kawasaki ace 
could not shake Zitterkopf and Davis. 
When Hamel dashed out of the first half 
of the figure eight with just 27 miles 
between him and the checkered flag, 
Zitterkopf was two minutes behind him, 
second in the physical standings, and 
Davis, who was third physically, was 
just 50 seconds behind him on time. 

Despite the closeness of the competi- 
tion, Hamel pulled off the course to get 
a splash of gas, then hit the second half 
of the figure eight wide-open. 

"About the 20-mile mark (four miles 
into the second half of the figure eight) I 
saw Zitterkopf behind me. I knew I had 
two minutes on him but then I looked 
back and I saw Davis right behind him. I 
said, “аһ oh, I'd better pick up the 
speed,' so I really started hammering 
down,” said Hamel. "I knew I'd better 
quit messing around and get this thing 
to the finish, so I really got on the gas 
and started pushing hard." 

Hamel was looking over his shoulder 
throughout the second half of the loop 
but his last place starting position, 
which let him know exactly what he had 
to do to win, gave him some peace of 
mind. 

Zitterkopf kept the chase going all 
the way to the end, lifting his four- 
stroke's front wheel and power steering 
through the corners as he tackled the 
sand washes with impressive style, but 
Davis wasn't as lucky. His charge was 
cut short just three miles from the finish 
when the one-off custom aluminum 
tank on his KX250 ran dry. The disap- 
pointed racer was sitting by the side of 
the trail when Zitterkopf powered past 
to take over the number two spot. 

At the end of 86 miles and two-and- 
three-quarter hours of racing, Hamel 
took the checkered flag with a four- 
minute margin over second-placed Zit- 
terkopf. The tight course had kept the 
Kawasaki Team Green /Dunlop/Pro 
Circuit/Scott/ Acerbis/ Thor/ Alpines- 
tar/ Maxima/Braking / F&L /Sprocket 

‚ Spec.-backed racer's average speed to 
just 31 miles an hour. 

“When I got to the 30-mile mark (on 
the second loop), it was pretty well nice

roads from there and I knew I had it in 
the bag if I didn't do anything stupid," 
said Hamel, who earned $272 for the 
Open Pro win. "I'm glad I stopped for 
the splash of gas. I finished with about 
as much gas as we put in the tank at that 
stop. It would've been really close with- 
out it." 


Final Round 





Zitterkopf's performance in the dou- 
ble-points last round, coupled with an 
impressive record throughout the series, 
earned him the overall win in the series’ 
1994 Open Pro Championship. 

Davis had to steal gas to complete his 
ill-fated run but still managed to finish 
third overall, just five minutes slower 
than Zitterkopf on adjusted time, and 
took the honors in the 250 Pro division. 

"There'was a bike out there with gas. 
Nobody was around so I stole some gas 
out of it,” said Davis, who was disap- 
pointed with his overall performance. "It 
just wasn't my day. My timing was off, 











but I don't want to make excuses. Hamel 
just rode really well. I was behind him, 
maybe 50 yards behind him, in his dust 
the whole time. We had the same pace. I 
couldn't really reel him in." 

Fourth overall was claimed by 
КТМ250 pilot Jim Gray. 

Harden met his goal of finishing in 
the top five and took the win in the 
Over-30 Pro division, and sixth-placed 
Abbott was happy just to finish. The 
KX250 racer, who crashed his way 
around the 86-mile course and was 
already sporting a very black eye, sat up 
long enough to comment on the race 
then lay down to wait for the arrival of 
the event's medical crew. 

"I went down really hard once and I 
hurt my back,” said Abbott. “I just 
wanted to finish to win the (series 
championship in the 250 class. The bike 
ran well and I don't have any excuses. I 
just didn't ride as good as I could've." 

When the year's points were totaled, 
the 22-year-old from Glendale, Arizona, 
came out on top in the 250cc Pro points, 
and he was up and about - and all 
smiles the following morning. 

Seventh overall in the time-adjusted 
results went to 16-year-old KTM 250 
pilot Nick Pearson, who completed the 
course just 14 minutes slower than 
Hamel to ace the Expert division and 
earn a full-fledged factory ride from 
KTM for 1995. 

"This finish earns him a factory ride 
because he is the hottest up-and-coming 
rider in the series and in the desert," 
said KTM's Harden. 

Pearson was low-key about his suc- 
cess. "It was fun," he said. "I had a per- 
fect race - no problems, no crashes or 
nothing." 

Pearson was followed home b 
Bryan Folks. Sweetland finished nint 
overall despite not racing for more than 
five months, and 250cc Expert racer 
Bryan Bruning rounded out the top 10 
on a Yamaha. 

The most spectacular finish of the 
day was put in by Four-Stroke Expert 
Brandon Gerber, who came in 14th 
overall despite starting all the way back 
on the 36th row of the grid. 

“I was in somebody's dust and I hit 
one of the finish sign barriers," said Ger- 
ber, nursing a sore hand. "That was 
some course. If they had straightened it 
out, it would've been 150 miles long." 

Greg Smith pulled out an early lead 
in the 125cc Expert division and was the 
first 125cc racer to cross the line in 20th 
overall, and Steve Pitts nursed his ATK 
home to take the points for the Over-38 
Expert win in 31st overall. eN

VICTORVILLE, CA, DEC. 3 
hen former speedway racing 
champion Gene Woods took over 
the Speedway USA race track at 
the San Bernardino County Fairgrounds 
in Victorville, California, the track had 
already seen several owners unsuccess- 
fully try to make it work. 

But in the years since, Woods has 
turned the track into one of the most 
popular venues on the Southern Califor- 
nia speedway circuit:

the first United Sports Arenacross 
Series. 

"The race track was just sitting dor- 
mant all winter, and my daughter need- 
ed a place to race," Woods said. "In my 
opinion, arenacross is a viable spectator 
sport, but you have to have the right 
facility to do it; We did." 

When the inaugural event was over, 
one rider had firmly established himself 
as the crowd favorite, as Cory Keeney 
put in the two best rides of the after- 
noon only to come up short at the end. 

In the 125cc Pro class Keeney won 
the first moto after battling with Jimmy 
Lavorci and found himself locked in a 
struggle with Lavorci for the win in 
moto two. The two riders raced side by 
side as they came through the tricky 
double jump, but as they dove into a 
tight right-hand turn, they collided and 
Keeny stalled for a moment. When 
Keeney got going again, he blasted 
through the pack and soon was back on 
Lavorci's rear wheel, but Keeney just 
couldn't seem to make the pass despite 
several valiant attempts. In the end, 
Lavorci took the win and, combined 
with his second place in the first moto, 
took the overall in the class over 
Keeney. 

The 125cc Expert class ran along with 
the Pro class, with Joe Ryan combining 
1-2 moto scores to take the class. 

In the Open Pro division it was again 
Keeney who played a starring role, with 
Lex Malan playing the nemesis this 
time, in a race that looked like a sequel 
to the 125cc Pro finale. 

Keeney went into the second moto 
having won the first, and again he had 
trouble in the same turn while fighting 
for the lead. This time, he slid up too 
high and clobbered a hay bale, costing 
him a few seconds. He quickly got going 
and rocketed up through the field to 
catch the leader Malan. The pair put on 
a stellar battle, but like before, Keeney 
just couldn't quite muster the oomph to 
get around and once again he had to set- 
tle for second place, as Malan scored the 
class win. ex

McGrath mauls Perris MX

PERRIS, CA, NOV. 19 
Why is Jermey McGrath riding a 125cc machine? 

That seemed to be the question of the day, but 
the results were not in doubt, as the Team 
Honda/1-800-COLLECT-sponsored rider posted 
а double moto sweep of the 125cc Pro class during 
round three of the GFI Dealers Series at Perris 
Raceway. 

Sources inside the factory camp said that all 
McGrath's 250cc race machines were ing 
crank transplants, replacing the OEM part with an 
upgraded factory version of the same unit, which 
necessitated the switch. 

The first 125cc Pro race saw a surprise 
holeshot by Ryuichi Yamada on his new Honda 
while Jason McCormick and McGrath followed in 
pursuit. 

McGrath turned up the juice and quickly 
passed McCormick for second but was surprised 
à few turns later when McCormick smashed into 
him near the finish-line turn and took back the 
second spot. McGrath repassed McCormick for 
second, then a few turns later took the lead from 
Yamada. 

McCormick kept the pressure on McGrath for 
the next five laps, but he eventually faded off the 
pace and into the sights of Honda of Troy-backed 
James Dobb. 

By this point in the race, early leader Yamada 
slipped back in the pack. McGrath went on for the 
moto win while McCormick outrode Dobb for 
second. 

The final 125cc moto saw Dobb pull the 
holeshot but his lead was short-lived. Before the 
end of the first lap, both McCormick and 
McGrath motored by. McGrath passed 
McCormick on the third lap, but like the first 
moto, McCormick wasn't about to lay down and 
quickly retaliated by shoving his front tire into 
McGrath's leg. 

McGrath wasn't bothered by the incident and 
pulled away for another convincing victory. 
McCormick once again got the best of Dobb for 
second while Jeff Tilton and Ryuichi Yamada 
rounded the top five.

By the time white flag flew, Amaradio had 
escaped. He had parlayed fluid riding and lack 
of direct competition into a more than 20-second 
lead, which he held as he crossed the line for the 
first-moto win. Musgrave crossed the line com- 
fortably in second for the Vet Pro win after Beier 
dropped back, finishing third.

he first 
Tz was 
simple. 
Rider of the Year for 1992? Wayne 
Rainey. There was never a question. 
name came up, the staff voted unani- 
mously for Rainey, and it was a done 
deal. Slam dunk. The same held true for 
the 1993 award. Ricky Graham simply 
dominated the Grand National Champi- 
onship and again we had no argument 
in selecting him as the Cycle News Rider 
of the Year. No staff fight, no arm-twist- 
ing. And the AMA even backed us up 
by giving Graham the Pro Athlete of the 
Year award. 

I would like to say that our third 
attempt at the Rider of the Year award 
went so smoothly. But things were tight 
at the top in 1994, and solid arguments 
for a number of riders were brought to 
the table. Each had something to offer. 
Each had recently completed special 
seasons... 

Scott Parker? You would think that 
winning an unprecedented fifth Grand 
National Championship would go a 
long way in ensuring that he would be 
the staff’s pick for Rider of the Year. Not 
so. Maybe the way Graham won last 
year’s championship somewhat clouded 
Parker’s accomplishments in 1994. 
Maybe he wasn’t dominant enough. The 
fact that he and Chris Carr went to the 
wire in their duel for the title meant that 
either rider could have won. Parker was 
carefully considered but - unlike the 
AMA, who awarded him the Profession- 
al Athlete of the Year Award - we were 
swayed elsewhere. For, while Parker’s 
career has been great, his 1994 season 
wasn’t and the Michigan legend even 
admits as much. Very good? Yes. Great? 
No. 

Michael Doohan? Wow. The Aus- 
tralian’s march to the 500cc World 
Championship was something legends 
are made of. He was simply a class 
above the best road racers in the world. 
When Rainey won his last title in 1992, 
he did so after recovering from a serious 
leg injury the year before. Doohan's leg

injury makes others look like bad 
sprains. Who can forget the photos of 
his leg, screwed, wired, poked, scarred 
and swollen, in that hideous-looking 
Ilizarov frame? However hobbled in the 
paddock, the Aussie was perfect on the 
race track, winning his first and much- 
deserved title in record-setting fashion. 

Some voted for him, but not enough. 
Perhaps Doohan was so good that he 
made it appear as though he didn't have 
any competition. Kevin Schwantz was 
up and down, and eventually out. John 
Kocinski started well, but faded. Per- 
haps the championship was a foregone 
conclusion so early in the year that 
Doohan's accomplishments were forgot- 
ten by the time voting for the award 
came around. If somebody was robbed, 
it was Doohan. And that's not just one 
Australian patting the back of another. 

Jeremy McGrath? The likable Cali- 
fornian was another who was perhaps 
his own worst enemy. After simply 
dominating the series in 1993, McGrath 
won again in 1994. But somehow it just 
wasn't the same. Like Parker, McGrath's 
year was good, but not great. Unfortu- 
nately, we now measure great by 
McGrath's ‘93 season, and that perhaps 
isn't fair. McGrath's cause would have 
been further helped if he'd done more 
during the outdoor National MX season. 
It was there that his performances were 
overshadowed by Mike LaRocco, who 
also made a case for himself in our bal- 
loting. LaRocco's case was the opposite 
of McGrath - he could have wrapped 
this thing up with a more impressive 
supercross season. 

Troy Corser? In an early-season issue 
of Cycle News there was a story titled, 
“Who is Troy Corser?” Following his 
impressive AMA debut at Daytona, that 
was no longer a question. Corser started 
strong and held on to win the AMA 
Superbike National Championship. 
Now he's gone on to the World Super- 
bike Championship where he will likely 
find the same success. Corser had a heck 
of a year in the U.S., and he would have 
been a strong candidate for Rider of the 
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Year if his late-season results would 
have matched his early-season string of 
success. But, like Corser would tell you, 
he didn't have to win late in the year 
because of what he'd done early on. 
Against such strong competition, Corser 
came up a little short in our voting - but 
that's nothing to be ashamed of. 

That brings us to the winner of the 
Cycle News Rider of the Year Award - Ty 
Davis. If you question our choice, you're 
not alone. I also had to be sold on the 
idea. Initially, I thought of Doohan, then 
Parker, then McGrath, then McGrath 
again. Then I grappled with the idea of 
Parker, then Doohan. But I was leaning 
towards McGrath again, and then back 
to Doohan. 

Then someone brought up Ty Davis. 
They reminded me of his accomplish- 
ments, results played out in different 
places, on different terrain, on different 
variations of motorcycles - two-strokes, 














four-strokes, 250s, 500s. They 
reminded me that he was a Top- 
10 finisher in the ISDE, the top 
American. They reminded me 
of his wins in National Enduro, 
National Reliability Enduro, 
National Hare Scrambles and 
National Hare & Hound compe- 
titions. The off-road guys were 
starting to wear me down. This 
Davis guy was starting to sound 
like the real deal. 

Then came the Baja 1000. 
. Davis won that too. Oh, yeah, 
and he also qualified for an 
AMA Supercross final. Was 
there anything this guy 
couldn't do? 

When the final tally was 
taken, Davis had earned 
enough of the staff's votes to 
make him Cycle News Rider of 
the Year. And my vote was 
among them. Davis truly had a 
memorable season. He is a man 
of many talents and he brings 
to the sport a versatility that is 
unmatched in modern motor- 

cling. In fact, he's somewhat 
of a throwback to the days when spe- 
cialization didn't pay the bills. 

What's next for Davis? Dirt tracking? 
Road racing? I'm a believer that anyone 
who can blaze through the desert with 
the speed of someone like Davis is capa- 
ble of nearly anything. If you don't 
believe me, take a trip to an isolated 
place on the Baja California peninsula, 
unload your open class motocrosser, 
strap your helmet on and let 'er rip. 
Don't mind the rocks, the cactus, the 
booby traps. If you do pretty well with 
that, try it at night. Don't fret that you're 
a couple of hundred miles from civiliza- 
tion and even further from decent med- 
ical care. Just let 'er rip. And call me 
when you're finished. 

If you still don't appreciate a guy like 
Davis when you're running through the 
Mexican desert at night doing close to 
100 mph, give us a call. We'll put you on 
next year's ballot. e
